Aſia and Ewrope, and made a havock of his Neigh- 
bours, Gods Providence choſe Tamerlan th: Great, 
to givea check to his Pride and Cruelty, and ſtop 
him in his full career, wherein he intended to Con- 
quer the World. 

The' Hiſtory of this great Hero I ſhall now re- 
preſent, that it may encourage and dirett all Mar- 
tial Spirits in the Employment of War, and inform 
the reſt of the World witha juſt and true Account 
of the brave and glorious Actions of this Noble 
Conquerour. = 


CHAP. I. 
Of the Birth and firſt Tears of Tamerlan. 


Fm ſignifies Celeſtial Grace. He was the 

Son of Og King of Zagatay, or of the Par- 
thians, Nephew of the Grand Cham of T artary, and 
not the Son of a vile Shepherd and Robber, as his 
Enemies have baſely invented to diſcredit him, out 
of malice or ignorance ; that the geateſt Revenues 
and Riches of the Eaſtern Kings conſiſt in the num. 
ber of their Flocks and Herds, rather than in they 
Golden Mines, which nevertheleſs are alſo there 
to be found in their Dominions. 

The Province of Zagatay, or Sachetay, lies Weſt 
from the Sogdians, and is properly the ancient Par- 
this, The chief City is Samarcande, ſeated upon 
the River 1ſarle. It grew ſo mighty in riches and 
number of men, as well as in beauty, during the 
Reign of this Prince, that it may now be 
. $0 any ther City of Aſia.

When T amerlan was happily born, in his perſon 
were diſcoyerable from his Infancy ſo many rare 
ſigns of a = Courage, and of a ſweet Diſpolition, 
that gladded the heart of his old Father, and ob- 
liged him to incourage thoſe Gifts of Nature, by 
the tuition and teaching of the rareſt perſons and 
Doors of the Country.

Before he was full fifreen he had learned from hig

logy or Divinity of Zoroaſter and of the Batrians, 
and which ſince hath been much us'd by the Arabs. 
ans, aſwell as inriding of a Horſe, handling of a 
Lance, drawing of a Bow, and wreſtling. The 
King his Father looked upon him then as worthy 
to Govern the Kingdom, ia which he em ore 
him a lictle after, and the rather, becauſe be w 
himſelf aged and weak, and defired nothing more 
-burt ro ſequeſter himſelf from buſineſs, and to ferve 
God the reſt of his days the contemplation of 
his glorious Works. | 

Fo before he accompliſhed this great Deſign 
tiSugh he had for his Son all the eſteem and good 
opinion that he deſerv'd, he was not ſo unadviſed 
as to venture in fuch young hands the Government 
of his Realm, ' without a precaution and ſufficient 
proviſioh for his advice and counſel ; for if he bad 
done- otherwiſe, he would have but expos'd his 
Kingdom to thoſe dangers arid loſſes which are not

"their Noble Birth and for their Experience in 
Affairs, aſwell as for their other Vertucs and fide- 
lity to'his Intereſt. | 

T amerlan received th:ſe two great perſons from 
his Father as the tokens of his love, and fince he 
never undertook 'any thing without their advice. 
He embrac'd them always with ſo much reſpect and 
affettion, that for fear of forgetting one after his 
deceaſe, he wore his Ring upon his Finger, aſwell 
to call to mind the good ſervices that he had re- 
ecived from him, asrb hinder him from forgetting 
two rare Precepts which he had given him, when he 
was to fit in Judgment, and to do juſtice to his 
Subjects. 

This noble way of a@ting ſoon won him the 
hearts of all his Subjects, ſo that ang hoes upon 
him as their life and ſoul, From hence we may 
obſerve, That a mi®h and loving diſpoſition, together 
with an acknowledgment of good deeds, is the ftrongeſt 
Charm that a Prince can uſe to win the ſouls of his peo- 
ple, and get their prayers and affettions, 

In his young days, al at his firſt coming tothe 
Crown , he enjoyed quiet and peace at home, 
through his Fathers care to ſcatter and ſend at a 
diſtance all troubleſome O___ might have di- 
fturbed the State. But this peaceable time he em- 
ployed rather in Study than in his Divertiſements ; 
inſtead of ſpending his hours in a Bath, 
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TAMERLAN the G:zeat, 9 
to the Government of his Kingdom. In the dif 
charge of which he often ſaid, That his good Genius 
did aſſiſt and help him, and that having jo nach fa- 
vour from Heaven be could not but ſucceed in all his 


De 

[Etad forreat a care of and ſo much eſteem for 
divine matters and things, and for whatſoever 
concern'd the Religion of his Forefathers, that 
he would not be pertwaded to ſuffer any alteration. 
Nevertheleſs he gave liberty to all Religions that 
teach to worſhip ome God Creator of all things, gf 
ving this as his Reaſon, That his Divine Majeſty di 
delight to be ſerved and adored in divers manners. But 
he was adeclared and an irreconcileable Enemy of 
Idols and Idolaters, whom he always vexed. * 

He was of a middle ſtature, his ſhoulders were 
but narrow, his legs beautiful, his body full and 
well fer, a comely face with good features, and 
his eyes ſo full of goodneſs, mildnefs, and majeſtyto- 

r, that it was no caſie matter to look 
npon them. Therefore the Prince was wont 

to turn away out of modeſty his eyes from him 
that ſpoke to him, that he might finiſh bis difſeovrie 
with more confidence. He had bur little hair upon 
his Lips and Chin, it was curl'd, very thick,and of a 
fine Aſh-colour ; he wore it long, contrary to the 
cuſtom of the Tartars, who ſhave their Heads be- 
fore, leaving but ſome few locks behind, which 
they cover over with their Caps, but he had almoſt 
always his head uncovered. Therefore when ore

This ſecret being afterwards 
Un abroad, gain'd to him the reſpeCt of all his 

bjeQs, chiefly of his Army, who imagin'd there- 
fore ſome extraordinary vertue in his-hair. This 
belief was confirmed by his wonderful $kill and 
ſtrength in wreſtling, becauſe the ſtrongeſt Tar» 
fars were not to be compared to him, and that ſuch 
as were foiled thought it an honour, though over- 
come, to ſtruggle with a Prince of ſo much repu- 
tation. 

This being the right deſcription of Tamerlan, it 
is eaſie to be imagin'd, that reſt and a quiet life 
was not pleaſing to him. But though his aim was 
at Glory and Honour, he choſe rather to check 
his Martial temper, than to invade his Neighbours, 
and trouble their Peace without cauſe. Providence 
that had adopted him ſuffered not long his courage 
to he without exerciſe : It led him upon this great 
Theatre of the World, there to appear in an emi- 
nent manner. We ſhall ſee him next in his firſt go- 
ings our. 


CHAP. II. 
Tamerlan's War with the Moſcovites. 


HE Mſcevites broke the Peace : they were 
'T weary of that Reſt which they had mw. rf 
joyed; thinking themſelves therefore ſo dreadful, 
that all their Neighbo#®s were to ſtand in awe of 
them: They ſome In-roads upon the Terri- 
tories that are on this fide of — 
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TAMERLAN the G:eat, +» 


and that border upon both _— They had 
never received any dammage from theſe Inhabi- 
rants : Their intention was only to conquer them 
without any Right or Claim. They enter*d there- 
fore amongſt them with their Army, and can'sd e- 
very thing to paſs through Fire and Sword, ſparing 
neither Towns nor Villages; beſides, they plun- 
der'd a City bordering upon Zagatay, or Sachetay, 
and under Tamerlan's protettion, 

In this ſurpriſe, theſe poor Inhabitants, being 
not able to ſtop the fury of thoſe Northern Barba- 
11445, (ought a remedy from their Tears and Com- 

laints, and from the Power and Juſtice of their 

roteftor. Tamerlan was ſenſible of their wrongs, 
and the affront done to his Perſon and Government, 
by the Inſolency of the Moſcovites, who had diſco- 
ver'dſolittle regard of him. He promig'd there. 
fore to puniſh them, and check their cruelty and 
boldneſs : For that intent he takes advice, what to 
do inthis juncture, from his two faithful Counſel- 
lors, who encouraged him to declare an open 
War with the Moſcovites, in defence of his People 
and Confederates. 

In the mean time Odmaer and Haly, according to 
th2ir Princes —_—_— and Orders, were buhie in 
_—-—TY rog all their Troops diſperſed in 

arriſons, to raiſe new Souldiers, and form a con- 
ſiderable Body, with the aſſiſtance of their Allies. 
At the firſt beginning of the Spring, Tamerlan,

The Moſcovnres were inall one hundred thouſand 
Foot, and fourſcore thouſand Horſe ; moſt of them 
old Souldiers, who had been in many Encounters 
with their Neighbours.

Of this fourſcore thouſand Horke, ten thouſand 
were Polayders, (cut fromthe King of Poland, new» 
ly re-united by a League with the Aoſceuies: Be» 
vides there were eight thouſapd Hungarian, . and 
many Noblemen of that Nation,under the command 
of a great Lord, called Vladiſlaw. Tameriay had 
in his Army threcſcore thoutand Horſe, and one 
hundred and fifry thouſand Foot-men, brought vp in 
Armes, but they were not to be caropar'd with 
the Aoſcovites, who had cxercis'd themfclves in 
ſeveral Campagns ; whereas the Parthians never 
ſaw an Enemy during the Gavesyment of their 
King Os, who had always been at peace withall 
the Warid. 

At the light of the Enemy, Tamerler's warlke 
Courage and Maytial ſury was kept is by the frag 
of a miſtake : He thought it therefore wildam to 
take a view of their Camp, by which he uaderſtood 
that hc could not go to them without palling at the 
foot of a little Hil}, which they were po ob 
before his coming. T planted there fix 
thouſand of their Foot, who might bave trangely 
gawl'dTamerlan's mcn, had they attempied ta ſet vp- 
on the Aoſcovires, on that ſide,and yet they were ne- 
ceſlitated ro begin the aſlanlt there 3 but firſt Ta 
merlan judg'd contrary to the judgment of his Privy 
Council, that they were firſt to beat the Enemy from 
that advantageous Poſt, and that without engag- 
ing themſelves in a Baztel, The Adeſcavites were 
ſo well fortified in this place, that it was no caſic 
matter to force them, Tamerian therefore draws 
them down by a Stratagem : He gave Orders10.

Odmar led the Yar of nine ſquadrons of Horſe, 
having forty thouſand Foot upon the Wings, twen- 
ty thouſand on each hand.

Theſe wordy catrs'd ftrange Tranſports in the 
kainds of the Sonidiers, which made thera break 
out into loud cries to be le& ons to the Battel. 
Theix furicoufneſs was'fogramt, that they were not 
tobe kept ian 26 the fehe of the Enemy. 
foon ſatished them, by kending to T,omer/er for the 
Siga, and word of Command, when be ſaw the 
time convenient; but he was by the 
AMeſcoviter, who charged firs, and gave a furious 
onſet. The Parthians received them with an un- 
daunred reſolution, which had cauſed them to give 
back, if Odmar, at that time, had not by his fall 
diſorder'd his ſquadron. By this accident his Cs-

began to ſhake, and was afterwards broken, 
hin harried away in the Croud ; fo that he 
was forced, after a conſiderable lofs of Men, to 
ſhelcer himſelf under the left Wing of his Jfancyy, 
oa that fide of the Mountain whither the Pritice 
had ſent already fox thouſand Horſe as 4 recruit. 

When he was mounted again, he rallied all his 
Men that he could pick up, and fell upon the fides 
of the Moſcouites Army , where the Hanrarieny 
were, who this day behaved themſelves ſobravely, 
that only with three- thouſand Men they broke 

h Tamerlan's Batrel. At this he retreated, 
according to the Parthians mantiet, which made 
the Enemies imagin them to run aiay. This fond 
conceit had ſo puft them up, thatthey rhought the 
Vidtory to be { in their Hands : But aſſoon 
as the Reer was come up, led by the Prince of Ta 
nais, Who had rallied together fourteen thou- 
ſand Horſe, and all the Foot; he obliged -the 
Moſcevitet to run away intheir turn, after ſach ex- 
traordinary reſiſtance, that one may juſtly fay, that 
their Vertue and Courage was forced to yield to 
the greater number. 

When the Parthians perceiv'd that Vitory mild" 
upon them, they purſued their advantage fo fierce- 
ly, that their Enemies had neither time to rally nor 
to underftand themſelves. 

T amerlan was here wounded in the Forehead, and 
near the left Eye,. baving left two Horſes kill'd un- 


der him. 

The Aſcenicer was routed, many 
Lords and chicf Officers taken Priloners; the Em- 
perove himſelf was once fallen inro the Hands of a 
Parthian Souldier incognute, but he ha 


\ bers 
ſelf, and met wich tea thouland Horle that __—4 
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been broken ;, with them he retreated ten Leagues, 
and for his greater ſecurity he paſs'd over a River 
in the Night, beyond which he rallied together all 
that he could ſave of his Army. 

His Cavalry behav'd themſelves in the Battel 
like Men of Courage, but when they ſaw them- 
ſelves forſaken of the Foot in the hotteſt Encoun- 
ter, when thzy were fiercely charged, and Fortune 
feem'd to turn them her back, they were then 
forc'd to yield to the Conqueror. ſuffer'd 
therefore more than the Iuferry, that ſav*d them- 
ſelves along the Mountains in the dark of the 
night, which favour'd them in all their flight. 

Tamerlan, having purſued them three Leagues, 
return'd to the Field, where he ſolemaly gave God 
the praiſe for the Vittory obtained. 

The next day aſſoon as it was light he review'd 
all his Army, and underſtood that he had loſt not 
above ſeven or eight thouſand Horſe, and between 
three and four thouſand Foot ; whereas the Moſcos- 
vites wanted ſeven and twenty thouſand Foot, and 
about fifteen or ſixteen thouſand Horſe. 

We muſt acknowledge that Odmar, this day, was 
the ſafety of his Prince and of the whole Army ; 
and that after his diſgrace he behaved himſelf won. 
derfully well and wiſely, in that he aſſaulted the 
Enemy upon the Flanks, when they had beaten both 
the Yan and the Main Battel, and were going to 
fall upon the Reer, led by the Princ&of Tana, 
under whoſe Wings Tamerlan was retreated. If 
Odmay had not ated in this matiner, the Moſcevites 
would have doubtleſs, and with eaſe, defeated the 
Reer, and won the honour of that glorious Gay 
By this 'tis eaſie to underſtand, how great. is 
adyan:age of that Commander, who haviog pitch'd 


upon 
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a Field, and choſen a favourable Ground 
and Place, waits ſtedfaſtly for his Enemies comi 
chiefly when he hath both Wind and Sun to fi 
with hi — not to mind his Soul- 


diers and Captains of ___ It is alſo 
certain, that when the Reey, is well commanded it is 
able to reſtore the Battel when it is in a molt de- 
{Perate condition, and to ſnatch the Victory out 
of the hands of the ſtouteſt Enemies. 

Aſſoon as Tamerlan, as 1 have already ſaid, had 
given thanks to God, and taken a review of his 
Army, he commandcd all the dead, both his owa 
men and the Enemies to be buried, and afterwards 
he rewarded all thoſe that had well behaved them- 
ſelves in the Fight. But his joy for the Victory 
was qualified with the grief for the death of Haly ; 
he was killed with an Arrow, as he was going to 
Fight, after that he had gain'd the Mountain, and 
performed Attions worthy of an Immortal Glory. 
Tamerlancaus'd his Body to be embalmed, and to 
remain with him in his own Tent, till he return'd 
to Samercande, where he cauled a ſtately Sepul- 
chre to be made for him, which renders his name 
famous in ſucceeding Ages, and gave a beginning to 
the glorious Structures, which he cauſed atterwards 
to be erected in his Capira/ Ciry, and which have 
made it to be one of the molt famous Cities of 
the World. 

Tamerlan, after this Victory, was not puft up 
with Pride, as ſome of his Age are in _—_— 
ſucceſſes; many times they are ſo apt to forget 
themſelves, that become unſufferable to their 
beſt Friends. But after the ſlaughter, when he be- 
held ſo many thouſands receking in their Blood, te 
lamen:ed at the hard and unavoidable fire of ſuch

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as command in great Armies; and addreſſing him. 
ſelf tothoſe that were about him. O how happy 1: 

F ather in hit choice of Peace, and in preferrms 4 
olitary and quiet life to this tronbltſome, painſdl, and 
cruel employment of a Souldier, which he muſt ſometime: 
entbrace that governs « Kingdom. Jt it not grievons, 
that ſach an one carmot purchaſe to bimſelf Glny, br 
by the Death of _ w:ll-ons of bis own Species, and 
oftentimes the deſtruttion of his deareſt Friends. |n 
this manner Tamerlan receiv'd, with diſpleaſure, 
ſuch bloody ſucceſſes purchas'd at rhe price of fo 
many hives. 

In the mean while he ſupply'd the duties of his 
place, and gave Orders to advance into the Moſce- 
vites Coutitry ; marching after their flying Army 
that were rallied into a Body of thirty thobfand 
Horſe, which, together with the Foot, ſeem'd to 
be willing to venture another Battel, bat their Em 
perour had no ſuch reſolution, when he ſaw the Par. 
this ſo ſoon at his Heels, ready to center into his 
Country, where the People were frighted at the 

roach of ſo victorious an Army. To fecure 
himſelf and his Men, he paſled over the River of 
Nifert: on the other fide he called rogether a Ge- 
neral Comncil of Officers, who advis'd him, for the 
ervation of his Subjefts; to ſnd a folemn Em-

with the Priſoners that he had taken; for thereby 
he ſeem'd to give an aſſurance, that he not 
refuſe reaſbachly offers of ol and thar after

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his: Moderation and Generoſity- In purſuance of 
this Deſign, the Moſcovite ſends him Embaſſaders 
to treat of Peace, and offer all poſſible amends for 
the wrongs ſuſtained by his Subjects ln-roads into 


T amerlan's Country. 
When the Embaſſadors were arriv'd at Tamerlan's 


Camp, . they found a moſt obliging reception. He 
was ſo far from inſulting over their —_—_— 
that he ſeem'd to pity them, and tr L 
with ſo much kindneſs, that though a Conguerenr,, 
he ſeem'd to haveas much modeſty as the 
ed.. They declared that they were come 1n theis. 
Maſters name to deſire a Peace, upon ſuch Candi 
tions as he ſhould propoſe, which they expetted 
would be favourable, for they were confident that 
he would uſe his Viftory with ration, which 
he was to take rather as a kind gift of Fortune, 
upon which no perſon can ſettle ' his aſſurance, than 
an evident proof of the greatneſs of his Forces. He 
anſwer'd them, that he had taken vp Armes only 
to protect his Subjects and Confederates from 
the inſults of the Moſcovites , and- if 
=_Y happy and ſucceſsful, he acknowledg'd Hini- 
elf to be therefore indebted to the great God of 
Hoſts, who had favour'd the juſtice of his Cavſe : 
That becauſe he held and received this advan- 
tage from his pure goodneſs, he was not Pere 
pult up with pride; that they might have leart'& 
o much from the manner of proceeding of the 
Parthians, who had it recommended ta them fr 
their Predeceſlors, not ro want conrage it adverſitys 
nor to be inſolent in ty; but to yo.4 
ratzon in both, and ſeck_ the execution of 7oſtice. He 


told them, that it was but juſt that they ſhould give 
lome ſatisfaction to the Conqueror, and promile 
C never 
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never to moleſt or trouble his Allies; that they: 
ſhould pay down all the Expences of the War, 
whith amounted to three hundred thouſand Du- 
cars; and that they ſhould become Triburaries, and 
- gize him yearly one hundred thouſand Ducats, 
ahd& that for the performance of theſe conditions, 
ſhould deliver Hoſtages, which were to be re-.- 
tv every year; and trar he for his part would 
gravir Tre peace, and fend home all their Priſo- 
ar. 


The? Conditions were readily accepted, ſo that 
Trl, full of glory and fatisfaltion, return'd 
S#hareandeto his Father, who was fo much diCſ- 
itftereſſed inthe aFrirs of rhe world; that theſe pro- 
ſeerities of his Spn wrought no alteration npon his

im” #s Heir 'of his , be- 
cauſe he was his neareſt Kin, and had no hopes in 
his old ape to be Father of any more Childreo. 

This pleaſing news was welcom to this young 
Prince, and the rather, becauſe by this great Suc- 
ceſſioa, he was in hopes to be able to put inexecy- 
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tion the mighty things that he deſign'd in his mind, 
which ſhould immortalize his oy He prepared 
himſelf with all poſlible diligence for this journey 
towards Quinſay, where the Experac bis Uncle 
liv'd. He was by his Orders received, as in Tri- 
umph, by all the great Lords of the Court, as well as 
by all the Iahabirancs of this great City, who ho. 
nour'd Ins arrival with the richeſt ſhews, becauſe 
he was one day to be their Sover aign, and the Uiſpo- 
ſer of their lives and fortunes. 

The oy — = ORs 
try were ſpent in ſports try, in Plays, 
Races, Encoutiters, and es Dre 
which the vain-glorious Tartays were glad to ſhew 
their addreſs and dexterity. 

Yet Tamerian met wich none there that could 
beat him in all theſe Exerciſes. He was fo 
in them, in ſhooting with Bow and Arrows, and in 
fencing with a ſharp Sword, that he gain'd the ad- 
miration and love of all his Subjects. 

At the end of fix days ſpent in theſe delights, 
the Emperour caus'd him to'be folemnly crowned, 
with the applauſe and conſent of all forrs of men, 
for the Prince was deſirous that this Solemnity 
ſhould precede that of his Marriage, that his Right 
to the [mperial Crown might be better ſecur'd, and 
that it might.aot ſeem that the Empire fell to him 
by the marriage of his Wife, but by a Lineal De- 
ſcent, for Daughters in that Country cannot mnhe- 
rit the Crown. 
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After the Conſummation of the Marriage, Ta- 
merlan ſpent two Months at this Courr, with all 
the ſatisfaftion and honour that he could deſire; for 
* he was mightily beloved, and generally look'd upon 
as the only hope of the Empire of T artary. But at 
laſt his natural inclination to return into his own 
City of Samarcande, where he took more delight 
than in any other place of the World, together 
with the deſire to ſhew himſelf to his own Subjects 
as the Succeſſor of the greateſt Empire of the 
World, prevail'd upon all other conſiderations, 
and oblig'd him to take leave, with his beloved 
Spouſe, of his Father-in-law, and of all the Friends 
that he had got in that Court. He arriv'd in fafe- 
ty with the Princeſs to this City, where he was ex- 
pected with the longing of his people. We mult 
acknowledge that the abode is very pleaſant, as 
well in regard of its ſituation, as for a beautiful 
River that waters it, and renders it one of the 
richeſt thereabouts for Trade, and the —_— 

the Soil. At his arrival he met there with the 
baſladours of ſeveral Princes, ſome were come to 
congratulate him upon his new Promotion, others 
to make a League with him, others to avoid his 
diſpleaſure, that they might not have him for an 
Enemy. The moſt pleaſing Embaſſie was that of 
the Emperour of Moſcovy; for beſides the ſtately 
gifts, ſeveral beautiful Horſes, and the richeſt Furs 
of the Country, as black, Foxes, and Sables, which 
the Embaſſadours brought, he ſaw himſelf freed 
from the apprehenſion which he had conceiv'd up- 
on the news that this Prince did gather together his 
Army. He underſtood that it was to march againſt 
Poland, and ſome other Neighbours. The Poles ſo- 
licited in yain the Prince by their Envoys, ws by 
ome 
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ſome of the chief of the Court, whom they had 
in'd ro ſend Succours. They alledg'd to per- 
Frade him, thatthe Aoſcovite was but a reconciled 
Enemy, that he would quickly become more dread- 
ful if he met with ſucceſs in this attempt ; and if 
he could overcome ſo great a Kingdom as Poland is, 
to add it to his former Dominions, that then it 
would be too late to ſeek a remedy to prevent an 
evil, whick was now to be hindered by ſending 
ſome ſuccours and aſliſtance to the Polanders, who 
would ever after become the Parthians Scouts on 
that ſide of their Empire, and watch over the aCti- 
ons of their common Enemy : Beſides, it is a gene- 
ral rule amongſt Princes, not to ſuffer their Neigh- 
bours to grow too great, for fear of the uſual con- 
ſequence. Theſe reaſons made no impreſſion upon 
Tamerlan's mind : This was all the anſwer he re- 
turn'd, That he bad given to the Moſcovite the dear- 
eſt thing that be had in the world, namely, his Faith, 
and that he would not bg the firſt to break, it ; but if on 
the other part he did offer to violate the Treaty, be 
knew how to puniſh and bring-him to reaſon, ſecing that 
he had been able to overcome him when he had nothing 
but the Kingdom of the Parthians, which is but a little 
Province of Tartaria z and that now that he was be- 
come the Lord of ſo great an Empire, he had leſs rea- 
ſon to ſtand in fear of him : that he was fully perſwa- 
gd, that in obſerving the rules of Equity and Fuſtice 
with all the world ny had reaſon to expett that his 


Sword would be able to make way into new Empires, and 
other Kingdoms ;, and that whiles the Moſcovites were 
1mployed and buſie in their deſigns, be would endeavour 
to proceed on in his purpoſes, to get to himſelf honour 
and glory : that the Peace concluded and to pee 

Ccovites, was known to all the Neighbours, an 
C3 ſhould 
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ſhould never be broken by bim;, beſides, that it was ho. 
nourgble to bimſelf , aud advantagions to his people, 
He told them, that he knew for certain that God pu- 
niſhes commonly Princes who lightly ingage themſelves in 
unjuſt wars and quarrels, > , that this Lefſau having 
beenlearn'd and carefully prattis'd by his Fore-fathers, 
bad been a means to raiſe ard eſtabliſh his Family, and 
cauſed it tocomtinue for three hundred years ſafe and ſe- 
care, by this obſervation of the Rules of Fuſtice;, ſo 
that in all.that time none of his Predeceſſors bave ever 
been croſs” d with unſucceſsful attempts, for the God of 
Hoſts is a lover of Right and Fuftice. He told them, 
that if he had, as ſome declar'd, ſo great a delight in 
War, and ſo earneſt a deſire to appear in ation, be had 
means enouch, without committing injuſtice , to ſatisfie 
bis mind, by requiring from ſome of bis _ "10 
Lands which they had taken from the King bis Father, 
who bad never demanded any reſtitution, out of 4 Care- 
leſneſs for the world, or an earneſt inclination for 
Peace : that in caſe of a refuſg}, it would be juſt and 
glorious for him to recover his poor Subjefts, and free 
toem from the tyr auny of an unlawful Power. 

Odmar, who had been one of the moſt earneſt 
perſons to perſwade him to aſliſt the Polanders, 
with an intention to weaken the Moſcovites, yield- 
ed; or xem'd at leaſt to yicld to theſe reaſons- He 
was mightily raviſh'd with the juſtice and equity of 
Tamerlan's diſcourſe, and ro conſider how he ma- 
derated his courage with the Rules of Reaſon: 
And thongh the judgment of 'many of the wileſt 
vf the Privy Cowncil, grounding their opinions v 
on the -antipathy of both Nations, and the diffe- 
rence of Religions, was contrary to that of Ta- 
merlen, they could not” prevail to-make him alter 
his reſolution. Odmar alone knowing — 

reng- 
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ſtrengthen'd it the more; ſo that it overcame the 
advice of thoſe who ſupported their opinion by ' 
undeniable * Maxims of Saate, and the experience 
of many Ages. Tamerlan nevertaeleſs underſtood 
very well that they had good reaſons on their de, 
and that by reſiſting their judgments he atted a- 
ainſt the rules of humane wiſdom ; and it may 
pe he had followed their advice, if it had not been 
for another grezt deſign which he had found, the 
Great Cham was the rſt Author of it in a Conte. 
rence at Qwinſey,he caus'd him to reſolve upon it: 
only Odmar had bcen privy to it ; for there di 
courling of the weighty Afﬀairs of the/Empire,they 
rook together a reſolution to carry the War 1nto 
China, as well to drive thoſe people into their an- 
cient bounds over which they had paſs'd, as to ſe- 
cure on that fide the Empire of Tarrary. In the 
mean whiles preparations were ſecretly made for 
this great Enterpriſe, for which the Prince had a 
mighty fancy, without diſcovering his mind. He 
depended upon the ſuccours which the Emperour 
his Uncle had promis'd, and with which be was 
confident to re-eſtabliſh the Tartariens in their an- 
cient polleſſions, and that he ſhould gain the Vi- 
, becauſe he had Juſtice on his ſide, which 
doubtleſs would favour him in his undertaking. 
Whatever inclination he had naturally for War, 
he had thought it a crime to ingage himſelf in a 
quarrel only out of a motive of ambition, or for 
pleaſure, and he had look'd upon himſelf as the 
Author of all thoſe deſolations, diſorders, and mi- 
ſeries which accom and follow War: There- 
fore he often deſi God the Spirit of Wiidcm 
and Diſcretion, and the power to overcome his 
JD — 
4 - 
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more glorious Vittory for a Prince, than that which 
wins for him Kingdoms and Empires. Therefore 
when he could find Juſtice on his ſide, and fee that 
ſhe did incourage his ſtrong inclination for War, 
then his Soul was fully fatistied in it ſelf, ſending 
forth out of his eyes, and upon his countenance, 
certain motions which ſignified his joy and inward 
contentment ; chiefly when he was to demand his 
own Territories,to tree his Subjects from ſlavery, 
or deliver his Allies from an apparent oppreſlion. 
There was never a Prince lels guilty of preſump- 
tion: he was never angry when his judgment was 
oppos'd, but rather well pleas'd when he was 0- 
vercome by ſtronger reaſons than his own; there- 
fore he honour'd and reſpetted fo highly wiſe and 
vertuous men, that without any regard to their 
Rank or Dignity, as ſeon as he could hear of any, 
thongh in the deepeſt miſery, he was wont to ſend 
for him, receiving him in this obliging manner ; 
friend, 1 intreat thee let me be a partaker of thy Wi 
dom, and I will make thee a partaker of my Riches. 
Upon this ſubject he did often complain, that be 
bad many gifts offered to him of Gold, Silver, Jewels, 
and rich Moveables, but very few did offer bim thoſe 
Ornaments and Graces which are needful to govern 
well ſo many differ ivg Nations that he bad inhis Em- 
Ire 
F Amongſt the chief Officers of his Court , and 
deareſt Friends, there was a Genoeſe, a Chriſtian, 
named Axalla, who had been brought up with him 
from his Cradle, and'for whom the Parthians had a 
great reſpett, He was the chief incourager to ſet 
the Prince on to great and noble Aftions, and wor- 
thy Enterpriſes. The difference in Religion never 


binder'd Tamerlan from liſtning to him , y td 
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lieving him ; for, as I ſaid before, when God a- 
lone, the Creator of Heaven and Earth was wor- 
ſhipped, he never troubled himſelf, nor enquir'd 
into the differing Modes of worſhip. He was wont 
toſay, that it hd become the greatmeſs of the Dione 
Majeſty, to be trved and adored by all. the Nations of 
the Earth, in divers manners, according to the diver ſt- 
ty of p people But he hated all /delaters, and would 
not ſuffer them to abide This Dominions : So that 
the Chriſtian Faith which Axalla profeſs'd openly, 
hinder*d him not from enjoying and poſſeſſing the 
greateſt honours and dignities of Tamerlan's Army 
and Court.

CHAP. IIL 


The War proclaim'd by Tamerlan againſt the King 
of China , but ſtope by he fend of a Calix, 4 
great Lord of Tartary; bis defeat, and Exe- 
CMt100. 


V Hen Tamerlan had provancy Rn ſufh- 
cient preparations for 

that he had promis'd his Uncle, nor for the 
reaſons already mentioned, but alſo becaule it tend- 
ed tothe Publick Peace, to imploy the Subjects of 
ſo great an Empirein a Forreign War; for other. 
wile either their numbers, or their ſtirring diſpoſi. 
_ might have proved prejudicial to the Stare, 

een long agutrig to ſee that —— that 
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ſoch great preparations, Embaſſadours were ſent 
to him, to require a ein of al the Lands, E 
ſtates, and Feedings, which he had raken from the 
Tartars, contrary tothe laſt Treatics. Theſe Lands 
are lying beyond a River called Tacks, and beyond 
that famons Wall which bound both Empires, and 
which the King of China caus'd to be buile roecure 
himſelf and people from the frequent Inroads of 
the warlike aa! reſtleſs Tartarians. What anſwer 
this proud Meonerch would make to this Emballic 
was known before ;, there iore all the Troops were 
commanded to advance and haſten to their genera! 
Rendezvous. 

The Parthians were to mcet at Hirdas of Baſchir, 
where the whole Army was'to joyn them; but the 
Tartarians were ordered to gather together in the 
Wilderncſs of Ergimal, where Tamerlan with all 
his Forces was to come to them ata certain day. 

The Grand Chan's Army had rwo handred thou. 
ſand fighting men, all well diſciplin'dand inur's to 
labour and pains. -In this Army beſides were feve. 
ral conſiderable Lords, and worthy Commanders, 
who had render'd themſclves famous in many En- 
counters and Wars,in which the Emperour,before 
the decline of his Age, had been ingag'd, and by 
which he had intarg'd the bonads of his great Em- 


pre. 
When Tamerlan's Emballadours were return'd 
cut of China, they brought this inſolent anſwer, 
that this proud Prince, poff'd vp with a ſtrange 
-conceit of his own power, wonder*d that the King 
of the Parthians was ſo bold to make War upon 
him; that he judg'd it more reaſonable for him to 
yeſt fatisfied with thet which he cauld take 
from him with his michty Army; that he _—_ 
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not the progreſs that Tamerlan had made with his 
Forces, nor their ſucceſſes already, they were roo 
weak to be compared with the numerous Armies of 
the Chineſes. | 
This proud Anfier caus'd all deliberation to 
ceaſe. Tamerlan inſtantly ſent a Meſſenger to the 
Emperour, to let him underſtand the poſture of 
irs, and this vain-glorious Anſwer of the King 
of Chine. Un the meanwhile, he gave all neceſſary 
orders for Provifions and Ammuaitions to be ſent 
to the Rendezvous of the Army from all parts, 
and for the Tartars to advance forward, 
with an intention to joyn both his Armies in few 
days. But before his departure, he was willing to 
take his leave of the King his Father, and recom- 
mend his juſt Cauſe aad tion to his Prayers. 
orgy Parent being ſenſibly moy'd at the 
goodneſs and piety of his Son, imbrac'd him ſeve- 
ral times. aſter — wiſhes for his pro- 
ſperous Expedition, he ſpake to him in theſe 


ther more 


viring into the cauſes of his Wars, The old Fa- 

r call'd Odmar, and ſpoke to him to recommend 
his Sons concerns to his care and fidelity, ina man- 
ner ſo full of gravity and goodneſs, that he ſeem'd 
to have ing in him more than humane. 

Aﬀer this the Prince return'd to Samarcande, 
where the Empreſs his Spouſe was, whom he in- 
tended to carry with him inthe wars, according to 
the Cuſtom of that Nation. And as he was natural- 
ly very thankful for TI 


2$ The Yilkozy of 
ved, he viſited the Tomb of his faithful ſervant 

and according to the manner of his Law, he 
caus'd prayersto be ſaid, during three days entire, 
for the cable reſt of his Soul. Finally, he 
gave order to the Governgent of his Kingdom, 
and for the preſervation of the Frontier Towns, 
and committed all to the inſpection of Samay, 2 
man of great worth aad experience, who tu- 
tor'd him in his young days. Tamerlan Could not 
calily forget luch kind of ſervices, he had a parti. 
cular reſpect for thoſe that taught him Vertue ;, he 
kept for them as much afteftion, as if he had heey 
tid under their tuition. T his generous inclinati- 
on, fo full of -zoodneſs, made him highly reveren- 
ccd and beloved of his People. He went from $a- 
marcande to Hirdas of Baſchir , where his Army 
was quarter'd, conſiſting only of one hundred 
thouſand Foot, and fifty thouſand Horſe. There 
he gave orders to the reſt of the Army, tomarch 
as ſoo as he ſhould ſend them word. 

His greateſt dependency was upon the Forces of 
the Grand Cham his Uncle , who mightily incou- 
rag'd this War. But when he was at the Rendez- 
vous, he was forc'd to make a ſtop, becauſe of his 
indiſpoſition,occalion'd chiefly through the change 
of the Air, as his Phyſicians imagin'd. 

In the meau while the Army of the Grand Chan 
was upon the march, under the Command of Cs 
libes;, and for fear the rumour of his Diſtemper 
ſhould cauſe any diſturbance in the Empire, unto 
which he was newly promoted, he was careful to 
inform by Meſſengers, very often, his Uncle, of the 
condition and temper of his Body, 

_ . He had good cauſe to ſuſpelt, that a certain 
great Lord of the Country, named Calix, _—_ 
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ther his Friend, nor content with his Promotion, 
becauſe he had not been with him, to acknowledge 
and render him homage, as the other Zrd: of r 
Empire. Though at that time men diſcours'd of 
Calix, in a manner, that was able to beget a jealou- 
fie in Tamerlan, his good diſpoſition would not 
ſuffer him ro take any notice of it, neither did he 
think it convenient to attempt any thing during his 
Uncles Life, or trouble the Peace of an Empire 
newly put into his hands. Some thought that whar 
he had done was out of policy, to oblige more 
ſtrongly to himſelf the hearts of his new Subjects, 
who had already a love for him ; andto render him- 
ſelf more dreadful to thoſe that were angry at his 
Promotion, he had craftily ſuffered this Cloud to 
gather rogether, and the beginnings of a Civil War 
to ripen, that he might gain to Nimfſelf more ho- 
nour, credit, and reputation, by di ing and de- 
ſtroying it ; that he was able to ſtifle it in the Cra. 
dle, for Empires are gotten and kept by the affe. 
ions of the Souldiery, by treating them well and 
civilly, as his manner was, and that it was eaſie to 
diſappoint ſuch as are of a ſtirring nature with a 
little patience, for in time they may be deſtroyed 
in divers Expeditions, or they may be removed in- 
to ſeveral quarters, far from the places where they 
have credit, or they may be imployed in long and 
tedious ſervices, where they may alter their minds, 
and the power of doing milchict. 

In the mean while, T amerlan's delays and long a- 
bode in one place was ſubject to divers cenfures, 
ſome thought it was caus'd only by his diſtemper, 
others betrer inform'd, imagin'd that it was the 
produtt of a faithful advice, and good knowledge 
of that which was aCting againſt him —_ 

OubUt- 
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doubtleſs would break out as ſoon as he ſhonld be 
on th: other ſide of the Mountains of Paſanſu. 
Calix expe-tedthis with great loaging : as ſoon as 
he had underſtood that the Forccsof the Grand 
Cham were beyond the River of Mcas that runs on 
the other lide of the Mountains , and that they 
were incamp'd at Bouprou, he thought it high time 
to diſcover his deſign. 

For this purpoſe he gather'd together his chicf 
and moſt intimate Fricads, declaring to them, that 
now the time was come to diſappoint all the inten- 
tions of the Parthian , who ſed to ſubdue 
them, and kcep them uader his Command; that 
ſceing their Emperour was ſo unadvis'd of his own 
head, without the approbation of thoſe who ought 
to have a (hare in iuch Elections, they for their 
parts ſhould not neglett ſo fair an opportunity of 
redeeming their precious Liberties; that Tamer- 
lan was dileaſed, the Grand Cham aged, the greateſt

put of which it was no difhcult matter to keep 
hem, by belieging thoſe narrow pallages. 

Calix's _ had a good colour, it was ſtreng- 
hen'd with many Realons and Ilnofinuations. He 
had ſpent a whole year in winning the peoples fa- 
vour, that he might be able to uſe them 1n due 
time. He prepar'd all manner of Ammunitioas, 

id had ſpar'd no coſt nor labour to compaſs his 
deſign. But though all things were carried l[ecret- 
ly, without any noiſe, Tamerlan had intclligence of 
all theſe practiſes againſt his Perſon. Ar hrit he 
made light of it, or ſeem'd fo to do, wiſely con- 
cealing all the reports of the Rebellion of this aw- 
bitions Fool, that it might break out tothe cyes of 
the World, and render Calir more guilty, and 
himſelf leſs blameable , dy bearing Arms 10 his 
Uncies Lominions, whoſe difplcaſure he was loath 
to draw vpon himſelf.

Calix could never 
ſtifle this Rumour, to keep on hjs fide ſuch as had 
too unadviſedly ingaged elves in this Quar. 
rel, out of a perſwaſiona that Tamerlas would not 
be able to return in eight Months from his Expedi- 
tion into China, whatever ſucceſs and happineſs he 
met with. Calix, with all his ſubtle fetches, could 
not work upon their minds already poſſeſſed with 
the fear of the puniſhment which their Rebellion 
had deſerved : were as much ſurpris'd and 
affrighted , as are a company of when 
their Maſter finds them quarrelling, and in a diſor- 
der, contrary to their duty. Atthis time the Tr

This news, together with that of Tamerler's ap 
proach, cauſed him to haſten to hazard all in a 
Battel : For that intent, he took out of Ceambals 
fifty thouſand men, partly lahabitants, and partly 
Garriſon Souldiers, plac'd there by the Emperour. 
This Garriſon was in number thirty thouſand: 
Calix had won them by the means of their Officers 
and Gayernours, whowere of his Party, and had 
cooſeneed to deliyer up into his hands this great

When all his Squldjers were together in a Body, 
they amqunted to fourſcore thouland Horſe, and 
one hundred thquſand Fogt. His deſign was © 
well opgered, that if che Meſcoviter, whom he had 
| — under-hand, had anſyper'd his expectull 

ons, and enter*d into' the Proyince of Zqg«ay to 
ſtop the march of the Porthigys Army, in whom 
T amerlay had the greateſt confidence, It is coreny 
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that Calzx might bave put this Prince to a now-plusry 
chiefly becauſe he bad the City of Cambals to allift 
and favour him. It is therefore very dangerous for 
ſuch as govern to anger great ones, or not to 
mind their behaviour. If their diſpleaſure be ig- 
couraged by their Credit and Intereſt in the Pro- 
vinces, they are more incligeable to ſtir and cauſe 
diſturbances. 

We mult here acknowledge, that the Emperour 
of Moſcovy was a great Friend to T amerlan in this 
occaſion, by refuſing to aſliſt a rebellious Subject g- 
gainſt his lawful Prince. He had in vain endea- 
youred to diſlyade him from his wicked purpoſe, 
and reduce him to obedience. Odmer much taken 
with this juſt proceeding, was wont to ſpeak of it 
often to T.amerlan, fo that he was an uſeful loſtru- 
ment to preſerve friendſhip between theſe two 
Princes. 

As ſoon as the Succours of the Parthians were 
come to Tamerlan, he march'd with diligence a- 
gainſt Calix, He underſteod, by the means of two 
thouſand Horſe whom he had ſent before, that the 
Enemy came ta meet him in good order, This 
news caus'd him to detach two thouſand more to 
ſeiſe upon the paſlage of a River named Brior, as 
well to ſecure his Proviſions, as to ſtop there, and 
ſuffer the Rebels to think upon their faulre, which 
cither 2 little time would infallibly call ro mind, or 
the want of food, unto which he hoped to reduce 
them, or at leaſt ro put them in diſorder. In rhis 
particular, Rebellious Armies differ much from 
Royal Armies, where Order and Diſcipline joyn 
hand in hand, and preſerve Union and Plenty, 

Ia this march of the Prince againſt Calix , he 
forgot not the Command of the Emperour bis Un-

cle, to makea notable example of this Rebel, and 
of his Confederates, to ſecure by that means the 
peace of his Empire, and of his days. 

This conſideration made him act with caution, 
that he might not miſcarry in any thing. He ſaw 
that his own Army did increaſe every day by the 
arrival of new Levies from all parts, whereas the 
Enemies Army wanted already Proviſions, becauſe 
they could ſcarce have any from Cambals, a Wil. 
derneſs lying between the City and the Camp, and 
certain Mountains at th: end of the Wilderneſs, 
where a Subject of the Grand Cham commanded, 
named Cargi. This Lord had promis'd to let the 
Proviſions paſs when Calix was in his Territories, 
bur as ſoon as he was ata diſtance, he refuſed it, and 
took all that came into his hands; he had a greater 

wer to perform this, becauſe Tymerlan had ſent 

im four- thouſand Horſe to guard him and his 
Country. 

This grievous accident, which Calix never could 
foreſee, caus'd him wo retolve upon a Battel: But 
T amerlan underſtanding his wants, and the cauſe of 
his youy reſolution, had ſeized all the Paſſes and 
Fords of the River of Brior for his own Army; it 
had fourteen miles behind it a fat and a plentiful 
Country, beſides the Salt Lake, and the River of 
Oftan, which was beyond : fo that he could ſtay till 
the Enemy did aſſault him; for this wiſe and expe- 
rienced Prince judg'd it advantagious to him to 
ſuffer the Enemy to ſpend himſelf, and his Proviſi- 
ons by degrees. 

- The two Armics ſtood two Months looking up- 
on ane another : All this time was ſpent in light 
$kirmiſhes. When Calix underſtood'the intent of 
Tamerlan, h: relolv'd to retuea back to ww 

wicre 
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where he knew that he ſhould have all things in a- 
bundance ; andthe rather, becauſe he underſtood 
that ſome practices were ating againſt him there. 
As ſoon as the Prince perceiv'd it, he paſs'd over 
the River with all his Army, which conſiſted of one 
hundred and fifty thouſand Horſe, and two hun- 
dred thouſand Foot. After that he had conſulred 
his chief Officers, he reſolved to try the fortune of 
a Batrel. 

This reſolution was grounded chiefly upon two 
reaſons ; firſt , becauſe he was afraid that Calix 
would return, . and ſpend the Winter at Cambals, 
where he ſhould be forc'd to go and fight him. 
This would cauſe the total deſtruCtion of that fa- 
mous City, for he doubted not of the Vidtory : 
ſecondly, becauſe if he did win that City by afſ- 
fault, he was afraid that his Army nq_ too 
rich and wealthy with the plunder, and by that 
means would be leſs fir for the great Actions, in 
the proſecution' of which he intended further to 
imploy them. This reſolution that he was forc'd 
to take griev'd him; he was not willing to enter 
into the pollcfſion of his Empire by Bloodſhed and 
Cruelty. This conſideration caus'd him once more 
to ſummon Calix, and adviſe him to lay down his 
Arms, with promiſes of pardon, and to receive him 
into his favour. 

The unadviſed Calzx, whoſe courage was not 
contemptible , lighted all theſe gracious offers ; 
his ambition render'd him cruel to himſelf, and 
caus'd bim to look upon all other conditions of life, 
under that of a Soveraign, as unworthy of him. 
He could not ſubmit, bur choſe rather, though bur 
for a day,' as a Prince to govern, than to live many 
years ag a Subject. He could not truſt nor _ 
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totally upon the promiſes of hisPrince, with whoſe 
g and good nature he was never acquaint- 
ed: He the deſtiny of men in his conditi.

amerlan's went over to z mar

e ſervice to his Prince. He was no leſs e- 
ſteem'd by the Men of War, though he profeſſed 
a Religion contrary to theirs; for he was a Chri- 
fian, and imitated by many whom' he had ſent for 
out of Georgia, and beyond the Pontus Enxine ; 
theſe accompanied him with their courages and 
perſons inthe Batrel. 

Calix on the other fide was Eloquent, and natu- 
rally a great Speaker ; he incourag'd therefore 
his Souldiers with the honour and liberty of their 
Nation, to play their like men, and follow 
his example. He had divided his Army into three 
Bodies, only he had placed his Infantry at the right 
pand, and his Cavalry at the left; be himſelf was 

the middle Body, ſurrounded with his Foot, as 
with a Circle, according to oor manner of fight- 
ing, Odmar, a crafty and experienced Comman- 
der, ſtopt when he ſaw the Enemy coming, and ob- 
ſerved their motion; but when he percerved that 
their greateſt Body was ſhaken at the onſet of

Calix himſelf, came into the Field, and gave a fu- 
rious charge upon the Princes Batralion, and broke 
it all to pieces.

ages, where they had rallied,whiles Tamerler's men 
were purſuing the vidory, and killing.

Gator the Provinces, wrought a great —_ 10 
the minds of thoſe, who expecting no favour trom 
Tamerlan's hands, were yet reſolved to venture all, 
and ruine themſelves and their Country. Thc Citi- 
zens of Cambals had taken this ſtrange reſolution, 
to ſell their lives at a dear rate, if rhey were to 
loſe them ; for this City was full of thoſe Mutincers, 
who knew themſelves as guilty as their Comman- 
ders that had been puniſh'd already; 
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appreh:nſions of the people. Tamerken had no« 
tice of all that- was there ated from thoſe that 
favour'd his Intereſt : ſent him word, that 
at laſt every one was reſolved to obey the Come 
queroxy, and perform his Commands , therefore 
he lett his Army at Genzs, only thirty thouſand 
men he order*'d tomarch thirher to fill up the or- 
_ Garriſon. When they were enter'd, they 
put ll things in a good re, and caus'd every 
one to ſubmit to the Princes pleaſure without 
murmuring. He himſelf was reccived icto the 
City two hours aftcr his Garriſon ina triumphing 
manner, for the lohabiranrs laboured, in this oc+ 
caſion, to make him forget the wrong they had 
done him. He had only pardon'd the meaner 
fort of people, the reſt he left to the will of the 
Emperour his Uncle, unto whom he had di- 
ſpatch'd a Meſſenger, to inform him of the Vi- 

ory, of Calix's death, and of the impriſonment 
of ſome of the chief Commanders and Leaders 
of the Faſtion; and to deſire to know what pu- 
niſhment he would have inflited upon thoſe of 
Cambaly, who had been the greateſt Mutineers.

As ſoon 
therefore as Tamerlan had overtaken his Army, 
Odmar who expected him, and caus'd them to 
march in good order, and ſlowly, received him 
with the Captains and Souldiers, with acclamati- 
ons and expreſſions of joy, calling himin the Tar- 
tarian Language, Moſt great and viftoricus Empe- 
Your. 

In the way he diſcours'd with his Captains 
concerning the Greatneſs and Beauty of the City 
of Cambalr, till he was come into the Tent pre- 
par'd for h\m, where he remain'd alone with 
Odmar.

But as he was an Enemy of Flattery, and loved 
his Prince entirely , as one of his moſt faithful 
and chief Officers, he ſpoke to him boldly in this 
manner ; Brave and Invincible Emperour, let all the 
world underſtand, I beſeech you, that Tamerlan 
now: how to uſe his Fiftory, as well as to gain it.

Guleving the weakneſs of the A by Ca- 
libes; their bebaviour c m 10 conceive, that 
they are ſent thither rathey to ſecure Tartary, then 
toaſſaule China, It may be be bath beard ſome per- 
ſons tell bim that which many of your own people ſu 
ſpeft, but 1 dare not affirm it as true, becauſe 3t it 
net lawful for me to enquire into the wiſe counſels of 
Princes, that the cauſe wherefore you have left Ca- 
libes the Chief of the Tartars upon the Borders, was 
only to ſecure bis perſon, and to remove the cauſe of 
your fears, rather than out of any deſire to proceed 
ou in the Conqueſt: which you pretended to make.

E bad ſometimes ſince an ment, brave 
V Souldiers, to go and aſſault the King of 
China, to oblige bim to reſtore what be bath token 
from the Tartarians, and recover the Lands beyond 
the Mown ains which be bath uſurped upon us, to the 
great ſhame of our Nation, whoſe Glory we purper d 
to reſtore \, but to our grief we bave been bindzred by 
the ſawcineſs of Calix, woo forced us to return back, 
to puniſh his inſolency. With the aſſiſtance of your 
Arnu, and Invincible C:ura,;es,, we bave quenched 
the s of the Rebellion that be bad kindicd with 
his blood, and with that of his Companions, I could 
bave wiſh'd that this Vittory bad been rather pen 
Strangers, and a Foreign Nation, than upou our own 
unfaithful and rebellious ſubj:tts. In ſuch a caſe 1 
bad been as joyful, as when at my firſt appearance mn 
Arms with you, we overcame the proud Mulcovites : 
I iy. Oy bo I am more oblig'dto you fer this, than 
for that, becanſe your conrages and valonr appeared 
more viſibly in this Civil War ;, for you were to en. 
counter with ſome as brave as your ſelves, you were to 
encounter with Tarttarians, who bad forgot what they 
were, their Alle7iance to their Prince. I cannot call 
to mind this mourr:ful paſſage without tears, I could 
willingly bury in Oulivion this unhappy Vittory, though 
] have gain'dby it much honour ;, 1 mind you of it at 
preſent, only to make you underſtand, that I can never 
forget your faithfulneſs and ſervices, expreſſed ſuf 
ſucrently in this occaſion. But we muſt not top here, 
we muſt turn our Arms next againſt thoſe that think, 
that we are loſt for ever;, whereas we are vittorions, 


we 
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we muſt go to our Companions that wait for us, who 
have delayed the execution of thew. deſugns till they 
hear of our ſucceſſes, and wwttory, we muſt go and 
ſpend the Wanter with them. All cur Ammuoiutions 
are there, doubileſs the ſleeping Enemy expetts us not 
in this ſeaſan of the year ;, they reſt with confidence 
upon the weakneſs of eur Troops, whoſe intent they 5- 
marine is only to d.fend themſelves, as not in 4 ca- 
pacity to aſſault them. You ſhall kave donble Pay to 

luy Cloaths, and arm yeur ſelves againſt the Cold ; 

and ] hope that with theſe new Garments we ſhall pur-, 
chaſe to our ſcly:s new honour and glory. 

As ſoonas his Diſcourſe was eaded, the Soul- 
diers crycd out with a loud voice, Oe God in 
Heaven, and one Emperour wpon Earth. At th: 
lame time they bowed their Heads to þ m, to ex- 
preſs their reverence z and declared, that they 
would perſoim whatlocver the Prince ſhould 
command them. After this, every one went 
|trait to his Tent. The Army abode in the ſame 
place eight days without ſtirring , only Z.amay 
was ſent with five and twenty thouſand Horſe, 
and fifty thouſand Foot to Zagatay , to ſecure 
that Kingdom. He ſcat alſo an Exprels to the 
Empcrour his Uncle, to inform him of all his 
Reſolutions, and to intreat him ip the Spring to 
ſend him fifty thouſand men, or thereabouts, to 
recruit his Army, with Money to pay. his Soul- 
diers, and Ammunition of War, with proviſions 
for the Belly. 

Thus when he had given all neceſſary Orders, 
and caus'd publick Prayers to be made, according 
to Cuſtom, he commanded the Army to match to- 
wards the Mountains.

CHAP. IV. 
T amerlan's Expedition againſt the King of China. 


HE Provinces of: Leaotxm and of Pekin, 
which the Chineſes had taken from theT ar- 
tarians, were the Cauſes of that anger and diſ- 
ure which they could not difſemble. They 
themſelves by this means, and by a pro- 
digious Wall of avaſt length, built in the paſ- 
eof the Mountains, deprived of the benefit 
that Prey which they were wont to make in 
that Kingdom by their frequent Inroads. T 
always brought back Herds of Cattel, with whic 
China 2 $ above all other places, becauſe of 
its good temperature, being neither too cold nor 
too hot. This Conſideration, together with that 
of their honour, engag'd in the rec of the 
Provinces which the Emperour of the T artarians 
eſteemed and valued at a high rate, obliged Ta- 
merlanto proſecute this Enterpriſe, to pleaſe his 
Uncle and new Subjefts , and ſatisfic his own 
Paſſion. 
The Army march'd ſoftly to avoid weariſom- 
neſs, and in thirty Days got as far as Cipribie,

where news came to them of Calibes, who was in, 


his way to meet the Prince that entertain'd him ve- 
ry kindly. Hetold him of all his happy Succeſſes, 
and then, taking him aſide, he diſcover'd to him 
his defign, and Calibes gave him an account of 
all that he had done againſt the Enemy. 

The next day the Prince took Horſe, and rid as 


far as Pazanfu, where Calibes Army was a ** 
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They had offen encounter'd with the Chineſes in 
Skirmiſhes, and ſmall Parties, and by the experi- 
ence they had got, they judg'd themſelves better 
Souldiers than their Enemies in Courage and Skill. 
He cauſed them all to appear upon the Parade, 
going from one Rank to another he took notice 
of every Souldiers Countenance and Behaviour ; 
he cauſed them to muſter next and receive their 


Pay return'd him Thanks, A 
Win for his health. Wha Cake ike 
to go and meet Tamerlan, he had left the, 
chief Command with the Prince of Tanais, Ge- 
neral of the Parthians, who thought himſelf ob- 
liged by this nity to give ſome Teſtimo- 
ny of his and Courage. He went out with 
— and met with four thouſand Horſe, 
com by the Kings Brother of China. He 
drew them cunningly to the Fight, and charg'd 
them ſo vigorouſly and fi ly, that he broke 
their Order and put them to flight. The Night 
fayour'd their Retreat ; they left behind five or 
fix hundred dead to pay for their Companions, 
and witneſs the Vi and Courage of the Prince 
of T.enais, who return'd from this Encounter with 
many Horſes and other Spoils taken from theſe 
Barbarians. Tamerlan receiv'd him kindly, and 
—_— him Aves e- Ihr - that his 
generous Action e many 0- 
thers, for he ſcarce ſuffered them to breathe. He 
was the Son of one of Tawerlan's Siſters. His no- 
ble Qualities, as well as his Birth, gain'd him 
the Love and Refpedts of all men : He was yet but 
but he had already done great Services to 
Prince, chiefly in that famous Battel _ 
d. 
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the Moſcovites, where he commanded the Reer; 
for he was a good and experienced Commander. 
The Priace of Tanais, as we haye repreſented 
him, out of an carnezſt deſire of Glory, le: flip no 
occaſion to manifeſt his Courage and Skill in 
Arms: As he was neareſt to th2 Enemy, he had 
an opportunity to diſcover in what places tie 
Wall that ſtopt the Tartarians Inroads might be 
aſſaulted. He had ſent ſome Spies into Chins by 
ſecret and by-waysS in the Mountains that are at 
the paſſage : From th:m he underſtood all thar 
happened there ; bur his prudence had ſucceeded 
chiefly in winning, by his infiauations, one of the 
greatelt Lords of the Mountains, named, The 
Lord of Vauchefu. This Lord was diſpleas'd 
with the pallages of the Chineſes and T artarians 
over his Ground, or rather he had bcen won 
with the picture that the Prince of Tanais had 
given him of Tamerlan, and of his obliging diſ- 
polition, This caus'd him to change his Maſter, 
ayd make an agreement with the Tartar:.He went 
and diſcovered his mind to him who had firſt ſpo- 
ken to him of it, telling him, that he was ready to 
ſ:rve the Empergur, aud afliſt his Army againſt 
the Chineſes. The Prince of Tanais, having kept 
this ſecret from Calibe:, diſcover'd it firſt to 
Tamerlan, who with great joy ſent for this Lord 
toſpeak with him. He was mightily pleas'd with 
this invitation,and appointed n or this honou- 
rable Enterview. Tamerlen, without moving his 


Army, went to viſit the Quartets of the Prince of 
T anais, near the River of Lanquenne ;, at the place 
appointed. The Lord of Yauchefew came to him 
thither to pay him his reſpects, to offer him Fu 
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Services, with proteſtations of his faithfulneſs to 
his intereſt. The Prince , by his Int 
told him, that he would protect him againſt all 
his Enemics, and that he wou'd give him foch 
Teſtimonics of his Love,that he ſhould never have 
cauſe to repent his kind offer ; after this Yaucbefa 
difcover'd to him a ſecret paſlage that he knew,and 
leads into China, by which it was eaſie to go in and 
ſurpriſe the Souldiers that were to guard the 
Wall. That which troubled the Prince moſt, wag 
that Calibes, an old and tryed Captain, had re- 
eſented this paſlage, after a diligent ſearch, dif 
Feult to be won, and that it was kept with fifty 
thouſand of the beſt Souldiers of China, the 
King was there in perſon, ard always on horfe- 
back, to oblige every one to be diligent and ready, 
and that the Forces he had there were ſuffi. 
ent to gvard the Wall againſt all the World, if ic 
ſhould offer to be aſſavlted. The Prince gain'd 
this Lord by his kindneſs and gifts, which were the 
richeſt Furs of Tartary, many beautiful Horſes, 
and all the rareſt things that he had; with thete 
he purchas'd his AﬀeCtions, and oblig'd him to- 
diſcover his mind in theſe terms. ro for cer- 
tain, mi Prince, that you will but trifle 
the aw”, you believe it poſſible by force of px.

The Prince, who knew more, liſtened with ar. 
tention, and diſcovered nothing to him; nor” 
body elſe about him, of that which he had d 
ed with the Lord of Fauchefs: When every onehad 


_ his "mind, he anſwer'd, That the great 
whoſe Glory he maintain'd againſt ſach 
wicked Idolaters, would aſt his gov inte. 
ons, the Con of his Souldiers, 
and would facilitate that which they look'd ypoa 
to be difficylt or impoſſible. In this manner the 
On EON NAD INEY UL the ſtrength of 


his Army, which conſiſted more in cunning than 
inconrage, more in the Foxes Taile than in the 
Lions Skin. 

Thus the Emperour craftilyroncealed the af- 
fured means that he had to oper a paſſage ro his 
Enemies, that being ignorant of the facility to 
overcome them, they might aſcribe the ſyc- 
ceſsto his condudt alone , and by that means that 
his Reputation might be more inereas'd, m_—_ 
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66 The Hilkozy of 
rook without reſiſtance ; a little while they Nope 
there to reſt themſelves, and then went on ten 
Leagues farther, to the place where the Chineſe; 
were to guard the Wall. They never dream'd 
of any ſuch ſurpriſe, but minded only thoſe that 
were commanded by Tamerlan ;, they hop'd well 
that the great advantages which they had would 
enable them to repell all the aſſaults of Tamerlan's 
Army. They found themſelves deceived and at 
a loſs, for no ſooner did the Prince's Army draw 
near to their Walls, but they faw at the fame 
time Axalla coming to them by another way, 
with twenty thouland men, ſeconded by the 
Prince of Tanais with another Body. They went 
direCtly to aſiault them, but the Chineſe: in that 
urgent occaſion, divided their Army, and unfur- 
niſhed the Wall, which gave an opportunity to Od: 
may to win it with his Infantry which he command- 
—_— ; he made ſuch that the Chi- 
neſes themſelves on a ſudden cncompalled 
about with two Armies, when Axaila begun the 
onſet. The Battel was Bloody, the Chineſe: were 
totally routed by this noble Chriſtian, before 
the Prince of Tanai: with his Troops could over- 
take them, ſo weak was the Enemics reſiſtance. 
This Victory enrich'd all the Souldiers of Tamer. 
las's Army, for they found mifth Gold about 
them, upon their Clothes, Arms, and Horſes; 
one of theKing of China's Kinſmen,who was tiled 
King, ken Priſoner, with the chief Com- 
manders that were ſaved from the furious flaugh- 
ter which was made amongſt them., 

The ſadneſs of this overthrow ſpread every 
where, and ſoon came to the Ears of org 
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of China, who was then at Quarror. It filled all 
his Court with Sorrow, Dilpleature and Fear * 
every ones wept for his Friend, or his Relation; 
but this Priace, who had always till then thought 
hunſclf che happieſt of all men, was inwardly 
ſurprisg'd, without diſcovering himſelf to any 
of his Court, as a man that commanded himſel* 
and his paſſions ;, he gave orders to gatherhis Soul- 
diers from all Parts, and ſent for hiy Prieſts that 
kept his holy things, commanding them, as their 
Lord, in a paſſionate manner, to offer Sacriſices 
for himto the Gods, aud chiefly to the Sun, the 
greateſt of the Gods, whom they think to be 
mmortal, impaſlible, tho Cauſe and Anthpr of. 
their Beings, that appcars to men only for their 
bench; he ſent likewiſe his orders round about 
the Neig"bouring Provinces of his Empire, to call 

ether all thar were able to bear Arms, aP- 
pointing them their Rendezvous at Pekin : He 
imagined that Tamerlan would dirett his courſe 
that way, for it was the next City to his Camp; and 
the great Lord of China, called the Yiarxi, fail'd 
not to be ready with his fity thouſand Men to 
ſtrengthen ſuch as were to guard the Wall. He 


taſte to oppoſe Tamerlan ia his March into the 


Country, and as his Men were all Horſe, well ac- 
inted with the By-ways and narrow Paſſages, 
So were 2 continual plague to Tamerlan's Army, 
This wiſe Prince, to ſecure his retrear, caus'd the 
—_ _ _ = _—_— there builded _ 
iſbed, es might be or 

the Garriſony they had all ſubmirred kar Feud 
to the Conquerour after the Vidtory. He treated 
the people of the __— ſo lovingly, that 
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he caus'd them almoſt to forget that they were 
under a new Lord. =. 

He rewarded well the Lord Y axchefa, by [giving 
a little County wherein were feveti good Towns, 
as Archii, Tmulii, Faliſqniem, Fulii, Cobenſin, ni- 
alis, Puliiand Yniamnis, all which were adjoining 
to this Lords former Territories ; fo that the 
Inhabitants were io much the more — 
him. He made him alſo Governour of the Province 
next to that of the Yiarrs, and declared to him, 
by his liberality,that he was a Prince of his word; 
his Brother he intended after wards to gratifie. 

This kind dealing of. Tamerl:v was very ad- 
vantagcous to him, in making way for his ſucceed. 
ing Conqueſts; for he that will ſubdue Kingdoms 
and Lands with eaſe, mult firſt conquer the 
hearts of the Inhabitants. The Chineſes are great 
admirers of thoſe vertues that are not pratti 
ſed by them, as of Love, Afﬀability, Kindneſs and 
Mercy, - which Tamerlavs Souldiers were ordered 
to expreſs to them, and which is contrary to that 
crucl dealing with which they uſe to treat thei 
Enemics that fall into their hands ;, this Cuſtom 
they borrow from the [ndian:r their Neighbours. 

When therefore they ſaw that this Prince 
handled them in a manner contrary to theirs, and 
that he expreſſed ſo much affeftion for them, they 
began to admire and honour Him. 

After the deſtruttion of the Forts, Tamerle 
took advice which way he ſhould march wich his 
ne green that the King of on had 
urniſh is ces, andrhge with as ma 
ny Men as he could ers rogether he was in his 
way to meet and fighthim.This news caus'd _ 
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be not well reſolved what courſe totake; firſt 
whether he ſhould aſſault a Town in fight of & 
—_ an Arm RE whethcr he recs leave 
ind him places uer'd, . which might cur 
off all his Proviſions, agd march direftly ro fight 
the King of Chins's rous Army. Inthis u- 
reſolution he d know his Officers minds ; 
He called r, and propos'd to them 
the buſineſs, whic could not be quickly reſolved, 
becauſe of the diverſity of opinions ; but atlaſt 
this advice prevailed above the ref, that no 
Town was to be left behind ; that they were to 
make ſpeed and take it before the Batte], that the 
Army might draw from thence Comfort, Afſi- 
ſtance and Proviſions, and that in caſe the Evemy 
yould be ſo bold as to offer to relieve it, that then 
they would hazard a Battel; for this is the or- 
dinary practice of a Conquerour and Aſſailant, 
to venture a hght with the” Enemy, as it is the 
wiſdom of the allaulted todecline it, and never to 
ield ro it but in neceſſity , for by delays and 
light skirmiſhes, and without enpABINg ina wholc 
Body, the Conquerour and Aſſailant is weakea'd 
and tyred out ; and by this means Fortune is of- 
tentimes forc'd to declare for him, and fide wit 
the alſaulred. , 
The Kang of Chins ought in reaſon to have 
taken this Courſe, if he been well adviſed, 
but his ill ſuffered him not, as we ſhall 
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with many ſtately Struftures. Tamerlan thought 
that the King of China would rather venture a 
Bartel than loſe this City out of his hands. He 
flatrer'd himfelf with the hopes. of winning it, 
and the victory at once; for the wonderful riches 
that werein it encouraged the greedy Souldiers to 
venture their lives boldly, chiefly the Tartarian, 
who are unſatiable for Prey and Plunder. 

Odmar was order'd to march forward with 
foorteen thouſand Horſe to ſurround it, and hin- 
der the importation of Proviſions, that they might 
be uſeful ro their own Army. 

Axalle was appointed to follow him with 
"thee Infantry, amounting to one hundred and fifty 

thouſand Men, which he cortumanded as ctfict 
Collonel. This Office, given to hitnas a reward 
of his former ſervices, caus'd him to be look't 
upon both in the Army and in the Court. Tamer. 
Lin followed next with all his Horſe, and with 
his-Engines, his Artillery and Ammwinitions. 

Odmar wert th: firſt day twenty Leagues; 6 
that when he came to th: Walls of Pekin, the 
Citizens expeCted rheir King before the Tarter 
413. Hetook into his cuſtody all the Beaſts there 
abouts, and ſeated himſclf in a convenient place, 
to wait for the coming of the whole Army, lear- 
ing the City between himſelf and them. 

inthe mean while, to affright the Enemy an 


learn news, he ſent many Parties abroad; and FF 
bout three or four days after the Infantry, led by 
Axalla,came to him:They ſent then their Summons 
into the Town,ro.command them ro yield ; threat- 
ning, Thatth:, Citizens ſhould otherwiſe ſbffer 
all the Calamitics that uſually happen —_— 
ance 
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reſiſtance, when they are overcome. They return- 
ed this anſwer, That they would [ive and «ye faith- 
ful Subjefts to their Prince. This ſtrong retolution 

occeded from a newColony that theChineſes had 
led there of their own people, after they had 
driven away the ancient Inhavitants, who- forty 
years before had been conquered by the Father of 
the Cham of 'Tartary, and were his Subjefts; fo 
chat in the City there was no remembrance of the 

Tartarian Empire, but in the Country round a- 
bout they had a love for their old Maſters; for 
the Depories of the little Towns came to ſubmir 
themſelves to Tamerlan. This caus'd his Army 
to be full of all manner of Proviſions, and in 
ſuch plenty, that in the Province. of Catay they 
could not have more; this gave him great hopes 
and aflirance of the ſucceſs of hs Enterpriſe Foc 
without doubt the want of Proviſions and For- 
rage is the ruine of the greateſt Armies, and 
that which diſappoints their moſt likely de- 
ons. 

"Thus the large and proud City of Pekin was + 
regularly beſieged, and our Infantry commanded 
to draw near the Walls round about within a 
Muſquet ſhor. This dreadful fight of ſo many E- 
nemies affrighted neither the Citizens nor the 
Garriſon: Tamerlan left nothing unatrempred to 
reduce them, and they uſcd their utmoſt endea- 
your to defend themſelves, as much ag could be 

ed from brave and reſolute men. 

a the while Axallawent to view a Suburb 
encompalled about with a Wall about half a 
League round; when he had ſeen it,he wiſely ima- 
gin'd thatthe —_—— not be ealic for 
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the Inhabitants,who would hazard too much in de- 
fending itz he reſolved therefore to allault itin 
the Night, when he had firſt told the Prince : All 
his men were ready at the firſt Watch, with their 
Ladders and needful Weapons : When the time 
was come, the Aſſault was made in ſeveral places, 
and the Tartars were beaten of ; but at laſt Arall 
enter'd the Suburbs, and cut in piecesall that were 
found in Arms, about eight thouſand men ; ma- 
ny of his Souldiers were killed, before the Walls, 
in the place where they expected them moſt 
likely to enter, but in that which they won 
ſcarce any body was killed on their fide. - The 
Plunder was rich, and given to the Souldiers. This 
loſs, together with the Courages of our, men, 
terrified the Inhabitants of the City, and ſurpriſed 
them ſtrangely ; ſo that then they began to deſpair 
of their ſatcty, of which they doubted not before. 
They found themſelves diſappointed in their ex- 
tation of the coming ot their Prince, who 
promis'd ro be with them in fifteen days, 
which were expired. They ſaw this dreadful 
Army gaining every day Ground upon them, and 
in a Polt that commanded their City, and from 
whence with the Artillery they intended and 
were preparing to batter it. Theſe. conſide- 
rations ſunk deep into many timerous Souls of 
the chick of the 1 own, who deſired more to gaia 
the favour of the Conquerour , by yielding in 
time, than to deſerve his difpleaſure by a long, 
a fruitleſs, and too obſtinate a reſiſtance. But the 
Governour, a great Lord of the Country, well 
reſpected by his Prince, aſſur'd them that the 
King was at that he would not fail __ 
eve

lieve and ſuccour them in due time; that 

were not yet in any great danger ; that the Ciry 
was yet theirs; that the loſs of one of its Sub. 
urbs was their advantage rather thaa a loſs, be- 
becauſethe keeping of it was difficult and dange- 
rous; that now all their Forces were together to 
defend themſelves, and beat off the Enemy ; that 
for his part he was fully reſolved to hazard his 
Eſtate and Life, and give his Prince all the 

< delire of his Courage and faithtul- 


This diſcourſe coming from ſuch a noble and 
worthy perſon, who acted himſelf what he re- 
quired from them, made a great impreſſion 

minds of the people, and obliged them all to 
return to defend their Walls, with a reſolution 
to bury themſelves in the ruines of their City,ra- 
ther than to yield baſely. | 

Pekin is a large Town, of a difficult acceſs, 
ſcituate in a plain, ſurrounded with-Mountains 
at aconſiderable diſtance : There is only a Hill on 
the North-ſide which is nigh the Walls ; a River 
= > C9 and nearto jt are 
the Suburbs that were 'd; ſo thaton that 
fide it was not ealie to relieve the City, or putin- 
to it any fi becauſe the Tartariax Army 
commanded all the paſlages of the Mountains, 
which were of old the Borders of Chins, when 
i and ferv'd 2s a Bridle 
to ſtop the Inroads of the Chineſes. They had 
no other way to ſuccour the Town but along the 
River, yt Saves WP balls many 
Bridges, conveniency of their Army, that 
kept the pallages of the Mountains; _ fo that it 

was 
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was impoſlible for the Chineſes to relieve the 
Town, without the hazard of a Battel; which T- 
merlan defired, and which ſhould be the aim of all 
Conqueronrs in his Power and Condition. In 
this poſture, th: Army being =_ before th: 


City, Odmar, Calibes and the Prince of T anair, 
were olten fert ont 'with Parties into the Country, 
to learn and underſtand ſomething of the Enemy, 
and to cauſc the Cavalry to ſabſiſt the better, and 
keep the Provifions in the Camp for a greater 
neceſlity : Beſides, the Souldiers were command- 
edto provide th-mſelves before-hand with great 
ſtores of Vittoals,that they might be better able to 
fubſiſt, and not beobliged to raife- the ſiege for a- 
ny waht, in caſe the Enemy did offer to beſet them. 
This caus'd them to plunder ſeveral ſinall Towns 
that woald nor bring them in Proviſions ; 16 that 
though the Tartarian Army was numerous they 

had plenty of allthings. --* \ 
In the mean while the Chineſes were more in 
number and ſtronger, advancing towards 'ns by 
little and little. T amerlan 'intended to meet them 
himſelf with his Cayglry, and ro leave the great- 
elt part of his Infantry before the City, to conti- 
nue the ſiege, which he proſecuted vigorouſly; 
but the Inhabitants rcfiſted and fought with Cou- 
rage. Butrotrie once more to win the Walls, he 
commanded toplant againſt it all his Engines of 
War, and to/ make a' breach, that his Souldiers 
might come toa handy-fight, and aſlault the Ci- 
ty with more caſe. This proceeding waken'd the 
reſolutions of the SOIT Wh terrified them 
wonderfully ; chiefly a t which was raiſed 
upou ſome ruines about a Bow-ſhot ou 1 
bl 
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Walls, upon an high place: From thence the 
Tattirs faw and dilcover'd the Guards withi 
and ſhot into the City, ſo that by day none dar” 
appear upon the Walls. This inconveniency obs 
lig'd them to' watch and work more carefully in 
their own preſcrvation. For that purpoſe they 
began to retrench theryſelves, to ſecure their Bo- 
dics by a Well that was tobe two and twenty 
Foot high,as many broad, and fifty Foot in length : 
As ſoon as the Behepers perceived it, theythought 
it abt convenient to ſtay till this work ſhould 
finiſhed, bur rather to try Fortune, and cndea- 
* your by an affavlt ro win thg Walls. 

In proſecution of this d:ſign and reſolution, 
the Prince ſent for Aral into his own Quarters, 
becauſe it concern'd him moſt, in regard of his 

, Office, and becauſe during this ſiege he had been 
moſt ative, hetold him his intentions, defiring 
hich ro prepare himſelf and his men for the next 
morning. As ſoon as Aralls had drawn out his 
Souldiers, he aſſaulted the Wall, which was ſtoutly 
defended” by the bclieged;, but at laſt this Cap- 
tains Valour, aſſiſted by twenty rhouſand of his C 
Men, took it by force, aad foctihed himſclfthere. 

He could ſrarce Keep back his Soldiers in the;r 
hear and fury from breaking in further; accordirp 
to the commands of Tamerlen, which he was per- 
ſ*adecd to give, for two reaſons : Firlt, becauſe 
he did not defire that the City ſhould be won by 
aſſault, for it was rich and full of all good things ; 
he was therefore afraid that the Enemies Army 
ſhould come at that Inſtant when his Souldiers 
were buhie in plagdering the houſes, which would 
have canſed their utter overthrow 3; for _ Soul- 
iers,

diers, who have much to loſe, can never fight 
well : Secondly he ſtopt his men from taking the 
City by aſſault, becauſe he intended to make of it 
a Magazine to furniſh his Army, and carry on 
his deſigns with greater ſecurity. . 

The loſs of the Wall abated not the Courages 
of the beſieged ; they defended themſelves as ob- 
ſtinately and bravely as before, in hopes of re- 
ceiving ſpeedily ſome ſaccours from their King, 
who was near at hand as they were rightly in- 
form'd. But in their greateſt expectations, the 
accident of a ſhot caſt from one of the Engines, 
which ſtruck down a piece of Wood and wound- 
ed the Governour dangerouſly, caus'd them to 
loſe their Courages. This worthy perſon, ſoat- 
feftionate to his Prince and Country, died of 
this Wound a few hours after, leaving his Soul- 
diers without heart or reſolution; for this brave 
Commander , by his example and perſwaſions, 
obliged them to hold out ſo mw This unex- 
pected accident forc'd them to conſent to a Trea- 
ty with the Emperour, before he ſhould hear any 
news of their misfortune, and of the loſs of 
the numbers of men who had been killed in de- 
fending the Wall . They expetted better and more 
honourable Articles. | 

T amerlan began to be weary with the long ſiege 
eight days were ſpent ſince the laſt aſſault, and be 
ſaw no change in the Citizens reſolutions, and 
underſtood not that the King of China made any 
haſte to fight him 3; but when the King heard the 
Governour of Pekin was kill'd, he was afraid of 
the conſequence; this made him draw towards 
the Behtegers with more Tpeed with was 
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TAMERLAN the Gteat, 57 
Battel. Axalla, who lodged the W 
eived the Enemy firſt : he hopes, 
inform the Priace, ms. to hear ſuch good 
news, but his joy was much more increaſed when 
he ſaw the Deputies of the City, who came to 
yield themſelves and their City into his hands. 
The Emperour receiv'd them with his wonted 
kindneſs, promiſing the Inhabitants his proteQti- 
on, if they would continue to him faithful, but he 
threatned them with ſevere puniſhments, if they 
offer*d to revolt. 

The Articles were agreed to, the Garriſon, 
in number about eighteen thouſand men, went 
-] they were the remainder of thirty thouſand 
in the beginning of the ſiege, which laſted two full 
Months. The Citizens were confirmed in all 
their priviledges , and were mightily taken and 
enamoured with the ſweet and loving diſpoſition 
of their new Lord. 

At this ſame time the King of China, who was 
at hand with all his Army, underſtood that the 
City was delivered up by the. Garriſon that he 
met in his way. The Licutenant Governour he 
commanded to be executed, with many Captains, 
far their Cowardice, but he pardonned the Soul- 
diers who were not ſo-guilty. He commanded all 
his Army to ſtop their march in the very place 
where he received the news of this Cities ſur- 
render, thinking more convenient to wait for 
Tamerlan there in a Ground that lay well for his 
Forces to draw up. The Tartars ſpent eight 
days in repairing the breaches, furniſhing 
the Town with all necefſaries fit to abidea ſiege, 
whatever happened. The Emperour mn _ 

cre 
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ſtered his whole Army, paid off his Souldiers, 
increaſed their Wages, and rewarded every man 
according to hisdeſervings : he aſcribed the ho- 
nour of this Conqueſt, ſo coaſiderable, to the 
cares and wiſe condutt of Axalla, therefore he 
offer'd him thz Govesnment over this City and 
the Country which he had already conquered 
bur he very fairly refuſed ir, deſiring the Prince 
tobeſtow it upon ſome other Body, becauſe he 
deſired no other reward but to bear a ſhare in the 
labours of his Maſter, whoſe Glory ſhould be his 
chief aim and deſire, This anſwer pleaſed the 
Prince, for he had offer'd it to him, only becauſg 
he had well deſcrved it, bur he was not willing 
that he ſhould take it ; for he was deſirous to have 
him always nigh his perſon, knowing that he was 
courageous, faithful and ingenious, and well ex- 
pericnced in the Aﬀairs of War: When he re- 
fus'd it, the Prince of Tanais accepted it, with 
the Title of Vice-Roy. 

T amerlan, having tet all things in good order, 
and - mgoer” ſome Meſſengers to the Emperour 
his Uncle, and all his Friends to inform them of 
his happy ſuccelles, and ſatisfied his Souldiers,who 
were tenthouſand men leſs than before, he caus'd 
Prayers ſolemnly to be offer*d up to the God of 
Hoſts during a whole day. After this he march'd 
to find the Enemy , who was with all his Ar- 
my of his SubjeCts-and Allies at Sintehx. As 
ſoon as the King of China had underſtood that 
our Army was paſled over the River of Culifs, he 
caus'd it to be proclaimed all over his Camp, that 
every one ſhould be ready to fight, for he did not 
defire to ſee the T grzarians farther in his Country» 

iy 
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tocat it upand deſtroy it. But there was no Wi£C. 
dom in that reſolution, for it caus'd him to loſe 
his own advantages, and run head-long into the 
miſchief that was at hand ;, for had he lcagthened 
theWar as he ought, the many and ſtrong Towns, 
which were to be beſieged one afcer another,would 
have undermined Tamerli's Army, and render'd 
it unable to ſtand againſt his freſh Troops; and 
for the Tartars, they could not in reaſon ad- 
yance ſo far as to leave behind them any one 
Town, which might have cut off their Pro- 
viſions. Reaſon and Juſtice obliges Comman- 
ders of an Army to deal in this manner, other- 
wiſs they may ſoon deſtroy the moſt flouriſhing 
A 


rmy. 

Therefore. the Emperour could not but ſay, 
privately to ſome about him, not in a boaſtin 
manner, for he never us'd to boaſt of the greate 
advantages that he hath had over his Enemies, 
That the King of China was ill adviſed to deſire a 
Battel;, that be would doubtleſs bave cauſe to repent 
of this folly at his leiſure, becauſe his Souldiers were 
wot to be compared to bis Men in Strength and Cou-

When the King of Chins underſtood that the 
Terters were marching towards him, he advanc'd 
with his Army to mzet them, in ſucha glorious 
manner, as if he had intended only to ſhew them 
his Grandeur and Riches. Nothing appear'd to 
the Eye but Gold and Silver ig his Army, and 
the Chariot, upon which he was mounted, was 
ſobeſet with Diamonds, 'Rubics and Pearls, that 
it _ not poſlible ſtedfaſtly to fix the Eye upon it 
inthe $ | 


This 
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This Prince,of about thirry three years old, had 
been brought up from his infancy in the delights 
and pleaſures of the Court, and not in the tron. 
bles of the War, which requires a Body inur'd 
to pains, and hardened againſt the inconveni- 
ences of the Seaſons. He was in his diſcourſes 
inſolent, from his Mouth drop'd nothing but 
Threatnings, Words of Contemptand Defiance, 
complaining that he had been ſurpris'd by the 
Tartars, and engag'd in a War without notice 
given, as it is the Cuſtom of his people : Three 
or four of his Neighbouring Kings accompanied 
him inthe ſame State and Splendour ;, ſo that the 
hopes of ſuch rich Spoils as were to be gotten 
with the Victory, ſtrangely tncouraged the Tay 
tarian Souldiers to behave themſelves like men. 
Whiles the two Armies were drawing nearer 
together, Tamerlan took the Town of Thiaucheve 
in his march, which happened to be very uſeful 
to his Army ,in regard of its good ſcituation in the 
midſt of Waters and Paſture Grounds for Cat. 
tel, ſo that when Tamerlan ſaw it firſt, he reſolved 
ro pitch there his Tents, and ſee whether the E 
nemy would have ſo much boldneſs to attempt 
upon him in that place that would prove diſad 
vantageousto him.

This Town was ſtrong and 
well furniſhed with a ſtout Garriſon; Pawbs 
was diſtant from Thiachevo: about ten Leagues, 
ſo that it had not been convenient for the Empe- 
rour to return and aſſault it himſelf, for then he 
had been forc'd to turn his Back to the wy 
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he judg'd ir therefore more fit for him to beſet jt 
with his Troops of Horſe, for theſe ewo Reaſons ; 
Firſt} to- hinder the Enemy from breaking in upon 
his Army; andnext, that he might with more caſe 
approack nearer tothe King of Chins But this 
Precaution was not needful, nor the Conſultati- 
on that happen'd thereupon ; for when Odmar was 
return'd, he aſlar'd him, that the Chineſes were 
within a Days March, and that jnall Jikcly-hood 
the Battel would be the Day following, | 

At this news the Prince ſends for Caliber, why 
was with ten thouſand Horſe before Pann, com- 
manding him to come to him with ſpeed, In the 
mean while he was careful to provide all thi 
needful, and tg, ſeek his advantages to win tho 
Victory- 

The Army advanc'd ſoftly within a League of 
Thianchevei , and the next day underſtood for 
certain, that the Chineſes were in their march to- 
wards him. The Emperour, witha merry Coun- 
tenance, as ſoon as he had acquainted: Odmay 
with the Order that he intended to obſerve; and 
drawn wp his Men in the Field that h* had cho- 
ſen, look'd upon the Enemy jn their march, at rhe 
lead of ſix thouſand Horſe, with which he ad- 
vanc'd before his Army, having Calzbes with him.

The Priace, who was an Eye-witneſs of this firſt 
charge, before he withdrew back to his Reer, 
ſaw this diſhonour without any alteration in his 
Conntenance : His mind was ſo ſetled and un- 
moveable ia proſperity and adverſity, he 
faid, That the valt numbers of his Egemy,t 
in a Confuſion, had oppreſs'd the courages of 
his men. 

Theſe Wy thouſand Horſe already defeated 
were almoſt all Tar:arians, that fight not in the 
ſame manner as th: Parthians, nor in that good 
order. Two thouſand of them retreated with 
th:ir wounded Commander behind the Prince, 
who cauſed his Wound to be fſearch'd be- 
fore him, and ordered himto go back behind his 
Infantry with the other wounded Men, where 2 
great many other Tartar: rallied. 

That which Ca{zbes could not perform with the 
Tartari, Odmar did with the Parthians ;, he charg'd 
and broke into the Enemies with that fury, that 
he made a way throvgh their whole Army, and 
afterwards fell upon one of their Wings, loccig 
then to retreat to their Chariots where the King 
was in perſon. It had been wiſdom to Rop there, 
or turn another way, but bis fary made him think 
nothing impoſſible for his Canrige 37 portang: 
this cavs'd him to aſſault thatdreadful 
Barricade that kept in the King of Chine, was

He had an hundred and hfry 
thouſand Men about his Perſon, but Avulles was 
not terrifhed with this vaſt number of Enemies;

more bravely, and with greater fucceſs. 

la the mean while Oday fI:pr not, he knew 
that the Kings Cavalry that he had broken were

Ar the ſame time Tamerlan came in with a 
choiſe Body of Horſe,and the reſt of his lafantry 
which he had commandcd to advance to ſuccour 
Axalla;, without any delay he charg'd and cut 
all in pieces that ſtood before him, gerting as far 
as the fecond Barricado of Chariots, where the 
King of Chine was with forty thouſand Men un- 

G 1 touch'd. 
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s, every one to overcome 1 
but at laſt the Reſerve of Horſe with which the 
Prince had charg'd fo vigorouſly, affiſting the 
Foot in good time, got the Victory, and put the 
Chineſes to flight. 

The Day was won in this manner, after a 
bloody Fight of eight hours z; the Night put a 
ſtop to the Slaughter, and favour'd the Craneſes 
in their Retreat. Their Camp was taken and 
plunder'd by the Tarters, the King himiclf 
wounded with an Arrow in the Arm became 
a Priſoner ; two Kings that him loſt their 
Lives in the Hurly-burly, and athers were 
taken with him. 

This compleat Victory enrich'd the Souldiers 
with Plunder. The Spoils were infinite and 
Veſſels of Cold and liver appear devery whera

with ſuch rich and beautiful Charioes Ghar they 
could not be too much admir'd. 

After this happy ſucceſs the Prince rode round 
about the Field, as well to hinder more Effalion of 
Blood, as to rally his Men and place his Guards;

on Axalls, leaving the King of Chins in his Cu- 
ſtody in the middle of his Infantry. He intended 
to ſee him the next day, in the mean whiles he 
gave order to have him cured of his Wound, and 
well treated.

He ſpoke theſe words with a free and bold aic,and, 
not as a Supplicant. The Emperour laluted him 
firſt very ctvilly, and caus'd him to be led into hig 
Tent, where he anſwer'd him by his laterpreter, 
That an unjuſt cauſe is hateful roevery Diviaicy, 
whether true or falſe, that for his part, he gave 
thanks to the immortal and iacomprehentible 
God, the Creator of Heaven and Earth, whom he 
worſhipped,for the lateVictorywhich he ackaog- 
ledg'd to bave receiv'd from tis bounty alone ;, as 
the King of China aſcrib'd the caule of his miſ- 
fortune to his miſtaken Diviaities: but he pro- 
mis'd that he would not abulc the advantage that 
he had got upon him, but that he would eadea- 
your by all civil and couctcous dealing to cauſe 
him to forget his preſent condition. The King 
of Chin, ſurpris'd with this vacxpected dit- 
courſe, return'd him his thanks. At thecloſe 
of this diſcourſe Tamerlas drew back a little, to 
obſerve the motions and behayionr of this great 
Prince, whom he beheld ſtedfaſtly with delight. 
He ask'd him afterwatds, what he thought of the 
Actions and - courage of his- Souldiers in the 
Fight ? The King anſwer'd, That when he ſaw 
ſo feeble an Army, in Compariſon of his, came 
to. him, he was fully perſwaded ta get the Victo-

Tamerlan called afterwards together his Pri.

King's Brother was ſafely arrived at Quan, 
a City which he had fortified, that he was endes- 
youring to furniſh it with all manger of Provi 
fons, and that he was buſily employed in ga 
thering gue an Army. As ſoon as T amer- 
la: beard this, he ſent the Priſoners, with two 
thouſand Parthian Horſe to Pekin, for his Army 
had reſtcd themſelves ſeveral Days: he com 
manded them to ſtop there a little,aud carry then 
over the Mountains to Burday, a City that had 
been always faithful to the Tarters, and that they 
ſhould there keep them till they had further or- 
der. Malaxan, Axalla's Lieutenant - General, 
was to command that Party ; by him the Prince 
writ to the Emperour his Uncle, and to his Vict- 
roy of Sachetey, to acquaint them with his ha

Odmar took in his way 
thithermany ſmall Towns, without y 
and was march'd as far as the Walls, diſperyng 
his Troops round about, with an inteation not 
todepart without the Prince's order, to whom 
he had diſpatch'd a er, to underſtand his 
pleaſure. Ag univerſal fright had ſeiz'd upon 
the hearts of all the Inhabitants of the King 
though the Kings Brother endeavour'd to fettle 
their minds, and oblige them to take Courage, 
The Humanity of Tameriar, and the Civilities 
that he had expreſſeg to the King of Chime, and 
tothe reſt of his Priſoners, being nois'd abroad in 
the Country , ſatisfied their minds, and made 
them bear their misfortune with patience. Every 
one knew already that _ = of a mild 
and obliging temper ; took a great de-

: his deſign was to 
the proud, to raiſe up the humble, 
ſerv'd an equality in his Rewards Puniſh. 
ments, to prevent by that means all occaſions 
and inclinations of miſchief. He had another 
good quality that caus'd hi be admir'd and 
cheriſh'd by all the World he was a religiow 
obſerver of his word, and no Perſon durſt at- 
tempt to make him break it, without deſerving 
his diſpleaſure. The fame of ſo many good qua 
litics, and of fo rarca Virtue in Tamerlan, ſpread. 
ing about amonglt the ignorant Chrneſes, pro- 
duc'd this good effect; that when once they had 
obtain'd his word, they depended npow it as if 
he had put it immediately in execution. This is 
of an high importance to ſettle the intereſt of a 
Conquerour amongſt his new Subjects. 

Atrer all theſe orders given, T amerlan com 
manded publick Prayers to be ſaid, to implore 
the Divine afliſtance. He diſtributed Money 
afterwards to the Captains, that they might have 
@ care to heal the wounded, and provide neceſ- 
facies for them; and with the reſt of his Army, 
ingoed order, march'd towards Quenron. He 

order'd Odmar to Poſt himfelf on the other

They had a great Ship in the manner of 
a Fire-ſhip, coming down with the Stream; as 
ſoon as it was within a convenient diſtance, the 
Tartays (et it on fire. This flaming Engine, car- 
ried with the ſtrength of the Water, beat with 
fury againſt the Bridge, broke ſome of the 
Boats, ſcattered others, and burn'd thoſe that 
were neareſt, This ſtrange ſight aſtoniſh'd the 
Chineſes that were palled over the River, becauſe 
they ſaw no hopes of ſaving themſelves by a Re- 
treat. Twenty thouſand of them were kilF'd in 
the place, and amongſt the reſt the Prince of 
Cochinchine, at the firſt On-ſet, where he behaved 
himſelf like a Man of courage. The Brother of 
the King of Chins ſaw his Men deſtroyed and 
drowned, and himſelf unable to aſliit them. 
Though he had lolt in this Encounter but the 
third part of his Army, and had yet one hundred 
thouſand freſh Men, there was no likelihood that 
he would hazard to fight with them againſt Ta- 
merlan, who commanded the Head of the Prince 
of Cochinchine to be cut off, and to be ſent tothe 
Inhabitants of Quamon; tor he was one of the 
aobleſt Subjects of the Empire : this ſight there- 
fore would be able to make, them believe the 
ViRtory, that they might not expect any other 
ſuccours. 

Axalla beſieged them fo clofe, and gave them 
ſo little time, that though they endeavoured to 
defend themſelves Vigoroully, and yere —_

watching and bghting, and no likelihood of ſafe. 
ty by an obſtinate r c, they reſolved to fly 
to the Conquerours mercy. They ſent word to 
Axalla, that they defir'd to treat with him. He 
ſent them word back again, that they had more 
reaſon to rely upon the Emperours mercy, than 
their own ſtrength ; and that for his part, he 
would fo otertba buſineſs, that they ſhould have 
no cauſe to repent of their reſolutions. After a 
few Meſſages and Diſcourſcs of yielding, they 
defired cight days to ſend to the Brother of the 
King of China, to acquaint him with their eſtate 
and condition; and that if within fifreen 
they were not relieved, they promiſed to yi 
up the City z upon condition that Tamerlan ſhould 
maintain their Priviledges, and treat them inthe 
ſame manner as the Kings of China had done be- 
fore. Axalla returned themthis Anſwer ; That 
he had power to treat with them, and receive 
them favourably when-ever they would fly to the 
mercy of his Prince : And that though the time 
they required was long, he would nevertheleſs 
inform him of their deſires, and write for them, 
But that immediately, without delays, they ou 
togive him Hoſtages for his ſecurity ;, and 
upon that condition all Atts of Hoſtility ſhould 
ceaſe, and that he would them a Truce, till 
he underſtood further of his Princes mind. He 
ſent therefore to Tamerlan, to acquaint himwith 
this good news, which he received with much 
y more 
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TAMERLAN the G:eat, 9s 
wore joy, than for the late Vitory obtained of ' 
the Enemy. He granted all that the Inhabitants 
of Qzanton had delired, atthe Requeſt of Axals, 
ſending him a Commiſſion to end this buſineſs as 
he ſhould judge moſt convenient. 

In the mean while the Prince was watching, to 
obſerve what motion and courſe the Kings bro» 
ther would take after his late overthrow. He 
intended, if he did not forſake the Banks of the 
River, to paſs over and purſue him to the Sea fide. 
After three or four days ſtaying, he was advi- 
ſed by his Captains, to ger over the Water only. 
with his Cavalry. His inteatwas to march three 
or four Leagues into the Country, to hinder the 
_— from ſeeking a Ford, which they intend- 
ed, that they might more ſpeedily ſuccour Quan- 
ron that was beſieged. 

This fear quickly ceaſed, as ſoon as the Prince 
of China had ſeen the Tartars on his fide of the 
River; for not thinking himſelf ſafe near fo 
powerful an Enemy, he retreated with ſpeed to- 
wards the Sea, ſheltering himſelf amongſt the 
Mountains; into which the Cavalry could not 
ealily approach, and where his Army could in- 
trench and fortifie themſelves with caſe. When 
he was come to that place, and had reſted his 
Men, he conſulted with the Grandees of Ching 
that were about him, what reſolution was beſt 
tobe taken. They advis'd him_to ſeek the fair- 
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100 The Hiſtozy of 
Blood had been ſpilt in vain: That they percety- 
ed that the Gods were wroth with their Nation, 
ſeeing that they had favour'd their Enemies ſo 
apparently ; and therefore they had beſt to 
necelliry, and to the conditions that T amerian 
would impoſe upon them : For that purpoſe, the 
Kings brother ſent for a ſafe Condudt for ſuch 
as he ſhould ſend ro treat with Tamerlen, which 
was readily granted to as many as he ſhould ap 
int. 

= the mean while Q«anton was ſurrender'd in- 
to Axalla's Hands, who cauſed the Garriſon to 
__ and received the Inhabitants in the pro. 
tection of Tamerlan, and all fuch as were wil 
ling to ſtay there without Armour. He march'd 
into the City amidſt the general applauſe of the 
People, who were deſiroys to fee their new 
Prince. They received him very honourably; 
Axalla pat thirty thouſand Men there in Gar. 
riſon, giving them ſome Money to ſupply their 
neceſſities uatil the Army could Multer and re. 
ceive the three Months pay due tothem, which 
amounted to cight hundred thouſand T entins, 
which are worth four hundred and fifty thouſand 
Crowns, or thereabouts. The Inhabitants of 
Quanton readily paid this Money. 

Whilſt theſe things were aCted, the Emperour 
ſent Alhacent to Axalla. He found him treating 
and feaſting his Captains, in expeCtation of hs 
Princes commarfts, which he brought to him; to 
ſtay at Qanrton, and ſend him all the Infantry. 
He took this courſe, to fright and ſtrike a ter- 
rour into his Enemies the ſooner, who might 
perceive after the taking of that City; when 
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Army ſhould beall ina Body, . that Tamerlarn's in- 
tent was to march further intothe Country, and 
conquer more of the Kingdom, He thought this 


to be the beſt to ſucceed in his deſign, to ob- 


lige them the to ſeek an honourable 
Peace, and ſettle his own intereſt in thoſe Parts. 
Alhacem returned back from Quenton to the 
— much ſatisfied to have ſeen that 
iful and great City, ſo well fortified and fo 
populous, ſtanding in a fruitful Soil, abounding 
in all manner nes things. The Army was 
two Months and a half about it, without ſuffering 
any want of Proviſions, and might have continu- 
ed there three or four Weeks with eaſe and plen- 
ty; for there was no lack of any thing in the Ci- 
ty, unleſs it were of Men; for many had been 
kll'd during the Siege. To ſupply this waar, 
the Kings Brother advanc'd with his Army, to 
calt in ſome recruits. Many alſo of the Tarters 
were dead, through the unwholſomneſs of the 
Air, and the violent Heats unto which their Bo- 
dies were not accuſtomed. Therefore they wait- 
ed and watched the Recruits that were coming 
in haſte to the Army, before it could advance 
further into the Kingdom, or aſſault any other 
place. Axalla, who ſaid in the Town, ſpent his 
time in making up the Breaches which the Actille- 
ry had made, and win the affections of the Citi- 
Zens, It was a very ſtrange thing, that not one 
of the Inhabitants went out with the former Go- 
vernour when he left the place ; he led with him

is conſideration oblig'd Arills to doubt of 
the future, and ro contgſs to Abacene, that he 
knew not how ſo great a Mulritnde could be kept 
in order and commanded, im caſe any loſs or miſ- 
fortune ſhould happen to his Party. Hecom- 
manded him theretore to tell the Prince, that he

They appeared to be very joytul for the 
cind expreſſions that the Prince had given them, 
being in their minds molt confident of concluding 
a Peace. 

The Conditions that they ofter'd were, That 
they wonld yield Pekin, with all the Gountry be- 
rween that and the Mountains, with their For. 
trelſes : That they would fatishe all the 
of the War till the Peace was concluded : T 
they would give two Millions of Gold to redeem 
thar King, The Prince anfwered them, That he 
was reſolved tokeep whatever, he had conquer'd, 
which belonged to him by the right of War: That 
he was willing that the River where his Army 
was encamped ſhould be the limits of-both King- 
doms, as far as Perchis and the Sea: That the 
King of China ſhould pay to him and his Succeſiors 
yearly, as a Tribute, two hundred thouſand 
Crowns, which be ſhould ſend ro Pekin, and five. - 
bundred thouſand Crowns ready Money for to 
defray the Expences of the War; and that in 
cogſideration of this ſum, the King ſhould be re- 
leaſed and ſent home 3 that all the other Priſoners 
ſhould pay to ſuch as had taken them, Ranſoms 
according to their ities; only the Kings 
ſhould pay down of them one hundred 
thouſand Crowns for their releaſement : That no 
Chineſe, within his Territories, ſhould hereafter 
be kept Priſoner or (old as a Slave: That there 

bea free Trade between both Ki : 
That the King of Chine ſhould leave as es 
for the performance of — 
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the two Kings that were Priſoners; and beſides 
them, twelve other Lords of Chizs, who ſhould 
be exchang'd every year by a like number that 
ſhould take their rooms, and bring with them the 
Tribute of two hundred thouſand Crowns. 
Theſe conditions, though hard and grievous, 
were accepted, becauſe they were not in a con. 
dition to refuſe them; for their Armies were de- 
ſtroyed, their ſtrength was weakened, the beſt 
Men and the flower of their Army kill'd or 
wounded, and the remainder were affrighted; 
their King taken, two Battels loſt, the two Chief 
Cities of the Kingdom ſnatch'd out of their 
hands, and all their chief Paſſages at their Ene. 
mies command. 1n regard therefore that they 
were threatened with a general deſolation, and 
all the Country was full of fears and apprehenh- 
ons, they reckon'd that favour was ſhewed to 
them, to ſpare that which was left of their King- 
dom, which would infallibly and totally be ruin" 
if the Peace was not concluded, and their King 
ſet at liberty. They were well inform'd, that the 
_—_ Army was to be recryited with other 
Troops, that were in their march rowards 
the Army. All theſe things conſidered, caus'd 
them to reſolve and yield to the conditions re- 
ired, without any further debate, taking a 
reſolution to bear with patience the Yoke 
of their Bondage, until ſuch time as they ſhould 
have a favourable ity to allert again 
their own liberties, aad free themſelves from the 
T artars. 
In the mean while the Prince had diſpatch'd two 
thouſand Horſe, with a Commiſſion to wy 
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with them the King of Chin from Burda, that he 

ight ſwear to the Peace in Freedom. At Quan 
ton he took the Oath : Tamerlan departed imme. 
diarely to Pekin, carrying with him all the Hoſta. 
ges; and the reſt, the Kings eldeſt Son 
and Brother. The King went into his Kingdom, 
ro appoint all things for the performance of the 
Articles agreed upon + He was received by his 
People with ſtrange traoſports of joy, inſomuch 
that they ſeem'd to adore him. Tamerlan's vigi- 
lancy was mindful of every _y might {e- 
cure his conquered Countries : He look'd upon 
Odmar as the fitteſt Perſon to leave behind him, 
and govern in his abſence; he made him there- 
fore his Vice-Roy, giving him an abfolure pow- 
er over all rhe Country, with thi thouland 
Horſe, and fifty thouſand Foot, furniſh'd 
with all needful things : they wereto bediſpers's 
into all the Garriſons -holds. He 
wiſh'd him to make his ordinary at Quan- 
ten, to cauſe good and ſtrong Guards to be kept 
all along the River; and to build a Fort at Der- 
mo, to ſecure that place. He recommended to 
him the Perſon of the Lord of Yaxchefs, who had 
expreſs'd ſo muck zeal and affeftion to him in 
this War, and ſo much experience in Publick 
Afﬀairs : for his Brother be was willing to keep 
him near his own Perion, and give him an Eſtate 
in Sacheray; where he enrich'd and enobled him. 
Heinvited alſo ſeveral of the Inhabitants of Quen- 
ton, and of other places, to ſerve him; with an 
intention to ſettle them in his own Country, and 
ſend thirher Peythian: in their ſtead ; toarm him- 
ſelf by that means againſt their inconſtancy- _n 
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All things having been thus order'd, the Ar. 
my took the way to Camba/s ; but before they be. 
tomarch, the Prince ſent to the Emperour, 
is Uncle, to inform him of his happy ſucceſſes 
and return. In this Court were ſeveral jealous 
Heads, that blam'd Tamerlan for what he had 
done, becauſe he had not ſubdued and deſtroyed 
all Chins. But they underſtood not the difficul- 
ties that wereto be overcome, and that it is not 
always good to purſue things to the uttermolt ; 
that turnings of Fortune are too ordinary : that 
ſuch as would have too much more than they 
ought, loſe often what they might have kept with 
honour and ſafety. In trurh, by keeping what 
be had conquer'd, Tamerlan could juſtly name 
himſelf King of China. He had in his Poſleſſiog 
rwoof the moſt beautiful, and greateſt Cities of 
the Kingdom, with an infinite number of leſler 
Towns, with an hundred Leagues in the Coun- 
try limited with a great River, which could not 
hinder him from going over to the Enemies at 
his pleaſure, and yet ſtop'd them from coming 
into his Dominions without danger and troub'e, 
in regard of the eaſineſs of the guard and defence 
of it. The King of China could not fail to pay 
his yearly Tribute, but he muſt at the ſame time 
draw upon himſelt the inconveniences of his Ar- 
my: So that by this Peace Tamerlan got more 
honour, and: deſerved more praiſes, than if he 
had deſtroyed all Chins with Fire and Sword, 
and ruined a People that had yielded them ſelves 
into his Hands (o freely to pay him Tribute. 
One thing chiefly ſurpriſed the Chineſes, and 
caus'd them to be ſtrangely grieved : It was the 
: Com- 
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Command that the Prince gave Odmaer before 
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his e, to break down all the Idols that 
ſhould be found within his conquer'd Country ; 
for he order'd them all to worſhip but one only 
God, according to the Cuſtom of the Parthians, 
unto whoſe Religion he wiſh'd that they would 
join and accuſtom themſelves. The People ex- 
petted no ſuch proceedings, but they hoped to 
enjoy all their ancient liberty in all reſpetts; bur 
now they ſaw that they muſt of nec ield ro 
this Order, ſeeing that the Prince had left Odmar 
to Command them, one of the wiſeſt and moſt 
experienced Captains of his Empire, who had 
always a care toobſerve and put inexecntion his 
Lords Commands. When Odmar took his fare- 
wel of the Prifice, he humbled himſelf as low as 
his Feet, according to the Cultom of the Conn- 
try; bur the Prince raiſed him up witha ſmiling 
Countenance, I perceive, faith he, that thou art 
become a Chineſe, ſeeing that thou offereſt to wor ſhip 
me as they do their King ;, but the greateſt worſhop 
that I require of thee, 15, that thou ſhouldeſt put my 
Commands in execution. TI intreat thee above all 
gs, to eſtabliſh among ſt my new Subjetts the Honour 
Service of God, and next my Authority ;, and 

remember that all theſe Perſons that I leave at 1 

command have been ſubdued by the Swerd, ard not 
Love or their own Inclinatiort : ſo that they are tobe 
hep? in and nnder by fear, and not to be truſted too 
far. I recommend my affairs to thy care, Farewel. 
The Aſſiſtants rook notice at this ration, 
that the Prince never left any Body with ſo much 
regret ard diſpleaſure, as he did then Odmar: 
Bur it was abſolutcly needful to leaye fuch an one 
as

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as he was in this Country, a Man of that erx- 
traordinary wiſdom, faithfulneſs, and experi. 


ence. 

The Army in their return homewards, carried 
with them all their fick People; and after two 
days March, they met with the new Recruits that 
were coming to afliſt them. - The Prince order'd 
them to proceed on no further, but to return 
home towards Cambalx; whither he intcnded to 
go and meet with the Emperour, who intended 
to ſee him there, and give hima triumpbing Re- 
ception, with all che Pomp and Magnificence 
imaginable. 


It is remarkable, that after Odnar was abſent, 
the Prince loved Axall« above all other Perſons; 
he truſted him more than any other with the go. 
verning of his Army. His reputation and cre. 
dit was always very great, but it was mightily 
increas'd by the taking of Zxanton, which was 
his doing alone; for Tamerlan had Icft to bim 
the management and carrying on of this Siege; 
every once remember'd how well he had behaved 
himſelf, when with the Prince of Tana he en- 
ter'd into China. The Correſpondency that he 
had to advance his Prince's Intereſt, and all his 
other noble and diſcreet Attions flew abroad, 
and were knownall over the Empire. 

Calibes led the Van; Aral, unto whom the 
Prince had given two hundred thouſand Crowns 
per annam, Commanded the main Body. This 
Axalla, whoſe mind was meditating upon great 
deſigns, conld not ſee his Lord idle. Heaccom- 
panied him into his own Country, but it was to

He made that ſpeed, that ina few 
days he arrived within four of Combals ;

perour's Court, with ſome of the chief Inhabi- 
tants, met him, to congratulate his ſafe arrival 
and return from ſuch a glorious Conqueſt. The 
Prince embrac*d every one according to his De- 
gree and Quality, with a Countenance full of 
Dodach and ay - —_——_— his Wife, 
was then with him, ſhe always accompanicd 
him, and was likewiſe —_ d by all the Peo- 
ple with extraordinary rejoycings. The next 
day the Emperour himſelt went, out of the Ci- 
ty to mece bh, with a glorious and magnifi. 
cent Train. The Prince paid him all the re- 
fa, at the firſt interview that could be expe- 
him with the richeſt Chari- 
e moſt beautiful Horſes of China. It 
we Obſery'd, that whea the Prince li from 
his Horſe to pay his reſpects to the 
his Uncle, the old Man wept for joy. 
to go down from his Chariot, 
treated him not ro do himthat wr 
all the fubmiſſions and reſpects that 
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= to his Lord and Prince, he hindered hin 
| his purpoſe. This old and grave Empe. 
Tour, being very deſirous to ſee his Daughter 
that had bzen abſent from him ſo long, cauſed 
her Chariot to be uncovered, and deſired her to 
come up into his Chariot, that he might diſcourſe 
with her at his pleaſure. In the mean while the 
Prince was on Hotſeback, drawing upon himſelf 
the Eyes of all the World, that could nor fuffici- 
ently admire him. He preſented afterwards Cz. 
libes to the Emperour, praiſing him for his good 
ſervices and faithfulneſs - Which cauſed him to 
increaſe his Penſion, and give him one hundred 
thouſand Crowns. Axalla came next to him, 
and in few words he was told of his Valour and 
noble Deeds; to him he appointed one hundred 
thouſand Tarrarins of Gold, to be paid him out 
of his Exchequer, after a kind reception; and 
gave him a Principality, to reward his Virtues,

This news, together with 
the carneſt intreaties of the Emballadours ſent to 
him from the Emperour Paleologue, made him re- 
ſolve to ſend fone of his Conreto Bajazet, to in- 
form him that the Prince whom he allaulted was 
his Confederate, and therefore he was obliged 
by that Alliance to intreat him not to attempt a- 
ny thing to his prejudice, but to ſuffer him to live 
in peace in his Dominions. All this proceeded 
from the ſollicitation of Axalla, who was related 
to the Family of the Paleolognes, and had found 
a means to oblige his Lord to defend and protect 
him and the Empire of Greece, in the Profeſſion 
of the Chriſtian Faith, from the Invaſion of Ma. 
bometaniſm;, for he had been born there of Genoe

This Army madethe more haſte, becauſe news 
was brought by an expreſs Meſlenger, thac there 
had been a Battel fought between Bajazer and * 
the Greeks, who were overthrown in ſuch a man- 
ner that their Aﬀairs were uttecly loſt without a 
ſpeedy aſliſtance z and that they would be forced 
to yield to th: mercy of the Orroman Family. Ta- 
merlan had procur'd from theEmperour,hisUncle, 
one hundred thouſand Foot, and fourſcore thou- 
ſand Horſe,for this glorious expedition. He ex- 
peCted the fame number from Sacheray, and ima- 
gin'd that the Princes and greatLords,that would 
accompany him in this War, would be able to 
make up fifty thouſand Men more. With theſe 
Forces he imagin'd that there was ſome likely- 
hood of obliging the Orroman Family to hearken 
to reaſon, and free the Grecians from their a 
rent _ and oppreſſions. Axalla ſoon ſent 
him word that all things were ready, and his 
Souldiers prepared for a in Sachetay. The 
Prince at this news took his leave of the Em 
rour, his Uncle, leaving behind: the Princeſs his 
Spoule, 
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Spouſe ro comfort his Father in his decrepit old 
Age. Theſe adiewx of the Uncle and the Ne- 
phew, and of the Prince and his Spouſe, were 
grievous and troubleſome; and rhe rather be. 
cauſe ſhe had never forſaken him in all his Tra- 
vels and Expeditions. Burt when the glory of his 
Empire, the eaſe of his people, and the delive- 
rance of his Friends were concerned, nothi 
was able to keep him. - He often declar'd, Thar 
he had been born for War, and that he ought 
to take there his delights and pleaſure, and that 
all other things that he aCtcd out of this Sphere he 
performed not with any affection. he de- 
cared, That he was appointed by God to bring 
down the pride of imperious Tyrants. 

The Night immediately before his departure 
from Cambals, he had a Dream which we may 
not paſs over in filence. He thought he had ſeen 
a great Company of grave and old Men ſtretch- 
ing out their Hands to him, intreating him to 
lead his aſſiſtance to free them from certain 
proudTyrants that aflited them with diversTor- 
ments. He often ſaid, That ro his imagination 
he never beheld a more venerable —_— that 
deſerved a greater reſpe& and conſideration 3 
ſome of them ſcem'd to him in his Sleep to be 
cloathed in white, beautiful Garments; others 
were attired in Cloth of Gold ; ſome of them, as he 
thought, had Crowns on their Heads. The re- 
ſpe and compaſſion he had for them, obliged 
him in his Sleep to reach our his hand tothem, 
and draw them all out of a very low place where 
they were ſhut up. The Prince diſcover'd this 


Dream the next day after his departure to m_ 
I 2 (9) 
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of his Attendants ; but as noperſon then could 
preſume to tell him the meaning, he never men- 
tioned it afterwards. 

He went from Cambals, condutted through 
the Town, followed with the Prayers and Wiſhes 
of all the People, and receiving all the eſli- 
os they could give him of their Love and Loy- 
alty. Several perſons of quality offered him ma- 
ny Gifts, in return of his kindneſles that the City 
had received from him during his abode there. 
Calibes, and the Prince of Tanais, attended = 
him. The Prince was made chict Colonel of all 
the Infantry inſtead of Axalls, who had been be- 
fore appointed to be Lieutenant-General of the 
whole Army, and Chief Commander of the 
Van. Calibes was to bring up the Reer. T4 
merlan never had more hopeful Troops, nor 4 
more numerous Army. Every day freſh Com- 
panies were coming in from all Parts to join 
the Army. The Lord of YVawchefs, of "China, 
earneſtly deſiring to expreſs his thankfulneſs to 
his BenefaCtor by ſome noted Attion, had leave 
=_ to him by Odmar to accompany him in 

is glorious —_— He brought with him 
twenty thouſand of the Chineſes, "os were glad 
to ſervetheir new Lord, and underſtand the Tar- 
rtarian Cuſtoms and Manners in War. Odne 
was afraid of ſome miſhapduring the Prince'sab- 
ſence, not ſo much from the unconſtancy of the 
Chineſes, as from the unconſtancy of Fortune. 
T amerlan had ſent him word of his deſigns and 
expedition, unto which Odmar advis'd and en- 
courag'd him, telling him alſo, That he was 
come on purpoſe to bring down the ——" 
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raiſe up the Humble. Therefore there was no- 
ing could more diſpleaſe and anger him than 
the ſight of a proud and haughty mind. He made 
this inclination of his ſufficiently appear when 
he was in Chin, for caſting his Eyes, and con- 
ſidering that lofty Nation, he ſaw nothing but an 
vanity inall theirproceedings.

After a few days March Tamerlan's Army got 
as far as Ozara, the General Rendezvous of all 
his Troops: And, becauſe they were not all ar- 
rived, he went with his Guards tg Samarcande, 
the place of his Nativity, from whence he*had 
been abſent about three years. Zamay came out 
to meet him with an infinite Multitude of people, 
who filled the Air with Acclamations, Applauſes, 
and Prayers, for his proſperity. All Prin- 
ces and Lords of the Country met him alſo to 
pay him their reſpects; and the whole City did 
ring with joy for the happy return of their noble 
Prince whom the people loved intirely. He 
ſtaid there about a Month; in the mean while 
Axalla came with his Tr to the rendezvous 
at Ozara, where he made all things ready for a

=; ot This Prince had heard of the 
great preparations for War that the Tartars 
I 3 made z 
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made; he was jealous that they were intended 
againſt himſelf, but he was cas'd , of his fears, 
and rejoyced to hear that T amerlan was marching 
with his numerous Army againſt the Orroman Fa- 
mily, whoſe prodigious growth had given him 
cauſe to be afraid. He tent therefore his Em- 
baſſadours to Taverlan, to ofter him in his expedi. 
tion all the aſſiſtance that he deſired. The Prince 
intreated him toſend him fiftgen thooſand Horſe 
with ſome Monies due to him, and a free paſſage 
over his Country. All this was readily granted by 
the Czar, who continued faithful in his Allyance 
and League with Tamerlan. 

This dreadful Army of the Tarterians caus'd 
all Men to expect the abaſement of the Orroman 
power, which ina few years was growndreadful 
ro all the World, and inſupportable to all their 
Neighbours : for this cauſe, as well. as for the 
Contederacy contracted with the Paleolognes, Ta 
merlan was reſolved to withſtand Bajazer with 
all his might. He choſe rather to aſlault him in 
his new Conqueſts, than to ſtay to be aſlaulted 
by him in his own Country amongſt his 
to their unſpeakable damage and loſs.” This 
wiſe reſolution of Tamerlan was intended for 
theſe two purpoſes; firſt, his Army would live 
= the Enemies Country, and ſpend of his Sub- 

ance ſecurely ; if Fortune ſhould frown upon 
him there, his own Territories would be never the 
worſe, and he ſhould loſe none of them thereby, 
ſo that all the advantage would prove to be oo 
his ſide, Prince Axals was the chief Agent of

thority, being a Chriſtian, gave a jealouſie and 
diſpleaſure to ſeveral Grandees of the Court; 
but his diſcreet Behaviour and obliging Diſpoſiti- 
on, together with his rare Vertues that appear'd 
in all the courſe of his life, and the notable Ser- 
vices that he had perform'd, ſtopt the mouths of 
all envious perſons, and kept him up in his emi. 
nent Station. He was as welcome to the old 
Emperour as tO Tamerlan himſelf, unto whom he 


ingly gave the honour of all ſucceſſes, though 
ex did yr} cnn Conduct had the greateſt 
ſhare and hand in bringing them to paſs ; ſothat 
if his Power was great, his Worth and Vertues 
were anſwerable. There was never any perſon 
more courteous, more affable , more merciful 
and kind. He incited Tamerlan to nothing but to 
Glorious Actions, to Noble Deſigns fnll of Ho. 
nour ; and when they were to be executed,he was 
always the firſt man that would adventure his 
Life and Perſon, without ſparing himſelf. And 
Tamerlan had always next to his Perſon 

many illuſtrious Princes and noble Lords, their 
Glory was darkened by the Splendour and Mag. 
nificence of Axalls, who exceeded them all in 
number of Servants, in beautiful Horſes, and 
ma ſtately and glorious Train, He had a grear 
Soul, adorned with —_—— and a Dil- 
cretion able to maintain his own intereſt. He 
never any Counſel but he offered himſelf to 
it in execution; in which he always was ſo 
Fappy thatall ings ſucceeded to him that he un- 
dertook. His appeared chiefly in liſtening 
fons that had any Errand to him. He 
lend an Ear to the TY with that de 
4 
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and Humanity, that never any Perſon went 
him diſſatished ;, but he had the art to cap- 
ti their affetions, and win the hearts of all 
Men that knew him. One day the Prince check'd 
him becauſe he was ſo courteous and kind, and 
ſo eaſily to be ſpoken with ; for which he blamed 
him before Albacent : But Axalla reply'd, ag 
become you, my Emperour, to be ſtately, ye 
to be humble, as your Slave and Servant : Gy 
agrees with your Place, but Humility 5 my great 
Ornament. I am near your Perſon, my Lord, 
for no other purpoſe, but to cauſe you to be honoured, 
if therefore you be” reſpefied, it 12 ſufficient. It mat 
ters not how I beh ave my ſelf, ſo I perform my Duty. 
If 1 were ſtately and proud, I ſhould become odiou! 
to all the Lords of your Court, and ge them ſe 
4s to think, ill of your choice of my Perſon. I ſhall & 
fire that they may honour me, not for my ſake, but fo 
1, that your ſervice may be better advanc d. 
his Anſwer gave a great ſatisfattion to the Em- 
_ for he had a particular art to gain the 

e of every one, and he was reſpetted alſo 
more than he deſired. 

I heve, faith Alhacent, made this little Digreſ-

paſs of Ground limited by _ China, 
and all the Countries conquer by his Maſter, 
though he were well-beloved by the Souldiers, 
and highly reſpeCted by all other Perſons. 

The Army continued ſometimes about Mecher, 
to refreſh themſelves : The Prince till that time 
had employed himſelf in Hunting, having left the 
whole Command of the Army to Axalls;, but 
now he took charge of it bimſelf, and cauſed itto 
march forward towards the holy Mountains; 
where the Cireaſſians and Georgians ſent Ambaſla. 
dours to him, ta offer him their aſſiſtance. Theſe 
People arc numerous, all profeſſing the Chriſti. 
an Faith. They have been always Tributaries to 
the Roman Emperour, ſince the time "that they 
were conquer'd by Pompey; before that, they 
were under the Juriſdiction of Afrthridates, whom 
this Koman General overcame. They were joy- 
ful to receive Tamerlan's Army, becauſe his de- 
ſign was to free the Grecian Empire from the Ty- 
ranny of the Ottoman Family. Aralla perſwna- 
ded a great many of that Country to joyn them- 
ſelves with the” Army, for they are noted for 
their courage and ſtrength. They are a ſort of 
People, tall, well-fet Bodies, and very War- 
like; they have often reſiſted the Power of the 
Turks, partly by their ſtoutneſs, and partly by

Wt Therefore he gave an Command, That his 
+ 8 Army ſhould not do any injury to that , 
They were at that time part of the Empire of 
Trapezantiam,, which belonged to Greece. The 
Prince was received every-where with Honour, 
and his Army ſupplyed with Proviſions, as much 
as —— here. It was == pom for 
certain, Conſtantinople was belieged by Ba- 
jazer, who, with a very powerful Army, was ſet 
down before it, and kept in the Emperour Paleo- 
: andthatall his Dominions were in a great 
er to be loſt. The Tarkib Prince could not 
believe that Tamerlan dared oppole his Deſigns. 
Therefore when the fame of theT artarian Armies 
coming ſpread about amongſt his Souldiers, he 
forbid by his Proclamation, any perſon ſo much as 
tomention theTartarien Army , ſo highly did his 
nn contemn it. All the ln- 
of the Country, where this Army 
paſy'd, prais'd the Souldiery, and wiſh'd them 
all happineſs, becauſe they were orderly, quiet, 
=_ le, and juſt in their dealings: It a Soul- 
had ſtole but an Apple, he was ſure co dye 
for it without Mcrcy. 
This ſeverity was obſerved in all the March, 
decauſe this expedition was undertaken for no 0- 
ther purpoſe but to deliver theſe people from the 


fears 
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fears and ſlavery of the Trks, and force prod 
Bajazzt to liſten to ſome reaſon. In this order 
the Army came to Bachichich, where it ſtopt to 
take ſome refreſhment eight days: There the 
Embaſſadors of Gaines, a Mat highly eſteem'd 
for his Holineſs, met the Prince. They offered 
him, in their Maſters name, all the help and af. 
fiſtance that he could defire or want in this expe 
dition ; they brought him ſome beautiful Horles, 
and aſlur'd him, in their Maſter's name, that he 
ſhould ſucceed in his deſigns, for Gaines was 2 
learned Aſtrologer and a Prophet in thoſe Parts. 
The Emperour declar'd to them, That he thought 
himſelf honoured by their coming in Embally 
from ſuch a Prince, therefore he ſear a rich Pre. 
ſent of rare Furs, and ſome Golden Plate, 

Here at Bachichich he muſtered and viewed his 
Army, and gave them all their Pay, both Horſe 
and Foot, exhorting them ta behave themſelves 
valiantly. It was his conſtant practice to do {6 
at ſuch times. He caus'd them alſo to exerciſe 
themſelves with feigned Fights, that they might 
be more expert and keep their order; he was very 
careful of this, which he recommended always to 
his Captains. Inthoſe days every private ſoul. 
dier had the liberty to behold their Emperour 
with more conhdence than at other times z for the 
Prince gave them acceſs, and ſeem'd to caſt of 
the Majeſty and State which at other times hin- 
der'd their approach, that he might converſe 
the more familiarly with them, and encourage 
them = be brave and my =» 

At the departure of the Army Bachichich, 
it conſiſted of three hundred thouſand _ 
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he would out of Aſie into 
his ſecurity, as Wiſdom and Reaſon 
him, had he been well-adviſed : but his 


diers that he could poſlibly get from all Parts. 
Hedid not truſt ſo much to their Numbers, as to 
the Courages, Boldnefs, Skill and Experience of 
his Janiſaries, who had been train'd up in War, 
and knew not what it is to flye away.

the Emperor, his Uncle, to inform him of the 
raiſing of the ſiege of Conftanineple, and of the 
reſolution of the Twks, to fight him in a pitch'd 
Battle. He intreated him, not knowing certain. 
ly the hazard of War, to prevent the worſt, 
and give*order that the ers of the Empire 
might be well-guarded and ſecured with Soul. 
diers : That the Cavalry might be always ready 
with their Horſes, the Neighbourmg peo- 
ple, who are wont to fawn upon the Conque. 
rour in his proſperity, change their minds, in 
ſult,and labour to ſpoil them when Fortune begi 
to frown. Therefore wiſe Princes, == 
are ready to adventure their Army ina conſide 
rable Battle, always lahour to ſecure the entry 
of their Dominions, for fear that victorious 
Enemy, in purſuance of his advantage , ſhould 
deprive him of the power of recovering his 
lo by winning from him his Country. This 
was T amerlan's conſtant practice in ſuch occaf- 
ons: He was more careful to call upon his peo- 
ple, and adviſe them to provide for their defence, 
than to ſend them notice of his Victory. 

The Army left Baiſabuich, after that a Coun- 
cilof War had been held of the chief Officers 
and nobleſt Perſons, whom the Prince was wont 
to call together to propoſe his deſigns, and de- 
fire their advice. By this means he won their 
Aﬀettions , which he knew how to reward: 
ſuch perſons as were the fartheſt from him did 
ſometimes receive Teſtimonies and Marks of his 
goodneſs and of his eſteem, with which he ho- 
noured them,in the places where the Army cont: 
nued a while, when it was at a ſtaad bers 
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chiefly the Officers of Forraign Nations and of 
his Allies did often receive expreſſions of his 
bounty. He did frequently invite them to eat 
at higTable, where he did converſe with them 
in a very obliging manner, ſetting aſide for a , 
while all gravity and incommodious reſervedneſs. 

theſe ſtrangers the Lord of / is, 2 
Chineſe was one of the moſt eſteemed and hos 
noured by him : He often ſaid, That the Vertue 
and Courage of Aralls, together with the Af. 
feftion of this Lord, had made him Maſter of one 
of the nobleſt Kingdoms of Aſia. Therefore 
to ſhew how thankful he was, the Prince 
had him often near his perſon, and diſcours'd 
with him concerning the Cuſtomes and Man- 
ners of the People , through whoſe 
they march'd. his Lord _ with him 
ſome Troops out of Chins, which ep GP 
with the reſt of the Army, and obſ the 
ame Order and Dilcipline. 

Thus the Army arrived at Gargs, where it 
pas'd over the oper meg the Van havi 
gone over before at Chinſerig. The Rendezvous © 
the whole Army was appointed at Granich, 
which was ſurrendred at the firſt ſummons. There 
Tamerlan underſtood, That Bajazzr was within 
thirty Leagues of that place, which caus'd the 
Tartars to march more warily and more compact 
together. The greateſt parr of the Cities and 
Towns in the way were yielded up into the 
Prince's Hands, who treated them very kindly x 
but thoſe that offered to reſiſt were ſeverely pu- 
viſh'd, if the lnbabirancy = _ + 7 
Chriſtians were commonly (5) at 
liberty, for the ſake of —_  —— wy 
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Palcologue, whom the Prince was refolved to gra- 
tifie in all things. Axalla, according to his or- 
ders, cauſed them to rake an Oath of Allegiance 
to this Prince, whom he intended to re-elthjþli 
in poſſeſſion of his whole Empire, and 

his dreadful Enemy, whoſe ambition carried him 
to attempt the ruine and deſtruftion of the once 
flouriſhing Empire of Greece, without minding 
how much the Tartars were obliged to defend it. 

This War undertaken by T amerlan, againſt 
him who was commonly called the Thander-bolt 
of Heaven, could not have a more juſt and rea- 

nable_ ground ; for belides the horrid Cruel- 
ties that he committed upon both Sexes, he en- 
deavoured to take away the Empire from a Con. 
federate Prince, under a pretence of parein 
the troubles, and rob one who had never © we, 
ed him. He often flattered him with fair pro. 
miſes which he never fulfll'd, ſo that he hadre- 
duc'd him to that extremity, thatof a large Em- 
pire, he had only a few ſmall Towns remaining 
to- him about Conſtantinople, unto which he had 
laid Siege. This undertaking therefore of Ta 
weriay was very honourable, to free this Empe- 
rour from an apparent Tyranny and Oppreſlion; 
and to pluck out of the unmerciful Hands of fo 
barbarous an Enemy, a flouriſhing Empire, and 
the moſt Magnificent City of the World. In the 
proſecution of ſo honourable a deſign, he 
ed with good reaſon, the bleſſing and 
of the great God of Hoſts. 

In this little digreſſion, I haye thought fie to 
ſhew the greatneſs of his courage that and 
inclined him naturally to help the feeble, opprel-

The Army left Grenich with joy, and aſſurance 
of fuccels. Axalls, who Commanded the Van, 
ſent before Chianſon, Prince of Gerrar, with four 
thouſand Parthian Horſe, to learn ſome certain 
news of the Enemy. He commanded to deſtro 
all places thereabouts with Fire and Sword, a 
to bring him word where Bajazet was, and what 
manner of Country was beyond Same. This 
Captain, who was highly eſteem'd in the Army, 

Commanded in Axalla's abſence the Van- 
Guard, ſent before his Party five hundred Horſe, 
Commanded by a Parthian Captain, who had not 
gone above ten Leagues but he had news of the 
Enemy z for as ſoon as he had ſurpris'd Samar, 
he was told that the Tarksh Army was at Tarayay 
in their march ro meet Tamerlan. Axalls lent 
notice of this to the Prince, who commanded 
him to keep the place till the Tarks were come 
up, and to let him underſtand every hour all the 
news that he could learn. Tamerlan had no de- 
fire to march any further, becauſe he was already 
ina largeand ſpacious Field, fit for a Battel, He 
was forc'd to precaution himſelf, and take care 
of his great buſineſs; becauſe he had to do with 
a War-like People ns'd to fight againſt Chriſti» 
ans, a cunning People that want noting 5 

e the buſineſs of War. He confider'd 
therefore, that though his Army was more nume- 
rous than his Enemies, it was compos'd of n 
Nations, who were to be govern'd with diſcretr 
onz for they were then to fight, not with the Cl 
neſe, — People z but o_ 
2 
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true Souldiers, who had no other hopes but in 
Victory. Therefore the Prince forgot nothing 
that might be uſeful to him, and help him in his 
buſinefs; for that purpoſe he ſeat Axalla to take 
a view of the Ground unto which he intended to 
draw Bajazzt, to have his advice whether it were 
fit for a Battel. Ir is ſcituated between the Sea, 
or the Pontus Enxinus and Gianich, near Sannas : 
en the one hand jt is bounded by a little River 
that runs into Euphrates. He ſent him word - 
gain, to have acare to keep Samas as long as he 
could; and that in caſe they could not keep it, 
they ſhould ſet Fire tothe Houſes and burn it, that 
the Enemy might not ſtop there, but advance to- 
wards the Plain where he was reſolved to expect 
him, becauſe he was ſtronger thanBajazet inHorſe. 

At laſt Bajazer's great Army, incourag'd with 
the hopes of victory and a delire to engage, be- 
gan toallault the Tartays in Sannes, but the great- 
elt 2 of them were gone, only ſome hun- 
dreds of Horſe having kindled the Fire, at the 
—_— approach fled with all ſpeed in ſome dil- 
order. 

The Prince of Ciarcas having divided his Par- 
ty into two Bodies, and given ſpecial order to 
the firſt, that as ſoon as they ſhould ſee the hun- 
dred Horſe iſſue out of Sama: and fly away, that 
they ſhould receive them and retreat behind 
him; for he had Poſted himſelf in a Valley with 
the other Body of Horſe, near a Wood, from 
whence he ſaw two thouſand T; x«rkiſh Horſe, the 
Scouts of their Army, paſs by him. ' He charg'd 
them in the Rear, ſo ſpeedily, and with that cou- 
Fe; that when they ſaw themſelves fo briskly 
alaulted and had not the time to wr 
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they yielded and fought bur faintly; retreating, 
many of them were killed, and taken Priſonets. 
This was the firſt Encounter between the Twks 
and Tartars, wherein the Vidtory fell to the lat- 
ter. . All the Priſoners were feat to T; amerlan, 
and amongſt them the Baſla of Narolia, their Com- 
mander. - The Prince ſpoke to him, and ask'd 
him what had cauſed Bajazer-to forget himſelf 
y ſtrangely, as not to regard him, and to de- 
ſpiſe his Rwy 3 that he hoped that in a few days 
he ſhould find one that wonld bring down his 
pride, and make him more tractable. The Baſſ# 
anſwer*d, thar his Lord was the Son of theWorld, 
that he could not endure a Partner; and that for 
his part, he had good cauſe to wonder at T.amer- 
lan for undertaking ſo long and dangerous an' 
Expedition, to ſtop the Progreſs of his Prince's 
good ſucceſſes, whom Heaven favour'd, and to 
whom all the World yielded obedience; and that 
there was ho diſcretion in him to withſtand him. 
Nay, ſaid Tamerlan, 1 am ſenr and appointed by 
God, to chaſtiſe this proud May, and to teach him

At his return to the Twrksb Army, he told Ba- 
gaze all the diſcourle that he had with Tamerlan, 
and chiefly he told what he had wiſh'd him to ſay 
to him. We widerſiand all theſe things very 
ſhortly, reply'd Bajazet, and before I have done, [ 
will make him repent of his folly, The Baſla ac- 
knowiedg'd the favour that he had received from 
Tamerlan, and publiſh'd every-where his Gran- 
deur and Goodneſs; extolling highly his Gene- 
rolity in giving hima very beautiful Horſe, though 
he knew that he would uſe him in fighting againſt 
him.

Axalla followed him with fifty thouſand Horſe.

The Prince beheld this 
fight patiently, Tooking for the end ; but when 
he perceived that his decreas'd, and ſeem'd 
to be too weak, he ſent ten thouſand Horſe to 
ſecond the ten thouſand appointed for the Re. 
ſerve, and commanded them to fall on as ſoon 
as they ſhould ſee that need requir'd. Inthe mean 
while the Emperour enter'd intothe Battel with 
his Party, and broke through all that ſtood in 
his way ; and the Infantry, Commanded by the 
Prince of Tanais, advanc'd and the 
Taniſarie: where Bajazct was yet in Perſon. They 
found no calie work to overthrow them ;, bur 
when the Emperour had again charged them the 
ſecond time, and followed by hisReer, be over- 
came them. rather by his number than by valour 
or courage; for they performed all that could 
he expected from brave Men: but ſo many On- 
{ts one upon the Neck of another, by freſh Soul- 
dicrs, oppreſs'd them. 

Rajaicr forſook this Body of Faniſaries, and 
took Horſe, wounded, but he fell into the Hands 
of Axalla;, unto whom he yielded himfſelt Pri- 
ſoner, thinking he had been Tamerlan. He was 
at firſt taken for —— Lord of the Tarkib 
Army.

to meet with ſuch ſmall reſiſtance, and to have had 
Þ little hand in the Aftion. The Deſpor of Ser- 
vis, a Chriſtian, who fought for Bajezer, was 
taken Priſoner ; one prais'd him for ha. 
ring well behaved hi that day- The prince 
received him yery kindly, after that he had bla- 
med him for ſerving Bajazer, againſt him that in- 
tended nothing bur to aſſiſt and ſet at liberty his 

rour. Deſper anſwered, That whar 
be had done was not out of Duty, or Inclination 
for the good of Bujazer;, but only for fear of 
loling his Dominions, which he ſaw were expoſed 
tothe ambition,and at the mercy of him, to whom 
all the World before ſeem'sd to yield obedience. 
Tamerlan, pretty well ſatisfied with this excuſe, 
rave him his freedom to depart when be thought 
convenient. The Emperour had a great care to 
ſecure Bajazer's Children, and to cauſe their Fa- 
ther to be cured of his Wounds ; afterwards he 
commanded him to be brought before him : Bu 
jaer ſhewed no ſign of humility.

Axalls was grieved for the death 
of his Kinſman, a brave bold and c | 
young Man, well beloved of the Prince: His 
Command was given to his Brother, who ſhew. 
ed then great ſigns of a noble courage. 
Albasent' faith, That he could not but make 
that day a Reflexion upon the unconſtancy and 
vanity of worldly things, ſufficiently repreſent- 
ed in this Battel. At the beginning Bajazzr, the 
dreadful Emperour of the Tarks, thought him- 
ſelf above all changes of Fortune, having met 
with nothing an Earth able to withſtand his Pow- 
er; but a few hours after he is calt down, and 
with a blow his flouriſhing Eſtate overthrown 
when he leaſt expected it. This cauſed him to 
confeſs ſince, that he had been deſervedly puniſh- 
ed for having deſpiſed great Armies, and placed 
all his confidence in the valour of his Horſemen, 
and of his Zewſarics Hg was three days asit 
were in a deſpairing condition, fretting and tor- 
mentin himfelf; he ſought to kill bimſelt, and 
called for Death to deliver him out of his Cap- 
tivity. Tamerlan, who was the mildeſt, the molt 
courteous and compallionate Prince, yet could 
he not be perſwadecd to pity him z for he deal 
with him as with a furious Beaſt, ſo that when he

He commanded all 
the Fortreſles to be demoliſh'd, and punilh'd fe. 
verely thoſe that offered to withitand him and 
endure a Si-ge. 

Tamerlan had caus'd ſeveral Priſoners to be led 
in Chains aftcr the Body of the Prince of Cir 
can to Samarcande: He intended to enlarge that 
City, and increaſe the Inhabicants z that it might 
be a Teſtimony of his Glory, and a Monument of 
his Grandeur to future Ages. For that purpoſe 
he had caus'd many Chineſes, taken in the former 
Batrels, ro be carried thither, and ſome he had 
invited out of Pekin and QZuanton. This famous 
Battel that overthrew Bajazer filled all his Sub- 
jets with fears, and obliged them to ſubmit to 
the uerour. Nothing was able to reſiſt T4 
merlan, till he arrived with his Army before Bur- 
ſa, whither his defeated Troops were fled and 
ſhut up,with two of his MaleChildren, very ;

with them he hinder'd the Enemy from rallying, 
and made a terrible deſtraftion of the Tark;

Hands. Thar he d himſelf, and promis'd 
| to ſerve him and him faithtully. That fo 
many rare Vertues and excellent Qualities, which 
kad render'd his Name famous to all the World, 
had won his heart and affeftions. That he de- 
fired earneſtly to ſee him in his chief City, to put 
it into his power, and yield him up the Empire of 
Greece; where he intreated him that he might 
continue, only that he might oblige his People to 

be more obedient to his Orders. 
After this Audience, the Embaſſadours expect- 
ed nothing leſs, but that they ſhould fall under a 
new Maſter. What they had offer'd, ſo great and 


ſo delicate a thing, ar » gt 
merlan, that it was not to be refi All that 
they deſired was, that their offers might be ac- 
cepted kindly and civilly.

that he knew very well, that by the help and aſli. 
ſtance of the Almighty, rather than by the Mul. 
titude of his Souldlers, he had overthrown the 
Power of the cruelleſt Enemy of Mankind: That 
it was his deſire to re-eſtabliſh the ancient Family 
of the Paleologues in the fulland free poſleſſion 
of the Greekiſh Empire,of all their Rights and Pri- 
viledges, and in a peaceable enjoyment of the 
City of Conſtantinople ; that he might render 
thereby his Name the more famous: That he 
Tcorh'd that any Perſon ſhould ſay of him here- 
after, that he had falſified his Faith, prejudic'd 
his Honour ; and that under Colour of helping 
his Friend and Ally, he had taken from him his 
Empire and Eſtate : That he deſired the Services 
that he had mnder'd to the Emperour Emanuel, 
might never be forgotten by his Poſterity, and 
that they might acknowledge them with 
And that for his part, he was fully ſatisfied with 
Fic honour and glory of the ſucceſs alone, with- 
: our 
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danger as before. That he would commit the two 
Sons of Bajazzt into his Hands, to treat them ac- 
cording as he ſhould judge molt convenient; and 
that he advis'd him to be more circumſpect and 
careful in the choice of his Miniſters, that be 
might not be miſ-led; and that he intreated him 
to value and eſteem his friendſhip, which ſhould 
never fail him in time of need. 

It is not to be imagin'd how joyful theEmbaſſa- 
dours were, to hear this courteous and generous 
Speech from the Prince's Mouth; to refuſe a 
large and rich Empire, and the moſt ſtately and 
magnificent City of the World ; few Princes 
would have that extraordinary moderation. 
But it is not to be expected that many Tamerlans 
ſhould live in theſe corrupt Ages. 

Axalla had Orders to treat and feaſt the Em- 
baſſadours, and to ſhew them all the honour and 
courteſie poſſible. One of them was ſent with 
all tocarry news to his Maſter of their ſuc- 
ceſsful Embaſſie, which had proved more pro. 
| yg have been —_— When 

refore the Greek Emperour underſtood 
fully the the truth, the whole City was tranſport- 
ed with joy, the Churches were throng'd with 
Votaries; and there was nothing to be ſeen 
where, but Bone-Fires, feaſtings, and a publi 
rejoycing of all the People, that extoll'd ay 
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lens Name, and prais'd him for his wonderful 
moderation. The Greek. Emperour called his 
Council, toconſule whether it were not conveni. 
ent for him to go and meet Tamerlan, and ex- 
preſsto him his thanks Perſonally, for all his fa- 
voursand labours. It was reſolved that he ſhould, 
without delay, goin Perſon. Tamerlan under. 
ſtanding of this intent, ſeem'd to be very joyful, 
He commanded Axalla to meet the Emperour, the 
firſt day of his departure, to aſſure him that Te 
werlan would look upon it as a very great honour, 
and would be mighty glad to ſee him in the City 
of Burſa. When the Greeksſh Emperour was near 
the Gates, the Prince weat to meet him, and re- 
ceived him in great State and Pomp. They were 
together one whole day, which was ſpent in ex- 
preſſions of kindneſs, affeftion, and acknow. 
ledgment, which they exchang'd one. with the 0- 
ther. The next day the Greeksſh Emperour de. 
parted out of the City, and the Prince accom- 
panied him with the ſame obliging and noble 
manner as he had received him. After his depar- 
ture Tamerlan diſcover'd an inclination to ſee the 
famous City of Conſtantinople, which was then 
look'd upon as the Wonder of the World ; but 
he deſired to go wcogmite, that he might afoid all 
jealoulies and fears. Axalle mannag'd this buli- 
neſs ſo ſecretly, that the Prince's departure was 
not known. He was there received by the Em- 
perour Emanuel, without Ceremony, as a private 
Perſon: But he endeavoured by all poſſible means, 
to ſatisfie T amerlan's curioſity, and to ſhew him 
all the Rarities of theCity: every day he enter- 
rain'd him with new delights md — * 
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He was the more pleas'd, becauſe he was known 
to none but tothole unto whom he deſired to dif. 
cover himſelf; for he and all his Train were 
dothed in Greek;ſþ Habits. Therefore, when he 
was gone, the Citizens were ſurpris'd to hear 
that Tamerlan had been to ſee their City. The 
Greek, Emperour had ſhewn him all the pleaſant 
Gardens, and beautiful Palaces that ſtand near 
the Sea, about a league or two round the City. 
They walk'd together as two private Perſons : 
Thus they ſpent five or ſix days, with much fati(- 
fattion on both ſides. Tamerlan did often confeſs 
ſince, 'that he had never ſcen a more | on 
ty: that it was worthy, in regard of its advan- 
tageous ſcituation, to command the wholeWorld. 
He look'd with admiration, upon the rich and 
ſtately Buildings; the rare Pillars, with all their 
Ornaments; the wonderful Pyramides of ſuch a 
[RI height, which Conſtantine the Great 
erected, in imitation of thoſe of Egype. He 
admired all the beautiful Gardens, ſo neat and 
curious ; and declaced that he was never ſorry for 
his Expedition, becauſe» he had thereby ſaved 
from burning and plunder, the nobleſt and moſt 
beautiful City of the World. He was often 
heard to praiſe the Emperour Emanxel, for his 
mildneſs and humanity. When he knew that 
Tamerlan delighted in beautiful Horſes, he gave 
him thirty of ſuch a rare ſhape, ſtrength, and ex- 
cellency, that they could not be matched in the 
World. He preſented him alſo with the richeſt 
Cloaths of Gold and Silk in the Country : and 
Gifts to all his Lords and Princes of

He underſtood by the ſame expreſs, that all thing3

— Bl <d him well; for he was afraid, that be ſhould drop 

&vay in his abſence, and that fome gecat F=rions, 
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or certain Favourites ſhould cauſe a diſturbance and

Six months were ſpent fince Tamerlan's leaving 
of Samarcand, This time ſeem'd tedious to ſome, 
whoſe carneſt defire to ſee their Country gave them 
a longing to march that way. This cauſed many 
of them to murmur in the Camp, becauſe the Prince 
began to undertake a War in a far Country, which 
would not ſuddenly end. This report, which might 
have had a dangerous ſequel, obliged Prince Axals 
to acquaint the Emperour therewith. 

He preſently called his Army together, as ſoon 25 
they werearrived toa place convenient, and ſpake 
rot at the general muker, in ſuch terms as 
were able to oblige them to undergo all hardlhip 
tcr their Princcs {crvice, 
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As ſoon as they were arrived at Caleftrie a gene- 
ral review was order'd, where the Emperour was 
in perſon, and ſpoke to the Parthians in this lan«

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As ſoon as the Prince: had ended his ſpeech, all 
the Parthians crycd out with a loud voice, that they 
would dic with hims and: that, ſaying they had at- 
rendced upon him in China, they would now follow 
him all over the world 3; but they intreated him to 
have compaſſion of their Wounds, of their gray 
hairs, & asat laſt to (ct forme bounds to their labors, 
and his Conquetts, This he promis'd them in ſuch 
an obliging and mild manner, that they were alt 
very well Gatiched. The: Emperour {poke not a 
word cothe others, for. they were glad -of the ad-+ 
vantage they had over the. Parthians, to have fern 
thera ready to disband and forſake the Army. $ 
that, when Tamerlan rode before the Scythian Ca+ 
valry, they all cried with one voice,” Villorious Em- 
peronr, what mean you, March on, March on, we will 
follow all over the World. Theſe words gave a great 
contentment to the Prince . for the Parthians and 
Scythians were his beſt Souldiers, - He was theres 
fore g)adot an nity to encreaſe their emula- 
tion. I's oblige them the more to be faithful ro him, 
the Prince commanded a ſtrict inquiry tobe made 
tor all perſons diſcaſed or wounded ; and belides 
theirordinary falary he appointed them end others 
toreccivetrom the Treaſurer of the Army extraordi- 
nary wages, 

Then the Army marched forward with much joy 
and afſurance ot ſucceſs, The Vanguard, com- 
manded by Axalla, and Ardronicer, went before. 
1 amerl an had news how that the Szltan of Egypt was 
very active in gathering his men together to deferd 
himſelf and his Country 3 though he could cafily 
guefſe how diftcult a matter it was to flop theTer- 
ror and fury of a victorious Army , that had over- 
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thrown the moſt dreadful- Monarch of all Af. 
- Thefe conſiderations rhade the Mamelucks look 
about. But the Sultan a young Priace pro- 
moted to that high dignity by kis extroardina- 
ry courage” and rare Vertues, but he had no great 
hght in War. But finc* his Ele&tion he had 
not given any proot of ' his valour and affeQion 
to his e& Heſaw himfclt the Lord of a large 
Continegt and of many {trong Towers well provided 
and z therefore out of an high conceit of his 
0 eneſs, and of the confidence that he had in 
himſelf, he reſolved to try whether fortune would fas , 
wur him 3 but rather than to loſe (o tair an opportu- 
nity of declaring his courage, he was willing to ha- 
urd his own ruine. As the wining of a battle was all 
his hopes, he made for that purpolc all neceflary pre- 
ions to be ready to tight when ever he ſhould 
required 3 and in caſe the victory thould tall to his 
Encemics ſhare , he had. © order'd his affairs, that 
he might fly to ſome fate and fecure place of ad- 
vantage, where he might recover his loſs, and be 
ina Condition to venture a ſecond Battel. 

As ſoon as the Empcrour was well informed of his 
mtcntion,he ad viſcd with Axalla and Andronicus which 
way he ſhould turn: the hcad of his army, that he 
wight force the Encmy to come the ſooner toa battle. 
It was reſolved by them, that it ſhould take the way 
through Caramania and march ſtrait toGevolach, This 
was the firſt fronticr Town belonging to the Ma- 
mclucks, and ncarcſt to the Turks dominions, who 
had conquer'd all the Countrey as far as that 
place, when "the peace hid been concluded between 
theſe two Nations, Bujazet had cendeavourcd to 
tave it , that he may reccive ſure ſuccours that 
M 3 way 
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way from the Sultan, and Grengthen himſclf the 
more againſt the powerful enemy, that was com- 
ing againſt him. Therefore this Town, which was 
ot a ſtrong (cituation, had been furniſh'd with all 
neceſſaries by the Sultan for a four reſiſtance. 

Axalla advancing with his V ſent a Sum- 
mons to the Townſmen to yeild ſpeedily, or to 
expect a ſevere puniſhment for their fooliſh conh- 
dence and temerity. The Inhabitants retuggd this 
anſwer. That they were obedient Subjects, and 
had expreſs orders to fight it out, and reſ@t 
long as they could, and that they would rather 
ſuftcr death than fail in their duty and fidelity to 
their Prince and Country. 

When the Emperour heard their obſtinacy he was 
wrath, that a ſmall Town ſhould be fo bold as to 
attempt to flop his power, ſeeing that he had met 
with no place able to reſiſt him fince his 
ture from Samarcand, for all Citics ſent hi 
their Keys when he was yet at a diſtance from 
them. But ſeem'd to difſemble a while his diſplea« 
ſure, ard commanded Axalls tc go beyond it to- 
wards Aleppo, which willingly was ſurrender'd, be- 
cauſe there was no other Garriſon there but of the 
natural Inhabitants. 

In the mean while Tamer/en, being highly in- 
ccns'd at this great affront of thoſe of Geevlach, 
was reſolved to beliege it 3 for that purpole he 
caus'd it to bc ſurrounded, and his Infantry to make 
their approaches by the mcans of his Engines and 
Artillery, They gave a furious affaule, but were 
driven back with the loſs ot about twelve hun- 
dred, Tamerlan, morcangry than before at this rt- 
pulſe, cauſcd the Town to be affaulted the ſecond 
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time, the Prince was then wounded, but mauger 

enemics tour refiſtance, Tamerlans won 
the Walls, from whence they thoe contlllhally and 
killed a great many within.

The Enemy was miſinform'd, they Imagin'd that 
only the Troops about Aleppo were near them which 
Axalls commanded, 

They fell therefore upon him ſooner than he ex- 
peed; without delay he gave notice of it torhe Em- 
peror, at the ſameinitane intreating him to make all 
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ſpecd and advance forward,and that he would endea * 
rour to daJly withthe Enemy to give him more tim® 
ro come upto him,and tor that intent he would pitch 
wpon aconvericnt ground to hght. 

At this news the Prince diſpatch'd away Caliber 
with twenty thouſand horſe, they were ſo hapny as 
tw joyn with the reſt in good time, becauſe of a long 
and narrow pailage which Icd into a valley, through 
which the Encmics were torced to go fotrly. 

This accident gave time to Axallato ſend Tamer- 
lan word, and to poſt himſclt in the moſi favourable 
place that the Country aftorded), tor otherwile he had 
becn conſtrain'd to retreat back tothe Emperour in 
the beſt arder that he could pcthbly obſcrve. 

Having therefore plantcd himſelt in that place, he 
aſlauleed the Encmy with ſmall partics as they came 
down from the Mountain. For at the bottom they 
intended likewite to draw up their men for the

Axalla fuceecded him with his Body of but: 
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partly Parthians, partly Chriſtians, who were paid 
| = with this Body he prevailed fo well oP 
the Sultans Troups,that he ſcatter'd them and broke 
in as far as the Intantry, where he had need of new 
and reſolutions to withſtand the fury of that 
body of foot. But his party, who had been alwayes 
ulcd to overcome, wherever) he led them, ingaged 
againſt the foot, which ſo much ſucceſs, that they had 
almoſt defeated them and put them to flight, but 
Axalla recalled them back. 

In the heat of the Battle, a body of five and 
twenty thouſand of the Enemies horſe, where 
the Szltan was in perſon, charg'd Caliber furiouſly, 
and was received with the" ſame gallantry at that 
inſtant. Axalls return'd back from the Infantry, 
which he had left halt overthrown, and ſeeing Ca+ 
liber ingaged and worked, he affaulted the Mane 
lacks upon the Flanks and diforder'd them, but a 
body of rs horſe, which fiood behind 
the infafitry , with orders not to fight, but when 
they ſaw great need, broke in upon Axalls's party, 
in the ame manner put them in diſorder, kill'd Ax-+ 
allas horſe, wounded him and took him Prifoner, 
A cowardly horſe man at that inſtant, without ftay-+ 
ing to obſcrve what followed, clap d ſpur to his 
horſe, and with {peed went to meet the Emper- 
our to tcl him This  acews, which afflicted him to 
the heart, becauſe he repos'd himfclt much upon 
Axalla's courage, $kill and experience. Thiscaus'd 
him therctore to make the more haſte. he came into 
the Battle fo ſcafonably, that had he not arriv'd as 
hc did the Victory had becn loſt, he had ſent before 
Ten thouſand horſe , and tollowed with fhveand 
twenty thouland morc, of his Gouteit _ 
cldcs 
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le ts 222 CO SIRLY thouſand of his 
Auxillary Troops upon the Wiggs. 

His coming chang'd the face of the battle, for 
the Sultan, not knowing any thing of this body 
of men that were going to fall upon him, he being 
not able —_ mn, _ becauſe of 
a Valley through which t was ſtrange. 
Iy ſurpris'd, when he faw them firſt appear 3 at 
that very time, when the T Commanded 
by Caliber and Axalla reſiſted in a diſorders The ten 
thouſand DOD, cn in freſh and 
charg'd the Mamelucks , who thought they had 
already won the day, the Emperour alfo at that 
inſtant followed with all his Cavalry and Infantry, 
So that the Sultan was forc'd to found a retreat, 
for he was not able to withſtand fo great a fury, 
and ſaw that the whole Army was come againſt 
him. Then he ived, but too late, his raſh- 
neſs and unadviſedneſs in that he had not ſent to 
view his enemics Army. In the mean while Ax- 
#llz had diſingaged himſelf from the Souldier that 
had taken him priſoner. He was a foot a little 
while, but being known by one of his men he was 
mounted again, and they underſtood that he had but 
a light wound. 

The Emperour, to hinder the Sultan from ral- 
lying his mev, purſued his Victory three full 
leagues. This unhappy Prince had three Horſes 
killd under him, in the ingagement, where he per- 
form'd the duty both of a Captain and of a com- 
mon Souldier. But he had committed a fault that 
was not to be remedied. Tamerlan was guilty of 
as you a miſtake, by ſending the Vanguard 6 


far before which might have colt him very car, 
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had it not been for Axalls's ſubcilty in dallying 
with and keeping off the Enemy with lighe skir- 
miſhes; for otherwiſe the Emperour could not have 
came in timely enough to ſuccour his oppreſſed and 
diſordered Troops. 

Thus it happens frequently, the greateſt faules 
and miſtakes in War are turned by Providence in- 
to Stratagems of Wars, when it intends to favour 
the party, as it did Tamerlan in this occaſion. His 
diligence in affiſting his men caus'd him to win 
this notable Victory, which broke the heart of the 
War, and brought it toa period ſooner than moſt 
men po It was known afterwards that the 
Sultan been conſelled to lengthen the war, 
which was a wiſe and a fafe advice, but his fary 
and courage could admit of no delayes, he made too 
much hafte to his ruin. . 

This battel was bloody, near Fourſcore thouſand 
men loſt their lives on both ſides,but no perſon ofany 
note Jad —_— but ——_ ha three 
Parthian Captains t worth. All the equipage 
of the Saltan Dock the next day, nd 6 great 
deal of plundey, 

The Prince ſent meſſengers to all his Allies to 
acquaint them with the Victory , and chiefly he 
ſent to the Greek Emperour to expreſs his grief, 
for the Death of Prince Androniews, intreating him 
to appoint ſome other perſon in his ſtead, to com» 
mand the Greeks, He ſent alſo meſſengers to pub- 
liſh the News of this great victory in all his King- 
domes, and to give an account of it to his Unkle 
the Emperour. 

In this place the Army was not able to ſubſih 
long, becauſe it was ſo numerous, and the Coun- 
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try between the Mountains narrow and barren ir 
many places + Tamerlan therefore ſent his Troops a. 
bout, and cauſed his Army to take a little more 
Elbow room, but he ſent Axalle with all the Ca- 
valry of the Vanguard to purſue after the Sultan, 
and not ſuffer him to have any time toreſt. He 
fled towards Xgypt with forty thouſand horſe, 

The happy News of this Victory ſoon came to 
the Ears of the Prince of Tanais, who ſent it to 
the belieged within Gevolach, They were mightily 
afflicted when they heard it, 

A while after Tamerlan ſent him orders topuniſh 
them for their folly by deſtroying the City with 
fire and ſword, and ſparing none, that they might 
be an example toall other places, and hinder them 
from rclilting his power. This command was ſoon 
after put in Exccutionz for the Town was won 
by aſſaule,the peoples courages tailing them, through 
the many loſſes they {uffercd, and the daily 
watchings and skirmiſhes 3 tor the Prince of Ta- 
zais gave them no time to breath : After this he 
came tothe Emperour, who was refreſhing himſelf 
in Aleppo 
- Eutafterthe Sultans retreat into Egypr, he forti- 
fied all his Towns , -and ſcnt for ſupply of mica 
and mony from- ali hisAllics, he placed his Garri- 
ſons in all the placcs necdful,and caus'd all theCoun- 
try to be ruined and burn'd, through which Tamer- 
lans Army was to pals in the road to his Country. 
He ſpared nothing that could be {crviccable to him, 
to make him, if ic were poſlible, quit the delircot 
marching that way z this cauſed {o great a Carcity 
in this numerous Army, that the Empcrour was 
obliged to xeview his Companics , and w__ wr 

If 
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hind all uſcleſs perſons 3 afterwards he divided his 
Army into three bodies, the firſt he commanded, 
the ſecond was led by Axallzs, the third by Caliber 1 
the carriages and baggage he left behind guarded by 
a party of foot. Caliber was order'd to take the 
way towards the River Expbrater, h that 
Country which confines upon Perfiz, to ſubdue it. 
The Emperour himſelf took the way along the Sea 
Coaſt. And Axalls through Arabia. The Prince 
commanded threeſcore thouſand horſe and an hun- 
dred thouſand foot. Axallzs tifty thouſand foot and 
forty thouſand horſe, 2nd Caliber thirty thouſand 
horſe and fifty thouſand foor. All that Country 
ſeem'd to be cover'd over with men 3* nevertheleſs, 
there . was ſuch an exact diſcipline and a rule ob+ 
ſerved in the Army, that proviſions were broughe 
in plentifully, and there was nothing wanting for 
man or bealt, 

In the mcan while Axalls purſued after the 
Sultan , and obliged him to make more {peed to 
divide his Army, moſt of his men in his nece 
forſook him, It was faid that he fied into A4ra- 
biz, where it was not poſſible for the Tartars great 
Army to follow him; onely with four thouſand 
horſe, it was poſſible to defend himiclt and vex a 
more numerous party, becauſe of the ſcarcity of 
proviſions. In this junQure of affairs, all the Mari- 
tine Towns open'd their gates to Tamerlan , as 
Megate, Arnan, Tortoſa, Gibellete, Barat, and Nepbths+ 

»lim, But Damaſcus, where there was a Garriſon of 
the Sultan, oblig'd Tamerlanto beliege it, this was 
a ſtrong Town, where the Sultan had appointed 
Prince Zamadren to be governour., He bchaved 
himſelf well, and made a (tout reſiliance, but when 

the 
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the Artillery had open'd a breach in the Wall, the 
Prince of Tanais affaulted it and won it, only the Cit- 
cadel an admirable Caſtle, look'd upon as impreg- 
nable, held out 3 but the Governour , admitting all 
that ſought ſhelter there, haſicn'd the furrender 3 for 
when proviſions began to fail, men pin'd away with 
hunger, which caus'd them to offer to ſurrender it 
upon compoſition 3 but the Prince would not grant 
chem any, topuniſh them for their unadviſed reſiſt» 
ance, when neceſſity began to preſs them they yeild- 
ed themlclves at the Conquerours diſcretion, he 
caus'd ſome to be killd with the Sword, and others 
were made Priſoners of War. This ſeverity nois'd 
abroad in th#* Country oblig'd all the Inhabitants, 
thirty kagues round to bring the keys of their 
walld Towns to Tamerlan, who cauſed them to be 
us'd civily and courteouſly, and impos'd no other 
burden upon them, but to contribute according to 
their ability tothe Armics ſubſiſtance. 

When Damaſcus was thus taken Tamerlan march'd 
firait to Ferwſalem, from whence the Citizens had 
driven thcir Garriſon, as all the Towns. of Jude 
had alſo done, they all yielded themſelves to the 
Emperour, he received them with many expreſſions 
of his goodneſs, refiabliſh'd them in the free enjoy- 
ment of all their priviledges, promiſing toviſit the 
Sepulcher of Feſizs Chriſt, according to the cuſtome 
of the Mahometan Law, and for his ſake he denicd 
them nothing that they could ask. From thence the 
Army went to Corazin, where a Gariſon of fix thou- 
fand men had orders from the Swltzn to defend 
themſclves and their Town, which they ſeem'd to be 
relolved upon at firſt, but when they ſaw the Army 


planted ruxnd about the walls withan intention to 
carry 
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carry them , their hearts failed them fo that they 
choſe rather t9 implore the Princes favour, who 
granted it tothem freely, than to-hazard a reliftanee 
without hopes of releif. Some Troops were here 
left behind to give a check to certain Mamelucks of 
Naſſavis, who cut off many about the Army, Calibes 
had orders ſent him to beliege them and ſcatter the 
Troops that gathered themſelvs together about that 
place to incommode and rob the nuatreche 
proviſions to the Army. 

This retreat of the Sultan into Arabia was but 2 
meer pretence, and a ——_—_— He was 
into Zgypt towards Cairo, having left behind jo 
ral parties to diſturb and afſault the Army in their 
march, and chiefly in the narrow lanes and paſſages. 
He caus'd a grievous deſtruction to be made in the 
Country round about to famiſh the Army, but Ta- 
merlan's Cavalry followed him ſo cloſle at the heels, 
that he had not time to do all the miſchief that be 
intended, The Inhabitants alſo for their own as 
well as for the enemies ſake, oppoſed aud hindred 
the full execution of his deſign. When the Empe- 
rour was at Miſerit, he cauſed a Proclamation to be 
made, to forbid any to go beyond Fordan, that he 
might the better preſerve the Country from whence 
his Army had their Provitions. He went as he had 
Promiſed to Jeruſalem in the company of his great- 
eſt Favourites, guarded with a party of Horſe, to 
vilit, as a religious Prince, that Sepulcher, which is 
honoured by all the Nations of the world, and to 
preſent his gifts, When he wasin the City, where 
the Inhabitants reccived him with all poſſible ho- 
nours, he faught for all the Antiquities of the old 
Temple of Solomon, and was led, as the Pilgrims, 
: through 
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through all the places where Chriſt had preach'd 
and wrought Miracles. When he had: ended his 
Prayers at the Sepulcher, he gave large gifts. Two 
thingschicfly gave him great content, when he in« 
quir'd of certain Monks and Religious Men at the 
Sepulcher, where their Lords Body was ? He is, faid 
they, in Heaven at the right hand of God : Then 
turning to his Mahumetan Train, he ask'd them 
where they thought that this Prophet was ? The 
Cherif, that ſtood next to him, replyed, that he was 
3 true God, that he was gone before to fit in the 
firſt place in Heaven, where he ſhould be received al- 
ſo. As he came from Heaven fo he was departed 
thither again, Then the Prince fell upon his knees, 
and held his Name in great vcneration,: Arid at 
his return to Samarcand, he built him a ſumptuous 
Temple, taking a great delight to hear men tell of 
his Miracles, and , commanded that ' ſome ſhould 
mention them oftcr' in his heazing, | 

The other, thing, 'that gave him o delight and 
admiration, was, when in viewing all the. placcs of 
devotion, he came to that at laſt, where Chrilt leav- 
ing his Diſciples aſcended up intg the :glories of 
Heaven. . There he lett bchind- the faſhion of his 
foot, which caus'd hjim'to wonder at iticxtraordi- 
narily : And whcn one told him that, a Pilgrim had 
becn here raviſh'd in Spirit, he thought him happy: 
Axal's with many other Chriltians were then with 
him. - | 

In this manner, Tamerlan , by viſiting the holy 
placcs and rclicks, gave a great ſatisfaction to al! 
the people, but 7 {4a could not indure but cx- 
claim'd againſt him openly. He had never any at- 
fccticn for them, but nazgcd ther-#rcked Men, and 
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Curſed of God, He loved to ſee men fincere in their 
piety and devotions, and was glad-to have ſeen 4x- 
allz (0 liberal of his offerings to the holy Sepulcher. In 
the mean whiles the Army was intheir march to Te« + 
ms towards Az ypt, the Emperour had notice, that 
the Slutan gathered his Troops togeher from all 
parts, and was then at AleFandris, He himſelf, af- 
ter the performance of his devotions, followed the 
Army, and commanded the Van-guard to go to- 
wards Damiettz. He had bcen told that it was not 
to be taken by force, | 

The Szltan had ſecur'd it with a firong Garri- 
ſon : It was a maritine Town, one of the moſt nots 
ed of all Zgypt, fſothat it was in grear reputation. 
Many of the Empcrours followers labour'd to di- 
ſwade him from attempting it, adviſing him to ad- 
venture upon ſomething elle, relling him that it 
was- no diferection to run his numerous atmy into 
a narrow peice of Land, bur that he ſhould rather 
march higher into the Country, but all their rea- 
ſons could not perſwade him from going thither, for 
he judged, that there was nothing that could put # 
top to his good Fortune, Hetherefore commanded 
Axal'z to block up the Town, and he followed him 
thithcr with the remainder of the Army. 

When Axalla was there he {ent in a furmmons, 
commanding them to ſubmit, and declaring to the 
Chrittian = #-roomg who were there very nume- 
rous, what a folly it would be for them to oppoſe 
his Emperours power, That his mildneſs and good- 
neſs ſhould rather oblige them to free themlelve; 
trom the Tyranny of the Moors and Mamelucks, 
who opprefſed them beyond meaſure, He told 
them, that he was a Chriſtian as well as they, and

178 {The Hiſtozy of 
therefore ſhould be alwayes very glad to ferve 
them. He cauſed alſo fome of the Greek Cap. 
tains to argue the caſe with them. They dealt 
eficctually , that they perſwaded them to adven- 
ture their lives and endeavour todrive out of their 
City the Mamelucks , and all thoſe who held for 
the Sultan. They delayed not in the executionof 
this delign, but with their weapons in their hands, 
they, got the command of one quarter of the City, 
and open'd one of the Gates to Axalla, All the 
Mamelucks were cither kilPd or taken Pris'ners, 
and Damictts was ycilded to che Prince. This 
News, whica the Emperour received in his march, 
cauſed him to expe a happy ſucceſs in the 
{ecution of his great deſign, He could not have 
hoped for ſuch an ecafie accompliſhment of it, if 
this fixong City had been in the Enemics hands, 
tor by its advantageous ſcituation upon one of the 
branchcs of Nilw, it would have ruind his Ar- 
my and cut off all their proviſons. But now, that 
it was in his power, he could reaſonably expe 
from all parts of Greece, as the Emperour Ema- 
awel had promis'd kim all manner oft things nc- 
ceſlary for his Souldiers, which were already coming 
to him by Demiettzs, He appointed there aſtrong 
Gazriſon of two thouſand Grecians, with a Gover- 
nour, to keep for him the City. They took the Oath 
of -fdclity. 

The Prince found this place according to his 
mind, and ſtronger than he had at firit imagin'd, 
The Inhabitants of Lariſſa ſubmitted likewiſe, and 
would not ſtand out againſt his invincible power, 
Garriſons were placed in all the places ſcituate near 
he Sca, that proviſions might not be hindcr'd w

be brought to the Army. This was one of his 
greateſt cares to provide well for ſo valt a multitude, 
that they might not want. 

Tamerlan ſiopt a few dayes in Damietta, but ſent 
his vanguard towards Alexandria, but immediatel 
after he followed them, and cauſed them to mar 
about towards Grand Cairo. The Sultan, who had 
provided himſelt for a fiout reliſtance in Alexan- 
dria , was f(urpris'd to hear of this unexpected 
c : hchad notime to deliberate, but with -all 
ſpeed made what haſte he could to prevent Tamerlan. 
He enter'd into Cairo as the Army was in fight of 
it, with a nay reſolution to ſtop the entry of 
the Tartars, and preſerve the paſſage of the River 
that leads to Alexandria. It was reportedthat the 
Sultan gat into Cairo with forty t nd horſe, 
and threeſcore thouſand 3 but Tamerlen could 
not believe it. However he arriv'd there in very 
good time to preſerve his intereſt, for the Tartari- 
an Army was at Buldat, feven leagues from the 
City, at that time the flaves, whoare very numer* 
ousthere, had an intent to revolt and open to us a 
gate, which they might have done with caſe, had 
not the Swltans coming hinder'd them. This there- 
fore was a great let to the ſucceſs of the Tartarian 
Army, and the conſequence of it troubled them noe 
alittle; for fear of not being able to get proviſions, 
which if they had _ to fail them, they had 
been forced to raiſe their and depart. Not- 
withſtanding the Prince , whoſe courage nothing 
could terrihe, drew near to the City with all hi; 
Army, cauſing them to intreuch themſelves chiefly 
to preſerve his-Cavalry from ſudden attempts. He 
caulced —— be made upon the City, 
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wherein his men had alwayes the advantage, by 
theſe aſſaults he had a trial of their courages and 
xclolutions , and endeavoured to offer an oppor» 
tunity to the faves to venture out and acquaint him 
with the poſture of affaires within the City. The 
Emptrour was afraid of what mighe happen, and 
of the eediouſneſs of the Siege 3 therefore for that 
reaſon as well as to try the diſpoſition of his" E- 
nemy, it, he might oblige him to venture out, 
drew up this Army before the City. He hop'd 
that if hc had been ſo bold as to venture out, during 
that abſcnce, there might be ſome ſtirring and re- 
volt in the City amongſt the Inhabirants, weary of 


the Tyranny of the Mamelzcky,or amongſt the Slaves, , 


unto whom undcrhand he had promiſcd their free- 
dome. None dared look out, all the benefie that 
he reap'd by this a&tion was, but to underſiand 
more tully the firuation of Cairs, and fhew the In- 
habitants the firength and numbcr ct his invinck 
ble Army, But at the ſame time he cauſcd them to 
be dealt 'withal by Slaves of their own Nation, 
who, flying trom us unto the City, caus'd them to 
underfiand , that the Empcrour intended not to 
ruin them 3 that he had no inteation bur to h 
with the Mumelucks his encmics. This underhand 
dealing, caus'd fuch an imprefſow in their minds, 
that they all agreed to free themſelves trom the 
company of thcſc troubleſome Gueſts, 

- When the Empcrovr undcritood what ſucceſs 
of this fubtil negotiation, he-refolved tro draw 


near with his Intantry, at halt a mile from the © 


Town, that his approach might encourage the Ci- 
tizens the more; for they had (ſent word, that they 
would rifc in_arms and hght (or us againſt our ene 
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inies and theirs. - Upon this news, he (ent for the 
Cheiftains of his Army, toopen to them his mind, 
to hear their advice, and give them the neceflary 
orders for the carrying on of his defign with fſuc- 
ceſs, He told them, that he was come before that 
City, imagining that it had been unprovided and 
without any Garriſon, eafie to be won, that it had 
been able, if taken, to have caus'd his Army to ſub- 
fiſt a long time, and procure them great advanta- 
ges, but that being prevented by the Mamelucks, 
who were got it poſiciſion ot it with all their Ar- 
my, there was two great inconveniences, that 
would attend upon him, it he did continue in the 
bege : the firſt was the difficulty of getting provi- 
fons, for by endeavouring to famiſh the belieged, 
he run the hazard of ttarving his own Army. The 
ſecond inconveniency was the excethve heats of the 
mm_ Seaſon, which would prove fo much 

more dangerovs to his men, becauſe they were 
not us'd to them 3 and it diſeaſes and diltempers 
ſhould enter amongſt them they would ruin him 
*and his detigns. He told thegn alf>, that he had re- 
folved to contine all his defires to Cairo and Alex- 
andria, and to proceed no further in his Conquetts : 
That after the fubduing of theſe two places he 
would return to Samareand loaden with the Spoils 
ot Afis: That it would be a ſhame to them to flic 
away from an enemy, whom they had lately bca- 
ten, and who, to avoid che fight of them , had 
wandered up and down the Mountains and Defarts 
two Months : That they were got into that City, 
becauſe they truſted more to the tirength of its walls 
and bulworks, than to their weapons and courages, 
That it did become them to (hew the vanity of 
N 3 this 
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this confidence of the Mamelucky 3 for if they (hel 
ter'd themſelves in firong-Holds and Walls, the 
Parthians and Tartarians had a more numerous Ar- 
my than theirs, and ſtouter courages, more uſed to 
overcome all difficulties 3 therefore they were able 
to render thoſe heaps of ſtones and mortar uſeleſs, 
for at the firſt aſſault, they would be able to leap 
over all the walls and barracado's with which the 
Encmics had fortified the fircets of the City 3 that 
all theſe rhings would not be able to ſecure the 
Mamelucks from fear, and from flying before them, 
That it they would attach their enemies unex 
Gedly, whiles they thought themſelves (ate with) 
their Walls, and not to be forced : That the ve- 
ry ſurpriſing attempt would half overcome them. 

It is far more honourable ( faid he to them ) toaf- 
ſavlt them than to fly away from them ſhamefully, and 
and twyn our backs to thoſe who bave ſeen our facer ſo 
often to their loſs. This is a ſpecial favour that the 
great Gad of boſts bath granted to w theſe twenty yearr, 
that we have been fighting with many Warlike perple, 
tht me bave never om rn our backs, We mit 
theref. re diſorn the Parthian name , and forget allow 
former Viflorics and glory if we forſake this Siege 
and depart; forit is certain in ſuch a caſe our cnemier 
world nor fail to purſue wr, and ent ſhort our pro- 
riſiensr, and to publiſh abroad, to our caternal ſhane, 
or flight ; this world cavſc many of th ſe tha: fight for 
ws forſake wr in our ned, and twrn againft ur, and we 
ſhould ſee thoſe, who bve yeilded to ms, betray us, and 
berome owr enemies, The Enperour made this dif 
courle to his Captains to give them to underſtand 
that there was but two waycs to take, cithcr to for- 
fake the City and the Scige , or to hght with the 
Enemy. This

prevail'd upon them, and caus'd them to contemn 
all the da and death it ſelf, which they fore= 
ſaw as infallible. Whiles every one was thinking 
upon the enterpriſe , with their heads hanging 
down with a great Glence, Tamerlan deſired Axalls 
l to ſpeak and diſcover his mind 3 which he did in 
| this manner. Wortby Prince , wherefare do you de- 
fre to ſearch our minds ? Do you not yet know the in- 
clinations and courages of your Captains and Soldiers ? 
Do you doubt whither they will prefer the advance- 
ment of " your glory to their own lives ? wherefore do you 
inquire from us our reſolutions ? Lead wp ouly, and 
yu ſbell ſee , whether the great affeftion we have al- 
wayer bad for you be now deminiſh'd : do you think, that 
the walls of Cairo are ftrong enough to refit our Con 
rages and flop your Cavalry? The firſt borſe-man, that 
foal put bis bead within the walls, will open a way to 
the whole Army. | 
Aſſoon as Axals had ended his ſpeech, all the 
Captains cried gut, and intreated to be led to the 
ok, ptotelting that they were ready to Sacrihce 
themſelves tor the Honour and Glory of thcir 
, Prince, 
The Emperour was mighty well fatished with 
their affectiunate expretiions, tor which he return'd 
| them his hearty thanks. Therefore at the ſame 
time he gave Orders for the aſſault, and divided 
his Infantry into three Bodies. "The Lieutenant 
N 4 Gene ' 
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General was to lead thirty thouſand men. The 
Prince of Tanais was to follow him with fifty thou- 
ſand more. Axaslls was to ſucceed him with a like 
number of Infantry, with four thouſand Horſe 
arm'd with Lance and Buckler, The Prince came 
2 little after, with ten thouſand Horſe before him, 
and he himſclt in the midſt of htry thouſand Foot, 
who were followed by the reſt of the Cavalyy, 
whom he commanded in perſon, having given the 
charge of the Infantry to Axalls, in whom he pla- 
ccd his chicfeſt truſt, 

The Princes intent was to win one of the Towns 
of Cairo, and there to lodge himfclf, that he might 
be able to advance by degrees. But it concerns us 
to know, that the Szltay was in the City with all 
his forces, which amountcd to threeſcore thouſand 
foot, and fifty thouſand horſc, of whom thirty thou- 
ſand were Mamelncks, brave Souldicrs train'd up in 
the art of war. The Tartars had tound what they 
were by experience, But his Intantry were not {© 
Skiltul, for they were but freſh Souldicrs, newly 
rais'd in Arabia, Perſia, and Lybis, and a great ma- 
ny were but Slaves latcly fer at liberty, tor his or- 
dinary and ſtanding Foot had bcen overthrown in 
the laſt Batrlcs. 

The Prince had diſcovercd to nonc but to Axl: 
the hopcs tht he had in cheriling of the Slaves and 
Moors. When theretorc all things where readily 
provided, he cauſcd the trit kboly of Foot to ad- 
vance tothe place that he had appoiarcd to attack 
the Encmy in the Front, when he ſaw thern charge 
home, and force the Sultans mn into their Tren- 
ches, he cauſcd them to be followed and ſeconded 
by the Prince of Tanais with fifty thouſand under his 

COL» 
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command. Then the hight was moſt crucl and blaody. 
In the mean whiles Axa/ls march'd along ccr- 


cain palm trees, ina place that he imagir'd was for- 


faken, to go to the athiitance of his men by anothex -, 


way. He was not miliaken, he found little or no 
reliſtance, fo that with caſe he broke into the Tren« 
ches 3 be applicd himſclt next toperform Tamerlang 
orders, and hl up with boards and other matcrials, 
the holes and ditches, that the Horſe might get over, 
but as he was bube in this work, the Enemy came 
him with ewenty thouſand men to hinder 
hum. A4xalls \ctt three thouſand to end the work 
begun, and make a way with all ſpeed for the Cz- 
nlry, and with the relt he charg'd the Enemy, 
The Mameluckhs were coming to him in good or- 
der. They were too hard for the Prince of Tanzy, 
and had ſome advantage upon him, but it laſicd 
not long, tor as ſoon 25 the way was made for the 
Horſc,the ten thouſand men charg'd the Mamelucks in 
the Rear, where the Sultan was in perſon, after theſe, 
ten thouſand more were ſent by the Prince, who 
with all his Cavalry followed next. All toge- 
ther broke in u the Enemy without dclay , 
ſo that they n6 time but to fly to the ſecond 
Trenches, which they had made, in the ſecond Town. 
The hghe latted feven whole hours, all this 
time it was not to be judged, which party ſhould 
gain the Victory, The Enemies detended them 
felvcs ftoutly, bur when the Prince had driven them 
trom their firlt Trenches, hc founded a retreat, and 
was contented to lodge all night in that place, re» 
ſolving the next day to purſue the Victory. 
One third cf the Town was alrcady in Tamerlans 
poſſeiſion, whoſe Infantry wee quartered next to the 
| Ence 
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Enemies ſecond Trenches, which gave occaſion to 
ſeveral ſmall skirmiſhes which ha molt tines to 
the advantage of the Tartars, who bchaved them» 
ſelves moſt couragiouſly. 

That day fifteen or ſixteen thouſand men were 
killed on the Enemies fide, and ſeven thouſand of 
Tamerlans, Dragnen Licutcnant General of the In- 
fantry of the Szltan died, with many other Officers 
who werein the heat of the battle. 

It was generally confeſſed that Axalls's cxperi- 
ence and good judgement, this day were very uſcful 
in getting the Victory. 

The ſame night news being brought to the Prince, 
that the Swltan had a defign to paſs over the River, 
he gave order to ten thouſand horſe to poſt them- 
ſelves along the banks, when the Sultan heard of 
it, he imagin'd that all the Army had been there, 
therefore he was not ſo bold as to venture his per- 
fon at the paſſage. At the break of day, the Em- 

caus'd the Trenches to be fill'd up, and the 
hght to begin by the Prince of Tanais of one fide, and 
by Axalls on the other, But after a ſlight reſiſtance, 
when the Sultan perceived that his Infantry drew 
back and left their Trenches to their encmics, the 
fear of the coming of the Cavalry, caus'd him to 
forſake the Town. He performed this deſign, which 
he had fail'd of in rhe night, by drewing up his Army 
in the void ſpace between the River and the Town, 
that he might be able to eſcape over into Alexandris. 

In the mean while the Prince having taken by 
force the ſccond Trenches, the Souldicrs broke into 
the City and kill'd every one they met with, none 
being able to keep them in, when the Emperour 
was inform'd of the way the Sx/tan took to pals 
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over the River, he followed him with all his Ca- 


valry and all the foot, that he could pick up from the 
plunder and ſpoils of the City,unto which they were 
turiouſly bent, But the Sultan had provided in 
time, to ſecure his retreat and paſſage, by getting 
into his power a narrow peice of ground fecur'd 
from the Rivers violence with ſtakes, there 
he poſted fifteen chouſand of his beſt Souldiers, 
whom he called his flaves. The (cituation was ſuch 
that they were able to defend themſclves, and could 
not be forced without Infantry.Such as were brought 
to hind them, were loath to leave their companions, 
to take all the plunder, therefore they march'd 
but lowly and without courage until the 

himſelf had promis'd them, to take notice of them 
and give them rewards. At their felt coming up 
they aſſaulted theſe T not without diffculey, 
and loſs of many men, but the cnemics made an 
honourable retreat, they caſt themſelves into the 
River, with one hand they fwurn, and with the other 
held their Weapons. In this manner they eſcaped 
to the other bank, Part of their Cavalry was cut 
in peices, another part in the contukon ventur'd 
into the River and were drown'd, for they could not 
get over, 

This was the laſt endeavour of the Sultan, who 
beheld with ſorrow this great and Stately City from 
an high place, when ic was pillaging, He told his 
people ro comfort them, that they were not men 
who had ovecrome them, but a God, who had fided 
with his encxnics. So much,valour, prudence, and di- 
{cretion,he had taken notice of in the Tartarian Army. 

The next night after the” thghe, he judged that 
the Tartariaxs wou'd bc bulic individing the ſpoyls 

and 
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and that they would have no time to purſue hint, 


He withdrew himſelf with nine or ten thouſand 
men , for the reſt were cither ſcatter'd abroad or 
arown'd in the River, 

As ſoon as it was day he took the way of Alex- 
andria, after that he had thank'd ſome of his ſlaves, 
who were a live after they had ſaved their Prince 
by their ſtout and brave reſiſtance for two hours 
”= all the Tartarians Army, and their honour. 
able and glorious retreat at the end of this Noble 
ation. Tamerlan himſclt was fo great an admirer 
of them, that he commanded thoſe that were taken 
tobe brought to him, and out ofa defireto uſe them 
in his ſervice he rreated them kindly, and with 

ifts and other favours endeavoured to win them to 
imſclt, and though. they all retuſed 10 forfake their 
former Maſters interelt he ſent them to the Sultan, 
The Prince was us'd to deal thus in that generous 
manner with thuſe whom he had overcome. He 
delighted to expreſs his bounty and clemency next 
after his valour and courage. There is nothing more 
per for a great ' Prince: than to cauſe himſelf to 
beloved by his merciful and loving temper, as 
well as to render himſelf dreadtul and reſpected 
by his power and noble mind, 

*Aﬀter this furions tight the Prince retreated 
a lictle back, lodging his men berween the River 
and the City, that he might ſecure and cover the 
reſt of his Army, which might otherwiſe have 
caſily been deteated during the plunder of that 
rich and wealchy Town. 

This cauſed him tocontinue all night on horſc- 
back with ſore ot his chict Officers, tor with them 
he rode up and down his Camp viliting every 

corncr 
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corner , and praiſing his Soldiers for thetr cou- 
ngious afſaalts, As foon as it was day he went 
into the Town to take poſſeſſion of the Caſtle, 
theordinary abode of the Sultans, where all their 
tiches were treaſired up. There he lodg'd and 
caus'd all his Army to be quarter'd round a- 
bout this Caſtle, which ſtands at one end of the 
Town. He commanded by a Proclamation that 
all plundering ſhould ceaſe, which had laſted four 
and twenty hours, and every Soldier had orders to 
return to their colours, and to lodge in their quar- 
rs3 the next day Re ſent out another Proclamation 
to declare all the Inhabitants free, commanding that 
all Priſoners ſhould be releas'd. -/ In :the Cattle he 
found - wonderful Riches and incftimable Trea- 
ſures laid up there by the Swltans,” many - years. 
There was the more, becauſe they had alaw that 
forbid them ro meddle with any thing there but in 
great neceſſity, when the Kingdome was in want. 
It was thought that the Sultan made the more hafk 
to get into Caire before Tamerlar for fear of loſ- 
ing theſe Treaſures. Some ſay that he took out iry 
the night many jewels. Others ſpeak as it he never 
enter'd into it, that he diminiſtyd nothing, for fear 
that his men ſhould imagine that he intended tofor- 
lake them, and they ſhould ſuſpect che retreat he re- 
ſolved to make. Others think that he never med- 
led with theſe Treaſures, becauſe he could never 
dream of being faced in ſuch a City, accompained 
with ſuch and ſo many faithful Soldiers. And 
when he ſaw himſelf driven out againft his expe&ta- 
tion be aſcrib'd the Victory to none but to a Divini- 
ty, who had ſo powerfully aflifted the Tartarians 
Army againſt his men ſecurcd in fuch ſtrong foriti- 
ations, The 


.- 
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The Emperour ſent word to Caliber to inform 
him of his ſucceſſes and progreſs, and to deliver 
him a Commiſſion to be Governour of Agye, 
This happy news was welcome in the numerous 
Army under his command, which march'd a 
the River Expbrates, it increaſed daily by the ren- 
dition of many Towns, which would not oppoſe 
the Princes happineſs 3 all Perfis trembled at this 
ſudden alteration, at the fall of the Sulten, This 
Country, was then govern'd by ſeveral petty Princes, 
ſome of them were Mehometans, butothers Chrijti. 
ans, The Emperour had an intent to ſubdue them 


In the mean while he gave all neceſſary or- 
ders for the jon of Cairo, and caus'd his 
Army to paſs over the River, that he might com- 
pleat his Victory, for that pu he march'd to 
Alexandria, where the Sultan had taken ſanctuary, 
But before. the departure of the V d with 
Axalla at the head , he rewarded liberally & 
very Souldicr, according to their deſervings, and 
COUTages. 

He caus'd the Oath of fidelity to be adminiſter'd 
to all the Inhabitants of chat great City, and of the 
Towns thercabouts, ſetling every thing in as much 
peace as he could in fo ſhort a time 3- for that pur- 
poſe he left in Garriſon there ten thouſand men, car- 
ricd away all ſuch perſons as he ſuſpefted , and 
ſuns others in their ſicad, Therefore he led with 

im many perſons in his Army to place and ſettle 
in the conquered Towns , after this, the people 
* came to him from all parts, to ſubmit themſclver, 
and reccive his commands from as far as Cans, Emr 
baſſadors arrived not only from Arabia Felix, _- 
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fo from Africs, to acknowledge Tamerlan's Em- 
pire for his Vidtorics had firuck a dread into all 
neighbourin Nations and People at a diſtance, He 
would not ſettle the affairs of till his re- 
turn to Caire from Alexandria, The Rear of his 
Army he ſent thither with the Prince of Tanais, 
but he and his Houſhold ſervants embark'd them- 
ſclves upon the River Nils, for their pleaſure. It 
is aid, that he took a delight to take notice of the 
npidity of this River in ſome places, and its lows 
neſs in others. 

The News was ſoon carricd to Alexandria, that 
the Army was in their march to beliege it, this made 
the people to riſe up in Arms, the tear of a total 
rain caus'd them to ſend to the Sultan to intreat 
him to compaſſionate their weakneſs, and to re» 
preſent to him, that he could not make the ſame 
reliſtance againſt ſo powerful an Army as he had 
done againſt others before. That it did be- 
come him to yield tothe preſent neceſſity, that he 
ſhould do well to retire into Lybia, whether Ta- 
nerlan's Army would never follow him, that if he 
would do fo, they would keep for him that faith- 
tulneſs they had {worn to him. That he need not 
doubt of their affetions for him. That they de- 
fired him to ſave his own perſon, and ſuffer time 
{© perform the reſt» After this meſſage the Sul - 
tan aw that all things turn'd againſt him, he re- 
lolved therefore to depart, he was in hopes, that 
if the Army continued any | time about 
_ as oy _ likely ro do that there 
wou ange happen , whi ight alter 
the face of his afairs, and offer him —_ 
vity to atternpe ſomething, with this _ 
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he pacificd his troubled mind, and with tears in 
his eyes, he left the City, repeating often theſe Words, 
God ir angry with our Nation , that the time of the 
ruin of this flouriſhing Empire was come , that every 
one onght to ſubmit to the orders of Providence, That 
he had done all that could have been-expeced from 
him to perform his duty in the defence of his 
people, and anſwer their great cficem at his Ele- 
Ction: that he hoped to gather up more Troops, 
and 'retwn with a ſufficient . Army to frce them 
from the flavery of a Forrcign Prince, Thele 
words: ſpoken betore a great multitude , were re» 
related to Axallz firſt , for he went before with 
the Van, He carsd the Prince-to undcritand 
the News, and ſent him word, that not only out 
of Alexandria, racn came to ſubmit themſclyes bur 
eſo from ptty leagues round about, The Prince re- 
joyccd ro hear this proſperous march of his Army, 
becauſe he ſaw a ſpeedy end to all his labours, and 
a pchbility of returning tu his own Country, ' He 
was troubled that hc had not got the Swltan into 
his cuſtody, this confideration Findred him from 
treatipg all ſuch as held fox him with that kind- 
neſs, that be cxprifled to all the World be- 
lides. 

When the Princes Army was - within one days 
merch of Alexandriz, Axalla was {ent for to met 
him,and to bring with him ſome of the chict Citizens 
to take their Oaths of Allegiance and Fidelity. After 
this he made his entry with all his Army, -but cauf+ 
cd thee to go out again,and incamp about the Walls, 
only fix thouſand horſe and twenty thouſand foo, 
.be kept for his guard, and ſent Ax4l/z with bis 
- Van-guard to purſue after the Sw/tan, In the om 
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while the Emperour continued a long time about 
Alexandria, in Ration of foine news from 
Caliber, Hehad fent Lochiftan , his great Cham- 
berlain to ſucceed him,a man of great worth,who had 
alwayes cortimanded a party of ten thoufacd horſe, 
and had alwayes been with him. 

Caliber took from his Army the ſame number 
of horſe-men to accompany him into with 
his equi to wait upon the Prince , whom he 
had no nced to ſolicite, for Tamerlan knew 1o well 
the deſervings of every one, and that which they 
were able to perform, that in thcir abſence as well 
35 in their preſence, honours and Governments, em- 
ployments and affaircs were conferred upon them 
without their ſeeking, the Prince was ſo juſt in the 
difribution of his favours. Therefore nobody did 
bribe for-cthe Offices of his Army, for the employ« 
ments in his Houſe and State for they-proceeded al- 
wayecs from his free motion. | 

When. Axzl/s was. departed out of Alexandriz, 
the fad news was brought that the Emperour- his 
Unkle lay very fick; He had left with him the Em 
preſs his wife, the Daughter of this oldman, whom 
be knew to be-wiſe and prudent, this conforted him 


not a little.' '- He knew, that if by chance his Unkle 


dic, ſhe would cake caze to keep the Kings 
and Princes his Vaſfals, and all his other Subjects 
in peace, But he .could not cafily imagine; that 
after ſo many 'vicories and ſuccefſes, which, were 
nois'd all ovex the World, any would be ſo-foel (h 
and bold as to attempt a rebellion again!t him : the 
Empreſs ſent him alſo word, that in expectation 
of his return ſhe would provide all things nced- 
ful co circumciſe the Son, whom God hal ”- 
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them, and who was able to undergo that painful 
ceremony. All theſe” things ſettled his mind 66 
that he rclolved to depart home wards, affoon as he 
had ſecured the Conquett of ZZgypt. 

News came to himalſo from Chine., that the Chi- 
n:ſes had endeavored ſome ſtirs, but Odmar had (cvere- 
ly puniſh'd them in a bloody battle, where the Kings 
brother had been kilPd, this had ſecured the Em- 
perouron that ſide, Odmar after the rebellion had 
mlarg'd and proſecuted the conquelts of his Ma- 
ſter, but the Old Emperour had ſent him orders to 
4ppeaſc allthings, and to preſcrve only what he had 
conquered beyond the River of Flezan. | 

When Axalls was departed with. the Van-guard, 
he terrified all the Inhabitants of Africa; for the 
—_ imagin'd thatall the Emperours: Army fob 
owed him , ſo that two and twenty petty Kings of 
that Country ſent to him theirEmbaſladors to ſub-it 
themſelves to his mercy. But the Sxltan in his tiight 
was forſaken of all men, his Soldiers return'd back 
in Troops to yield to Axalla every day. Arſambei 
alſo his Licutenant General ſent to have the Em- 
perours fafe conduct, which was granted ro him, 
He came therefore and intrcated' him, that fecing 
his Maſicr had been driven out of all his domi- 
nioris, he would be ſogracious to hinvas to admit 
him in his fervice 3 the Princes humanity received 
him kindly and granted him all that he could de- 
fire 3 fo that Arſanmbei ſwore to- be faithful tohim. 
But this perkdious Traitor had another defign in 
his mind. He had promis'd the Swzltan to afſalſ- 
nate the Emperour. That he might ſucceed the 
better in this execution of this Villainy, he had 
cauſed four thouſand Mamelreky to be received in 
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the ſervice of Tamerlan in Alexandria. They were to 
aiſt him in this wicked attempt in Alexandria, where 
he was buſily employed in ſetling his conquered Coun- 
tries in peace. The Execution was intended ina morn- 
ing,when the Prince,according to his cultome, ſhould 
pive publick audience to the complaints that were tt- 
ually made to him. His guards were teri thouſand 
men, but then there were not above twelve hundred 
that waited upon him every day.The Traitor Arſembei 
had made ſeveral of the inhabitants of the Town ac- 
quainted with their deſign, they were to riſe: pin 
Armes at the fame moment of time that the Prince 
ſhould be, kili'd , which they thought to be 
more feaſable than really it was, the four thouſand 
Mamelucks were in the Town to aR as ſoon 'as they 
ſhall have a command. Three weeks more paſFd after 
the murder was appointcd and reſolved upon before 
the day appeared for the execution of it, it was but 
the day before, that the Prince had given himone of 
the moſt beautiful and fouteſt Borſes of his Stables. 
He had alſo given order to his people to pay him a 
great reſpe&, this Villain therefore drew near to 
the Emperours perſon in his Tent, which was open 
to all, that deſfized to make their addrefits to him. 
We muſt take notice, that the City of Alexan- 
dria is built in fuch a manner, that all the Houſes 
are flat on the Top, fo that it is poſſible to paſs 
over them, from one to the other. In this place 
Arſembei had appointed thoſe perſons to be ready, 
to help him at the ſame moment, that he ſhould 
have accompliſh'd his wicked purpoſe : at a diſtance 
the Prince ived him drawing towards . his 
perſon, he ask'd him what he deſired, for he won- 
derd to ſee him in this place, which was d:Fencd 
O 2 oncly 
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only. for fach as could not have , agccſs at other 
times to his perſon , as Soldizrs and + the meaner 
ſort of peoplc, and not for a man of the quality 
of Arſembei. He could not imagine, what might 
be the cauſe of this appearance. He obſerv'd him 
again, and (aw that his countenance chang'd its co- 
lour, which caus'd him to fix his eyes upon him, 
and take notice of his motion. Arſembei at that 
inſtant, with his drawn Sword in his hand ran to 
him, but the Prince drew his likewiſe as ſpeedi- 
ly, and leaping. back two or three'paces to avoid 
the firoak "with a back blow, he cut almoſt in two 
the Varlets,arm, lifted up toaim at him z at that 
moment every one ran to help, and ftccour the 
Prince. The firſt man ſiruck him down with a 
blow upon the head, the wound was not mortal, 
the Emperour would not ſuffer him to be kill'd 
there, that he might learn from him his affociates, 
but this Villain broke out into Lamentation, and 
complaint at the deſtiny of his good Malter, b-cauſe 
this laſt attempt, an expreſſion of his affection for 
im, had been uſcleſs. The Prince ask'd him, 
wherefore he had ſpared him in a juſt War, 
and in the hghr, to aflailinate him now in atrea- 
cherovs manner, after ſo many protcitations of his 
ſerv.ce and love, but he made no other anſwer, 
but this, Let me dy, let me dy. The great Cady or 
Lrrd Cheit Juſtice ſcrz'd npon him, who together 
with the Lords of the privy Council examin'd him. 
In the mcan while the City and Camp were all in 
Arms, And the Princes Guards were mount- 
ed on Horſcback. All the Guards were doubled, 
the Haven was ſecured, and the Emperour went 
þ: me t2 his Lodgings, glad of fo narzow an cleape 
WILNOUT 
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without harm from ſo a great danger. 

But the Captains and Souldiers crowded about 
the Palace with an earneſt dehre to behold him 
With their eyes, offering to fasc the Guards, that 
would not ſuffer them to cater. They ask d to look 
ppon him with threatning words 3 for they would 
have thought him dcad had -they :not {cen him, 
The Prince had a wind ta reſt himfclt, but at laſt 
he was forc'd to yield to their impatient delires. 
He went out to them, «ffuring them that he was, 
well and in health, but the Army was not fatished, 
he was conſtrain'd to get on horſeback, and to ride 
about the Camp, Then the apprehentions ,, that 
had poſſeſſed the Souls of the Ofhcers ard Souldiers, 
ranith'd away by the preſence of him, who. they 
loved as tenderly as their lives, and were ſucceed- 
&d by extraordinary motions of, joy » fo that the 
Sy was hlled with thcir loud acclamations and cx» 
prcflions of gladneſs, | 

The Offender was examined at the rack,he con+ 
feſſed all the delign, and required «qarageoufly that 
he might be brought to his cnd: according to his dc» 
polition they went to ſeek the places where his aſſo» 
ciates were yet in number abour three hundred, they 
were all bound and carried to priſon, and inquiry 
was made tor all others round about the City. Some 
of the Inhabitants, who had been acquajated with 
the bulincſs, and had reccived Letters trom the Sm/- 
tan were not ſpared. Eut the Prince, who was na» 
turally an Enemy to all cruelty, ſceing that there was 
likcly much blood to be (pill'd ,xclolved to depart out 
of Alexandria, with an intent not to return to the Ci» 
ty again,till all the guilty perſons ſhould b: dilcover- 
64 and puniſh'd, 2 
Q 3 This 
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This great City appeared with a fad countenance, 
In every Corner were taken, and. all ſuſpe- 
&ed inhabitants were led to priſon. As (oon as they 
were convicted they were executed publickly, - 4r- 
fembei ſuffered firſt, He was ſtrangled, and for a re- 
membrance of his horrid Treaſon, ' his head was 
fixt upon a Pole in the Market place, and his Body 

rtered, All the Complices were dealt with in 

ſame manner, but ſorhe of the Citizens, that 
«were unſuſpected, were caſt into priſon, and after- 
wards fold for ſlaves, and tranſported into another 
Country. 

This was the end of this Tragedy , which 
was to begin by the Princes life, but the Majeſty of 
his looks, and his conrageous reſiſtance, help'd to 
fave him. I have oftentimes , Gaith Albacent, beard 
bim confeſs, that when Arſambci ftood before him, be 
imagined, that this Villain had ſome wicked deſign in 
= mind, po been afraid to 

ir iſe that wen him, and injure that Ke 
poly that be "beld & tte World, be wanld be 
cauſed bim to bave been ſtayed, ar ſoon as be ſaw bim 
fear, but be thought it ſufficient to look wpon bim. 
proteſted for bis part, that be feared no afſaſſinti- 
0s, That be bad a good Angel at bis Elbows, meat- 
ing bis guardian Angel, whom be named Meanicl, & 
ſaid, that be bad orders from God to preſerve bim from 
all ambuſhes. He cauſed his Image to be carried in 
Fis colours, and pluck'd down all Tigns of the Creſ- 
fant, the badge of the Ottoman Family, and infitad 
thereof, he erected an image of his Guardian Angel. 

All thistime Axalls was not idle, He had mar- 
ched a great way into Africs with the Army, and 
had ſubdued all the lower part of Lybia. Em- 
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TAMERLAN the Gteat, 183 
perour went thicther, and finding it a delicious 
Country he ſtaid there to refreſh his Army, and dif- 
pers'd them about, that they might have more 
convenicncy : Oncly Axalls was with the Body of 
an Army. So that in expeRation of the arrivalof 
Caliber, he was-baſie in ſetting theſe conquered 
Countrics in peace, The heats at that time were 
fo violent, that the Souldicrs were much the worſe 
particularly the Parthians, who live in a Country 
clinable to cold more than to hear. | 

When the Prince underſtood, that all was quict 
in Alexandria , he return'd to, the City, where at 
his firſt arrival, ſeveral Ambaſſadors came to him, 
from the Lords and Princes of Lyhis and Barbary, 
to ſubmit to him , and acknowledge him tor their 
Soveraign. Tamerlan requir'd Holtages from all 
whoſe Countrics where bordering upon Xgype, but 
he delixed from the 1elh nothing but cheir Faith, 
and forge outward expreſſions ot their good will. 
Thus every one yielded ELomage to this -new Mos 
narch, and hy theix ſubmithons publiſh'd abroad the 
largeneſs of his Dominions. 

Aﬀtcr all this, the Prince (eem'd to have a ſtrong» 
er inclination than ever he had bctore to return 
into his own Country, Age and Labour incline us 
naturally to ſeek for xeſt. He often ſaid, that he 
had heard his Father declare, That when a man is 
hve and forty, if Fortune hath favour'd him till 
then, hc t, if he be wiſc, to reſt ſatisfied with 
the favours he hath reccived, and endcavour only 
to preſerve what he hath, than to get more. That 
unconſtant Fortunc at that age is apt to change as 

y 45 our bodics, and that the wrinkles, which 
Pcarcd upon his face, _ him, that digpanckleh 

+ ay 
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days began to paſs away, and that this decline made 
him fear that Fortune would retake from all that ſhe 
had given him, He was the more carneſt and paſ- 
fion 1tc to return home, becauſe he was reſolved to 
imbelliſh the City of Samarcand, and ercrnize- there 
his name and memory 3 for that purpoſe he ſaught 
every where for all skilful Artifts, and men of in- 
duftry, and of comcly Bodics and Countcnances, to 
carrythem to this City , that they might acorm 
it, and cauſe it to he diſtinguiſh'd trom all others, 
As this had been his Cradle he was rcſolvid 
to make ic his Tomb, and to reſtore to the ſame 
ground, that which- he had borrowed from it. A 
certain Heathen, unto whom the Prince had ſhewn 
the ſtarcly Sepulcher, that he built for his body, 
which this ran wondred at, and ask'd him, where 
he wonald build another for his Soul. The Prince, 
with his cyes lifted up towards heaven, anſwered 
him, That his Soul ſhould return to the Place frong whence 
it war takn, ſcring that it wis of @ Divine Sub- 
fa nee. 

I may take notice of one remarkable paſſage more, 
he was reproved by a noted Prieſt of the Mabome- 
tan Faith, becauſe he forced not a!l the People that 
he ſubducd to make protcihon of the fame Religi- 
on. My Friend, replied Tamerlan to him, © fhall n+ 
wer do that, I cannot but think, that God delights in 
the diverfity of Religions amongft men. He*bates only 
thoſe that have nm Religion, or that deny bim, ſuch Per- 
four I would willingly baniſh owt of the Worl4, It is 
not but that I am fally perſwaded, that the way and 
method of my worſhipping of bim is the muſt pleafing to 
bim, But I ſpall give liberty to every one in all 
of my Empire to adare bim ar thy all bdicve 
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to be, in caſe their intent be to honour bim 'aloof 
and not to diſgrace bim by irreverence, 

Therefore he thought that every one ought to 
continue in the Religion wherehe was born, and 
brought up, in caſe one only God was worſhip. 
ped, +I thought ht to publiſh theſe partici lars 
of Tamerlans Religion, for there was no man, that 
ſroke of God with more reſpe& and dread, which 
was ſo great, that none could imagine a more fin- 
cre and more extraordinary devotion than that 
which he expreſſed outwardly. 

To return to the hiſtory. The Emperour received 
news that Caliber, in whole place the great Chamber 
lain govern'd the Army, was in his way and ncar 
Alexandria, which report cauſcd an univerſal joy afl 
over the Army, for his coming was likely to haſte 
their departure to their native Country, where 'they 
ſhould reſt from their labours and dangers, after the 
canqueſts of ſo many Nations. Axalls was commanded 
'at the ſame time torerurn with hisArmy,and the pare 
tics that were diſperſed abroad had orders ſent t 
to gather together in one body:the Emperor thought 
he to take out of Alex zndria ſeven or cight thouſand 
Inhabitans, placing other people in their ftead, and 
to leave in Garriſon fix thouſand horſe and ten 
thouſand foot. 

Whiles theſe things were doing Caliber arrived, 
and was received by the Prince in that kind man- 
ner , that his ſervices had deſerved , he gave him 
his Commiſſion and Inſtructions what to do in his 
abſence, and placed him under himas his Licure- 
nant General, in Alexandriz, and the Country round 
about, Zamolzan a man of great ation, he ap- 
pointed forty thouland horie hfty ethoulſand 
toor, 
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foot, to remain bthind with Caliber. Some of 
them were placed in Garriſons, in the firong Caſtles, 
and ncar the Sea-ſide, ani the reſt were tobein 
readineſs together in one body, and to be com 
manded by until Caliber ſhould return 
from Cairo, whither the Prince intended to lead 
him, totake poſſeſſion there of his Government of 
#xypt and Syria, and of all the Countries of Lybig 
and . which had ſubmitted robim. 

When the Emperour had thus ſettled all things, 
and underſiood , that all his new ſubjets were 
raviſh'd in admiration of his kindneſs, moderation 
and juſtice, and were not forry to be govern'd, and 
overcome by a Prince fo worthy to command , 
becauſe of his rare qualities, and good inclinations, 
when he had cauſcd the Inhabitans of Cairs, Alix- 
andris, and Syria, and of the Country thereabours, 
to ſwear to betaithful to him, hc cauſed -his Army 
to march homewards. 

The Van was commanded by Axalls, and the 
body of the Army, by the Priace of Tan is ; he had 

iven his orders to Caliber, how he dclircd that he 
bchave himfclf in his Government, and at 
his departure he embraced him as a friend. From 
Eaire he marched ftrait to Jeruſalem , whither 
he returned with few of his tollowecrs, he ftaid there 
eleven dayes to viſit again the Sepulcher of Jeſus 
Chriſt the God of Chriſtians , cvery day he went 
thither to perform his deyotions He cauſed alſo 
ſome of the Ground of this place to be carried 
with him to Samercand to honour and ſanRihe, as 
he ſaid the places there of devotion. 

He viſited again the ruincsof the Temple of Solo+ 

mar, that be might after that model build oge like 
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toit, at Samarcand. When he confidered this Ci 
ty which heretofore was the Royal Palace of Ds» 
wd and Solomon , he lamented to look upon the 
ruines, becauſc it was not yet in'its former {plendor- 
and glory, which caus'd it co be admired heretofore 
by all the World. Such was the Love and Incling- 
tion; that he had for things citeem'd Holy and Reli- 

| He had a cotitempt for the Jews and could 
not endure them, for be expreſſed a deteitation of 
their cruclty in murdering him, who came to fave 
them. The Emperour therefore out of his affecti- 
on for Jeruſalem, made it a free City without taxes, 
or fublides, or Garriſon. _—_——_—_6 
the Monaſterics, whom he reſpected while he con» 
tinucd there. 

As ſoon as the great Chamberlain was reecived 
as General in the Army , which Calibes had lefe 
hin, he went to befiege Meleg, a Town (cituate 
on the River , but when he had batter'd 
the Walls and reduc'd the Inhabitants to great wants, 
he was forced to raiſe the Seige, tor the City was re» 
kived by the Princes of Swear and Calder, and 
others, who had _ _—__ being thereunto 
incouraged by a falſe report that the Emperour 
had been defeated, This news had cauſcd all the 
neighbouring Provinces to riſe up in Arms ; before 
they were atraid to ſtir, but now they gathered to- 
gether in an Army and march'd againſt the 
Chamberlan to fight him, he had noorders from Te- 
werlan to adventure his Army in a battle, he there- 
fore retreated back and retrench'd him(clt along the 
River Expbrates, waiting there tor the coming ot the 
Enemies. They attempted ſeveral times-in vain, 
to force him to go out of the Trenches, _ 

ac 
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ſent News to the Emperour of the preſent poſture 
of his affairs, that he might have ſome ſuccour ſent 
him, for he thought that the Encmics would not be 
+ bold to adventure upon him in his ſtrength. Bur 
they were (o proud to have obliged him todepart 
from before Meleg, that they reſolved toafſaule his 
Camp, and the rather, becauſe they unagin'd that 
they had hilled his Army with fcars and apprehenhi. 
ons. They thought to ſucceed and to increaſe 
thereby the Glory of their Souldicrs, becauſe the 
Chamberlain was but a young man, whom they judg- 
ed to be without experience in War , and fitter 
for-a peaccable Court, where he had been train'd 
up, than for a Camp andan Army. They had nc- 
ver been fo bold it Calibes had yet command- 
ed there, for amongſt all the Commanders of Ta- 
merlan, Caliber was look'd upon to be the moſt ex- 
perienced and valiant Captain next to Axalla, In 
a morning therefore they lodg'd their Army near 
the Chamberlains Camp. He had givena firict com- 
mand that no Soldicr ſhould offer togo out, but to 
refit Noutly if they were aſſaulted. He drew upali 
his men in order of battle, and with the advice: 
and direction of ſome of his chick Officers placed 
"them in ſuch a' manner that he could ſuccour and 
relieve them in any placc, where thcy might be af- 
faulted, in this poſture they waited for the Enemy, 
who made to them with fury and great crycs. There 
was hfty thouland foot divided imto two partics, 


that they might attack the Camp in two ſeveral 
places. But the Tartarian Camp was fo ordercd 
that there was a place for the Cayalry to go out and 
hght under the ſhelter of the Trenches. The E- 
nemies had not minded it, therefore they had ſent 
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away .theirs beyond a ſmall River , whether they 
imagin'd that the Tartars would retreat in haſte, 
for tear of their foot, and by that means they wauld 
purſue and cut them off. In the Chamberlains Camp 
were ”m__ thouſand horſe and forty thouſand 
foot, with a great deal of baggage and many priſoners, 
whom the great Chamberlain had cauſcd to work ſo 
briskly in che Trenches, that they were ſtronger than 
the Walls of the Town of - Thehghc laſt- 
&d three hours, the Tarters d themiclves 
bravely. And ſo many of the Encmics Army were 
deltroyed, that the Chamberlain imagin'd that he was 
able to aſſault them in his turn; tor that purpoſe, 
whiles his men dallicd with the affailours, to 
keep them in heart, he commanded out his Cavalry, 
by that way mentioned before, which broke in up= 
on the Enemies infantry , fo furiouſly, that they 
killed them at their pleaſure, till they were weary, 
At that inſtant he underitood that the Encmles 
Horſe were coming back dver the River to help 
their foot, which cauſcd him to found a retreat 
into the Trenches, for he was not willing to 
hazard any thing but ___ terms, knowi 
that. this Cavalry was com of thirty thouland 
men. The Enemy loſt this day five and twenty 
thouſand of their beit Souldicrs, not only by the 
fally of the Horſe, but alſo at the aſſaulting of the 
Camp. The General or chief Commander of this 
expedition, bcing the King of Armeniz nuned Ele» 
zar, loſt his Life in giving great teſtimonies of his 
courage and valour. * 
As ſoon as the Emperour had received the news 
ſent rohim from the great Chamberlain of theriting 
of the Princes of Perſuu and Armenia, and of the re- 
leif 
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licfof Meleg, he diſpatched away Axallas with the 
Parthians Cavalry, but he had not- marched three 
dayes journy , but he reccived the news of their 
overthrow. He ſent word of it to Tamerlan expeCting 
at Damaſcus other orders. 

As ſoon as the Emperour underſtood theſe things 
he cauſed them to be publiſh'd abroad, and ſent word 
to Calibes , that he might, by diſperſing the news 
amongſt the Troops, ſatisfy all diſcontented minds, 
who were perſwaded that the Chamberlains Army 
was totally defeated, RE Eeperece expreſſed more 
joy of this Victory than for all that he cvcr won in his 

own perſon,ſome think that it proceeded from a (atiſ- 
faction to havenot been miſtaken in the choice he 
made of the great Chamberlain, toaCt in an employ 
that feem'd to be the capacity of a young 
man, for had he miſcarried many would have cx. 
claimed againſt the Prince, to have pitched upon 
him ,; his wiſe conduc and valour won him the 
praiſes of every one, and of Temerlen alſo, who could 
not forbear to commend him. It was then report- 
ed that the Empcrovr havinga great defire to re- 
turn to his Kingdome and Patrimony,that he might 
fecure it by his prefence 3 for fear that a longer 
abſence or ſome other diſgrace, ſhould beger an in- 
, Clination in ſome ot his people to be troubleſome, 
was reſolved for the future to govern his Armics by 
his Licutenants, and. therefore before the Winter 
he would paſs over the Mountains of Imaws, He 
ſent orders to Axalls to return and ſtopin the road, 
in M ftrong places of Judes he places his Garriſons, 
and in Syria, Of other Cities that he had no mind to 
guard he pulled down the Walls, ſome people 
whom he {uſpcRed, he carried with him,put others

in their room, 'and iti ſeveral Provinces he made 
new Collonies, as he had done in Zgypr and elſe- 
where, He ſent home about this time, the ſuccours 
of the Greek Emperour., he cauſed the meaneft 
Souldicr to receive his pay, ang treated (© liberal- 
ly the Officers of the late Prince Andronicas, that 
they departed wonderfully well fatisked , that 
Tamerlan was as much to be admired for his 
nihcencgs: And gratitude, as for his other rare 
qualities, about this time his Chancellour, whoſe ad- 
vice he followed in many things , moved him in 
this juncture of time , to ſeize upon the Empire 
of Greece before he retarned to Tartary , ſhewing 
him how needful thoſe Countries would be to him, 
now that he had conquered the Territories of . the 
Sultan, that great Princes are not to keep their word 
and promiſes, no longer than they are uſeful for 
their Countery. He repreſented to him , that he 
was the man, whom all the World look'd upon, 
ws their Prince, that many Nations lived peacably 
under his proteQon, that he ought not to negle&t 
an advantage which would procure to the Parthians 
and Tartarians much honour and glory, and that 
it was necedful for him to take that Empire-into 
his hands, that he. might make Conſtantinople, the 
chicf ſeat of all the conquered Countries, that he 
might have nothing but the Seca to limit his do» 
minions. Tamerlan returned him - this anſwer, thar 
he *defired that the Empire of the Parthians 
might have narrower bounds in oblerving the rules 
of Juſtice, than to inlarge them by -the commiſſion 
of a crime. That the Emperour of Greece was his 
friend, his neighbour and his Ally, that if hedid 
offer to forget himſelf, and break the bonds of aimiry 

that 
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that tied them together, and the faich which had 
been ſolemnly ſivorn, he wold make him experi» 
ence his power, and that God-would doubtleſs al- 
Gift him in the proſecution of a juſt cauſe, IT think, 
faid he, to him, my friend, I cannot do any thing 
more honourable, and more glorious, for my Em- 
pire and for the Parthian Nation, than to make 
Poſterity to underftand , that an Emperour of 
that Nation came from a far Country on purpoſe 
to givea check to the boldneſs, and inſlency of 
Bajazet, and to free the Nobility of Greece from his 
unmercitul Tyranny , and though I could have 
taken all their Country into my hand with caſc, 1 
have abſtained from the ſurpriſal of a Great Em- 
pie, and of the moſt beautitul City ot the world, 

thatI have neglected all the motions of ambition 
to follow the rules of Juſtice and equity, I may with 
reaſon boaſt, that I have not gained a more glori- 
ous ViRtary than this, though I have conquered fo 
many Nations and diffcring people, and that my 
Armies have alwaycs been happy and ſucceſsful. It 
1s ag ordinary thing to win battles, and ſubdue 
Kingdomes, and Empircs , many have performed 
theſe things betore mx, but few of thoſe Conquer- 
ours arc to be found, who have cauſcd their ambi- 
tion to ſubmit, and be ruled bytheir juſtice, they 
have for the moſt part when power was in their 
hands for thcir conveniency, ſeized upon other 
mens cftates, and plundered the Provinces balong» 
ing toother men, I ſhall recommend this example 
to Poltcrity, that equity hath been alwayes the rule 
of my aQtions, the faith I keep to my-encmics makes 
then; to become my moſt afared friends, what ct- 
ic, think you,that it will haye upon thoſe on - 
alrcady

ready mine, Will not my honourable and juſt 
— and increaſe my well wiſhers ? 
Approve therefore my dealing, and perſwade menot 
for the future to at contrary toit. The Chancel- 
lour, who was a wiſe man, but inclinable toambi- 
tion, ſubmitted toſuch ſtrong reaſons and departed. 

He told Alhbacent immediately after all the parti- 
culars of this diſcourſe, he hath therefore inſerted it 
in his Hiſtory, that the World might know the excel» 
lent temper and the noble courage of this Prince. 
Therefore he, who ſhall ſce in him ſo many rare ver- 
tucs, will not eafily aſcribe, to meer chance or blind 
fortune, which favours wicked men as often as it: 
doth the beſt natures, his great ſucceſſes and glori- 
ous conqueſts: but he will doubtleſs conteſs, that his 
proſperitics were bleſſings of Heaven, and rewards 
of his Picty and Vertucs in this life. 

When the Emperour was at Damaſeus, he ut- 
terly ruined that City, becauſe it had reſiſted him, 
his Army lodg'd there cight days. Axalls, who 
expected him therc, had orders to ſend fix thouſand 
horſe to the aſſiſtance of the great Chamberlain : 
That he might paſs more ſecurely and more bold- 
ly over ates to the ficge of Meleg , he tcok 
it in three days as well as Raffan. All the Coun- 
try thereabouts ſubmited to the Prince, tut chie(- 
ly the Cities upon the River Expbrates, The Prince 
of Tanais commanded his party 'to ſtay for him at 
the paſſage, that he might march with all his forccs 
together towards the Emperour, who embraced him 
very kindly, and in the preſence of all his chict Of: 
cers, extolled his valour and courage, He ſent hin, 
afterwards to his Government with order to (cd 
back the (ix thouſand horſe, which, had been fen : te 
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bim, that they might joyn with the Van-guerd com 
manded by Axallz,tromr whence they had been taken, 
The whole Army marched ina line, Axal2 upon the 
right hand, the great Chamberlain upon the Ictt, and 
the Emperour in the middle of the Troops. The 
Prince of Tanais was with him, I (hall not bufie my 
ſelf in reckoning up all the Cavalry and Com- 
panics of Infantry in the Army, nor the great Cap- 
tains and Princes who commanded there, for fear 
of being too prolix in this narration. I ſhall on- 
ly ſay, that the Emperour arrived at Meleg, wherc he 
went over Empbrates and ſeparated ten thouſand 
horſe and fifteen thouſand foot, to ſend back to Cali- 
bes, that he might uſe them incaſe of need. The 
Prince of Aracen had the command of them. 

He was ordered fhrit to march to Babylon and 
take it, The Emperour remain'd ſtill at Mel, to 
wait and ſce the ſucceſs of this Commiſſion from 
Babylon, the Prince of Aracen was to ſend to Caliber to 
know whether he ſhould not want greater afſiſtances, 
for Tamerlan had notice that the Sultan was in mo- 
tion with a ſirong party. Caliber ſent word that he 
ſaw no likelihood of any Rebellion, becauſe from all 
parts everyone ſubmitted to the Empire of Tamer- 
lan. After a few days repoſe, in the ſame place, he 
caus'd his Army to march dircly towards Armenia 
ſcrding .a party through Diabreroth, tochaſtiſc ſome 
petty Kings, who had revoltcd from him, and ſub- 
due the Provinecs that reach as far as the mouth of 
Euphrates, All thcſe things ſucceeded very happily 
and the little Kings ſent their Ambaſſadours to yield 
and promiſe him obedience, But tor the better un- 
derftanding of this Hiſtory, we mult know that fince 
the Chriltian or Roman Empire, thcſe people had 
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been govern'd ſometimes by the Turks, ſometim's 
by the Sultans, now by the Caliphs, at anvther time 
by the Lieutenant Generals ot the Romans, (© has 
the (ſtrongeſt alwaies held and commanded them : 
they were continually pillaged and ruined by the (e- 
veral invaſions of Forreign Armics. But the Em= 
perour ſ{cized into his hands the paſſages over Er- 


phrates, that he might with more caſe fucconr Ag yfe 


in caſe of necd,which happen'd but little atter,for the 
Army was not farther than Armenia, when a mc(- 
ſenger came poſt from Caliber todelire help. The 
Prince of Aracen was,gimmcdiately diſpatch'd and 
ſent towards Agypr, and Tamerlan went himſelt to 
Babylon, to territic the more the Inhabitants in cafe 
they would offer to withſtand him, and to aſſure 
them of his bounty and mercy in caſe they would ac- 
cept of it. Hefſent away Axallz with the Vanguard 
in the way towards Armeniz, to proceed on without 
contrary orders. 

In Eleven daycs Tamerlin marched tof Babylon, 
which yeilded, as all other places thereabouts, He 
appointed the great Chamberlain to fortitic Rome- 

at, becauſe it was an advantageous poſt, and gave 
him the Government of all the Country, ncar 
Exphrates as faras Armenia, recommending to him 
the Inhabitants of Babylon, who had ſhewa a grcac 
reſpe& to their new Maſter, for. they were for the 
moſt part deſcended from the Tartars. For this 
City heretofore was taken by the Prince of Sx- 


 Chetay his Father, who tranfportcd thither a Par. 


thian Collony to ſecure it ,Qbut fince that time , 
they were ſo much vex'd by the Perftans and Ma. 
melucks, that they were obliged to ſubmit to thum, 
N-vertheleſs, they had a great affection for their 
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Country, and a rerrembrance of their Country-men; 
for this cauſe; was the Prince tavourable to them, 
and look'd not upon their City as a conquered 
place, but as his own Patrimony newly recovers 
ed from the Enemy. It was hrit taken by $: 
hali, one of his Fathers Lieutenant Generals, who 
had left a good name and eſteem behind him in 
Sachetay, becauſe of his great ſervices that he ren- 
der'd to his Country. From this City the Prince 
made haſte towards Armenia, for Axalla had ſent him 
word that a Perſian Prince, named Gwines, was com- 
ing to make peace with higz, and render him ho- 
mage for his Country. This news cauſed him 
with all ſpeed to march towards him, and out of 
a reſpe& to him to meet him in the way. For 
" Tamerlan had a great eſteem for him , becauſe 
of his reputation of holineſs, he thought him- 
ſelf happy to be acquainted with ſuch a religious 
and devout perſon. He left the conduct of the 
Atmy with: the Prince of Tanais to follow him, 
foftly advancing, before to the place where Axall 
waited for Gaines to receive and welcome him. 
The Emperour had alſo diſpatched the Prince 
of Liſeaceau and his Chancellour, to affure him of 
his affetion and joy to ſee him. For he was re- 
ſolved to ſhew him all the honour that he could 
polſibly expreſs, and to gratihe him in all things. 
Tamerlan had news brought him that he was hard 
by coming to him with a mean attendance ac+ 
companicd with beaſts .of all kinds with which, 
he ſid, he inſtructed men, The Emperour went 
to meet him in great State, 
As ſoon as Grines per<cived him at a diſtance, he 
lifted up his eyes to Heaven, and prayed for the Prin- 
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ces greatneſs, and the propagation of his Prophets Re- 
lgion,but he excommunicated and curſed the Turks, * 
zs the Enemies of his Faith. The Emperour was 
ſurpriſed to ſee him in ſuch a contemptible garb 
and appearance, but he was fo far from defpitin 
him for it, that he honoured him the more. and 
becauſe he was naturally a great admirer of ſuch 
fort of people, he gave him a preſcne which the 
other accepted with Joy. He gave him fifteen 
or ſixteen thouſand Priſoners taken from the E- 
nemy, that'he might inſtruct them in the Pria- 
cples of his Religion. This gift was ſo much the 
more grateful to Lim, becauſe thereby his power 
increas'd, and he d to make theſe men imi- 
fate his manners and receive his Dofrine. But 
this ſeeming devotion was not fo pleaſing to the 
Courtiers, as it was to the Emperour, For they 
had good reaſon to blame the proceedings of this - 
Perfian Prince, who, under a colour of holincls and 
piety, knew how to take from his neighbours their 
Country and Eſtates. | 

They blamed alſo Tamerlan, for ſuffering him- 
ſelf to be cozen'd with his hypocrifies, and go- 
vern'd by that ſubtil Bigot. Bur wher'all things 
are conſidered, that reverence that is due to Reli- 
gion, and Tamer ans charitable thoughts of others 
anſwerable to his own ſincerity, will cauſe all won» 
der to ceaſe , for his undeſerved-” reſpedts to this 
great Cheat. Iam not of opinion of thoſe that bee 
ieve that a Sovereign Prince might ought not to 
have ſo much regard to Religion, for it is a thing 
that never any man had cauſe to complain of. 

It was not without deſign that Gwines vilited the 
Enperour with all that outward appearance of hu- 
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mility and devotion. Onely his private bene» 
fig cauſcd him to take on this Mask. He was not 
ſiconp enough to maintain a neutrality or 
the paſſage of the Army. He delixed therefaxe 
to infinuate himſclf into the favour, and obtain 
the protection pt its chief Commander, And as 
he found the Prince inclin2ble to Picty, he thought 
that the beſt means to ſecure his intereſt would 
b: ro make a profeſſion of Vertue and Rcligi- 
on, .He fcldome went from the Emperours 
Elbows , and declared himfclt to be the Pro» 
tetour of the Nations that confine upon Perſia, 
exhorting them all to imitate his example, and 
yield obedience to the Emperour, This forced 
gnd interclied humility proved advantageous to 
him and to his ſucceſſours, for it laid a foundati- 
on to his and their future greatneſs, by his means 
all Perfia ſubmitted to him, Taxris onely except- 
cd, This is a great rich and powerful City, hav- 
ing a great many Towns belonging to it, It was 
governed by a Commonwealth , and could no 
{uficr the riling greatneſs of Gwines, whoſe deligns 
it labcur'd to thwart, 

There was a Captain named Taliſmzbar choſen 
by the Inhabitants, for the General of their Mi- 
litia, And at that janture of time they had 
made him their Soveraign to command them in 
chict. This Captain wndcritood how wclcoue 
Guines had been to the Prince, and that without 
doubt, he would not fail to folicite him, to he- 
hege Tawrir, ard altcr the Government. But he 
hoped that Tamerlan, very pafſionate for his return, 
would not infiſt nor continue obſtinate in this de- 
tign, it he ſhould pcrceive the people rcfolved in 4 
coaregious defence, + As 
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As ſoon as he had ſetledevery thing in hisnew 
principality , he diſpatched away Embaſſadours 
to Tamerlan to underſtand his intentions» They 
had orders to tell him, that Gwines by a pretence 
of devotion and reformation in Religion, ufurp*+ 
ed the lands of his neighbours, and by a damnabl: 
hypocrific ſeized upon other mens eſtates and in» 
heritances. The Emperour ſcem'd to be ſurpriſe 
ed to hear that which he UYclired not to believe 
concerning Gmwines, and ſent back word to Taliſ= 
mabar, to come to him in perſon, and accuſe Guines 
of the things he laid to his charge. He fenthim 
alſo word, that he intended to re-enter into the 

flefſion of his ancient Rights in Perſiz, and that 

would force all thoſe that would offer to with- 
ſtand him or -refuſe to render what belong'd 
to him. He was very attentive to the Embaſla- 
dours diſcourſe, for by it, he diſcover'd the means 
to enlarge his Empire through their diviſions. 
He underſtood likewiſe, That the Cloak, of Religi» 
m is fit to bide mmy baſe Cheats, But he would 
not diſcover his intentions, only he march'd forward 
with Guines in his company, an whereſoever he 
went, all pcople and perſons ſubmitted and yield- 
ed obedience. According to his uſual cuttome, 
he put hew Colonies into all fortifhed Towns, 
which might give him any jealouſie. The exam» 
ample of Gziner had a great influence upon all 
the Inhabitants, to oblige chem to obey Tamerlans 
Commands, 

But his moſt carneſt deſire was to get Tawris, a 
conliderable City, for its greatneſs, 1trength, and 
power, and the chict of the Country. Heendea- 
youred to win it by policy, for heſent thither his 
P 4 Agents 
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Agents to promiſe Taliſmabar , another Govern- 
nazot in his Empire. Which doubtleſs, he would 
have <ccepted willingly, had it not -been for Guiner, 
his mortal Enemy, whom he ſaw ſo welcome to the 
Prince. The fear therefore of his malice, cauſed 
him to perſwade the Inhabitants to endure all mi. 
ferics rather than to fall under the command of 
that falſe Prophet. The Emperour* was vexcd to 
inde: ftand their reſolution, and that Gwiner's fa- 
vour with him and company was the greatefi 
obſtacle to the ſurrending of this great City. Tx 
merlan acquainted him with it very kindly to be 
ſooner rid of him, for that purpoſe he loaded 
him with honours and gifts, and obliged him to 
return to his own Country after fourteen or fifteen 
days abode with him , Gminer's Country ſtretches 
it {elf from Sancawſan, as tar as the Caſpian Seca, 
Axalls was then commanded to go forward with 
his Vanguard into the Territory of Tawris, to-de- 
ſiroy all that ſhould offer to make any reſiliance 
with fhre and ſwotd. By this means, and the ad- 
vice of Gnines, he ſubducd the Provincesof Glaw- 
ture and Tapereffn, which till then reſiſted thede- 
ſigns and invaſions of the Tartars, 

As ſoon as Taliſmabar underſtood that the Ar- 
my was approaching into his Country, he rcſolv- 
ed to draw towards them with his Cavalry and 
Infantry to ſtrengthen the places which might 
ſtop and hold out againſt the Enemy. * He had 
with him thirty thouſand good ſtout horſe ableto 
make rcliſtance, commanded as they were by an 
experienced General, The Tartarian Army 
was tircd out with their tedious journey and con- 


tinual march belides they wantcd provilions A 
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this ſeaſon, in the beginning of the winter not fit for 


a Camp. Put Taliſmabay was chiefly troubled at 


the unconſtancy ct the Inhabitants of Taris, who 
were inclinable , it any miſhap ſhould fall upon 
his Army, to riſe in armes againſt him and mutiay 
in the City. This apprehenſion aid him in the 
lace, arid cauſed him to ſend againſt the Tartars 
þis Cavalry, under the command of his Licute. 
nant, named Camarer, a many of experience and 
faithful. He ordear'd him to weary his enemies 
as much as poſſible, and not to venture ro hghe, 
bur u furprizals, and in caſes of advantage, 
For Taliſmaber knew for certain, that a great Ar- 
my, that muſt needs cover over a great c 
of ground, could not but ſcatter about. His de- 
ſign therefore was to cut off the looſe Troops and 
the skirts of the Army. 

The Emperour foreſaw his intent, therefore he 
wiſely commanded Axallfto be upon his guard, 
and to take heed leſt his men ſhould be ſurprized 
unawares, for he was already in the Country be- 
longing to Tawris, and had ſent his ſummons to a 
Town, named Cafechion , Camares had 
ſtrengthen'd with a party of Squldiers.. The Go» 
vernour refuſed to yicld, which caus'd Ax:lls to ' 
block dp the place, and with all ſpeed he raiſed a 
mount on a ſudden, from whence the Tartzre dif. 
covered their encmics upon the walls, and killed 
great numbers of them. Eut this diſadvantage 
was {o far from affrighting them, that ic ſeenrd 
to= encourage them the more. - So that Axalls 
weary of their obltinacy commanded aa general Aſo 
fault, which forced them rather by the numbers 
of the beliegers, than tor want of courage in the 
beliz® 2d, 
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belieged, The Tartarienr ſpared none within the 
Walls, but kill'd every man. Whiles they were, 
bulily imployed in plundering the Town, Camu- 
res arriv'd witha party of horſe to relieve it, not 
knowing that it was taken, In his way he met 
with ten thouſand Horſe (ent to wait in the road. 
For Axalls had imagin'd he would make this at- 
tempt. —_—_ _ = thouſand = his ment 
attack them, which they performed fo couragi- 
ouſly , that they drove themto their body of horſe, 
where Axalls was in perſon: in the mean whites 
Camares fiaid with the reſt of his Army in good 
order, animating and encquraging his men, But 
when he ſaw what had happen'd, he was afraid of 
the coming of the whole Tartarian Army , there» 
fore he ſoundcd a retreat, arid marched fill in good 
order, with an eyc upon Axalls's motion not to be 
ſurprized. This experienced Captain ſoon perceived 
his intent,therefore he order'd fix thouſand Parthian 
horſe to follow cloſe after him, and to aſſault. if 
they could.the enemies Cavalry, which was dccord- 
ingly performed with courage. The hght there» 
fore was renew ween theſe fix thoutand Par- 
thians and'the four thouſand cnemics horſe with- 
out any appcarance of victory on either fide , but 
they fill continued in their retreat obſcrving a 
good order till they came to the paſſage of a River, 
where Camares (ecir;'d ro intrench himielt; for that 
e he drew up all his men in order of batte], 
and ſcized upon all the paſſages ſending often his 
Troops torclieve them that were roo hardly bc- 
fer by the Tartarians: but in the mean while Ax+ 
ella had cauſcd his Infantry to advance, and to force 
one of the paſſages, but they tound that Canares 
with 
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with his men were gone a great way, having left 
behind thema garriſon in Gorgeebin, a (mall Town, 
able to hold out cight or ten dayes 3 this was the 
way that he tvuok to weary and tire out the Tarts- 
rian Army : belides he made a deſtruction cvery 
where of proviſions and fodder, that his enemics 
Army might meet with no relict in their march, 
hoping by this crafty procuntinges lengthen the 
war But the Inhabitants of Gorgechin had no ſuch re> 
ſolution, they had freſh before their cyecs the fad cx- 
ample of a ncighbouring Town ſuthcicntly puniſh- 
cd for its obltinacy in reſiſting the Tartarian Ar- 
my , they were not willing to fall into the ſame 
calamity , but to improve the folly of their 
neighbours. This cauſed them to defire to capi- 
tulate, which was granted, and the Town yielded 


[91 
F axalls there ungerſiood that Camares was at 
Archiech, ten leagues off, He detached ten thou» 
ſand Parthian Horſe, fix thouſand Scythian, and 
ten thouſand choſen Stradiots to ſee to ſurprize 
him. The better to compals his delign he ſent a 
report before, that Gergechin did yet hold out a- 
gainſt him in expeRation of being relieved, only 
to cauſe Camares toltay, He advanced till with 
that choſen party, and gave order to the reſt of his 
Army to follow ſpccdily after him. By this fubtle- 
ty he ſurprized the Enemies unawarcs in a mortte 
ing» as they lay cucamped about a Country Town, 
In the way he mct with a thouſand Horſe, whom 
he put to flight, and purſued 2s far as their Camp. 
Then he drew up his men in battle, in the avenues 
and wayes thereabouts, that his enemies might 
not eſcape without bghting. And becauſe they 
, wer? 
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were {o pen'd up, that there was but one way for 
Camares toretreat with his Army, Axalls placed 
there all his infantry in the enemies view : when 
he underſiood that Camares had nothing but horſe 
with him, he cauſed leveral Trenches tobe drawn 
to hinder the horſe from getting out, Ot all 
theſe paſſages he had ſent word tothe Emperour, 
who was marching ſpeedily after him, having ſent 
before in all haſte, the Prince of Tanair, with 
twenty thouſand horſe. 

Camares thought that the whole Army had fur- 
rounded him, ſeeing therefore a neceſſity , cither 
to yield without rcfiftance, or fight with difad- 
vantage, there being but one way for him to c- 
ſcape out, which was alſo ſtrongly guarded, he re- 
ſolved to ſave himſclt berimes. For that purpoſe 
he had made a Trench a long a little hill, under 
which he drew up his men with a full purpoſe to 
break through four thouſand Tartarian home pla- 
ced there to guard that paſſage. He thought that 
he could cafily cut in picccs fo ſmall a number, 
that flood in his way, Therefore about midnight, 
the Moon yieldinga great light, as Axalla was ri- 
ding about to viſit his Guards with two thouſand 
Horſe, he underſtood, that the Enemy was kind- 
ling hres about that Trench. He foon perceived 
their intent, therctore he gave orders to have all 


his Horſemen ready mounted, This could not be 


ſo ſoon done, but the enemies were making a way 
through the Guards at the paſſage. They aflaulted 
them at firſt with two thouſand Horſe, who found 
the Tartars for the moſt part a foot and unprovi- 
dcd , fo that they eaſily ran over-them, But as 
they were advancing , they mct with another 
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Trench which had been drawn in ition to 
theirs. This ftopp'd them a while'and gave time 
and leafure to the Tartars to arm wm their 
Companions. Their enemies wanted no courage 
to reliſt and aſſaule them, for they won the Trenches, 
which they laboured with the afliſtance of ſoine foot 
to level, In this place the hurly burly was great, 
and the t bloudy, for the Intantry being ſud- 
dainly could not cafily rally, but wereal- 
moſt all cut in pei But as they advanced fur- 
ther than they have done they gave an oc» 
cafion and time to fix thouſand of Axalls'r horſe, 
who were upon Guard about half a mile diſtant, 
to come in good time to charge them in diſorder. 
In this manner Camaresr paſſed over the firſt 
Trenches, and was advancing forward —_ 
his men, when Axalls came in ſuddainly to hi 
with two or three thouſartd horſe, whom he had 
found ready, ſecing therefore the danger of his men 
he charged without diſpute, the enemy who was 
looking about for a way to retreat with no in« 
_ hazard a battle. —_ OASIS 
caped th a paſſage, w they t e 
had —_ Y, if they had not met with fix 
thouſand men, whom Axalls had appointed toſtop 
there, Camerer attackt them in vain, he was dri- 
ven back with loſs, which cauſed him to try ano* 
ther place lower with a purpoſe to hght his way 
through, if he could not break through otherwiſe. 
When he faw himſclt purſued fo cloſe at the heels 
by 4xalls, with ſeven thouſand Parthian horſe and 
Stradiots, he taced about with twelve or thirteen 
thouſand men that he had yet left, and then like 
a furious beaſt in deſpair, he fell upon Axals's par- 
ty. 
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tr. In this moment of time he ſhewed his wif. 
dome and courage, and reccived the enemies charge 
without loſing much ground. At the ſecond charge 
Axalla's horſe was killed under him with a Lance, 
but he was as foor: mounted again, had it not been 
for the coming in of Damacen, whom he expected, 
and who had orders to follow him with cight or ten 
thouſand freſh horſe, he had been forced to a retreat, 
When this party came in they found Axalg's men 
broken, though they yet oþſtinately held out againſt 
the furious enemy. But the coming of theſe freſh 
Troops, routcd and utterly defeated them: When 
Camares aw unto what neceſſity he was dri- 
ven, he endeavoured to rally all his broken Army, 
and to make way through his enemies, but in this 
hſt attempt, he was killed in the hght perform» 
mg actions worthy of 'an immortal Name, All 
this was done in the night by the light of the 
Moon. The Prince of Tanais was then in the 
Camp to guard it, The next day the Emperour 
himſclf arrived , where the battle was tought, 
when he ſaw the number of the Nain, he conld wor * 
ſulkciently praiſe Axalls for his wiſdome, carc, ard 
carriage, but he would not pardon the unworthi- 
neſs, the negligence , and flothfulneſs of tho 
Captains, that were then upon the Guard, wh» 
had been ſurprized unawarcs, He cauſed ty 
be cxamin'd and tried, they were found guilty, 
and punifhed according to the Law of Arms. 
The Inhabitants of Archiecho had received in- 
to thcir Town, hve or fix thouſand of the fad re- 
mains of the Perfian Army, but when they ſaw 
the reſt detcated, and Camares head they had no 
courage to withitand or make reliſtance, they des 
fixed therefore Articles, The 
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The our granted them peace upon condi- 
tion, that thoſe Souldiers, that were within their 
walls, ſhould not return to Taxris, but to any 0- 
ther place whither they defired to go. They intreat- 
ed leave to march to Lavain, and promiſed.to per- 
form whatſoever the Inhabitants of Tawris ſhould 
zpree to» This misfortune of Camares aftoniſh'd 
them all,they could not but wonder that he had (hut 
himſelf up. 1f he had had, as they thought, more 
diſcretion ., he had cafily found work the E- 
acmy a while, and doubtlcſs in a retreat he might 
hvemect with an opportunity to fall upon the Tar+ 
tars with iavantagpe. At that inſtant the Empe- 
rour cauſed his Army to decamp, and went to 
odge at cight Jeagnes from Tawrir, The body 
of the Army was at Sederva, and the Van at 
Chi irs, . 

As ſoon as Axalls had appeared with his Vans 
guard, before the Walls of Taxrir, The whole 
City was full of fears, but much more when 
Tamerlan had fent ina Trumpeter with a meſſage. 
They were then in their Town houſe. The faction 
of Guiner, though the weakelt began to lift up their 
heads, when they ſaw the contrary party troubled, 
requiring earneſtly that the Emperours commands 
might be obeyed. When they (aw the others wa- 
vering they ſcized upon one oft the Gates of Tar 
ris, relolved to let in Tamerlan with his Army, for 
they truſted in his generoſity and good diſpolition, 
But that we may better underſtand in what trouble 
theſe people were in, we muſt know that as ſoon 
as they heard that Tamerlan was upon their bor- * 
ders, they choſe Taliſmabar for their Prince, who 
betore had b2cn but their General. They ſwore to 
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him to die rather a thouſand deaths than to yielg 
to the Empire of the Tartars, or to hearken to 
any accommodation, when they ſaw how all things 
wete changed, they repented of their former re- 


folutiog, and of the choice they had made {© un- 
conſtant arc the minds of the common people, 
They were ſo much the more diflatished with 
Taliſmabar , becauſe before he had declared that 
he was ſtrong enough, not only to withſtand the 
Tartarians, but alio to drive them again into their 
Country. Now all theſe promiſes ſcem'd tobe bit 
vain, on the contrary they ſaw the enemies Army 
victorious and full ot many forts of people, Cams- 
res and his men lately overthrown, and the Tartary 
drawing near their Walls to block them up and 
puniſh | fy if they offered to telult. They knew 
alſo that the Emperour had ſent them word that 
if they would ſubmit to him, he would deal with 
them kindly, and not ſuffer the Army to approach 
nearer than four leagues of their City, Their 
Prieſts were the molt obltinate to hold out, for fear 
of being conltrain'd to ſubmit to the reformation 
of Guines. But his ſuperſtitions n to appear 
lels frightful to theſe Inhabicants. They common- 
ly aid to one another : Shall we for fear of thit 
twhich may chance never to happen, run beadlong in- 
to owr certain ruine? Shall we be any longer cozen'd 
with the promiſts of our new Prince, who hath been 
defeated * Have we not beard of the plundering of 

Cairo, and of the many Towns which Tamerlan 
conquered ? Who knows whither be will force us to be 
—_ Guines ? Whither be will not rather chooſe tn 
Kr in bis own bands, that. we may watch over 
that ambitions Prince, whoſe wicked deſigns, be one 
cloak; 
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rakid with an appearance of Devotion nd countcy= 
feit Piety > Let ws free onr ſelves from theſe fears by 
: bold reſolution. Let us acknowledge bim for our 
Lord, who is the greateſt of all men, and is beſt able 
ts maintain us in Peace and Plenty. 

Theſe diſcourſes were openly ſpoken amongſt 
the pcople, and the chief men were not again(t 
this reſolution, though they found themſclves as 
ble to hold out a fiege of three months and more, 
but they knew at laſt that they ſhould be forced 
to yield, for to expect Tamcr/ans Death, a young 
and luſty Prince, was a folly which they eould not 
entertain, Therefore they concluded that the on+ 
ly means to ſave themſclves was to ſubmit to him 
fxaltfa,who was the nearefito the City, was imform« 
ed of the things that happen'd there, by his (pics, he 
was carcful to let the Emperour know all. He 
thought it not expedient to be too halty in this 
| ,* whiles ſo many differing patlions dis 
turb'd the Inhabitants of Tazris , becauſe they 
would oblige them to (urrender and yield up their 
City. When the faftion of Guvzer ſaw the Citi- 
ens irreſolution, they ſent Deputics to Tamerlan to 
underſtand his pleaſure, and know what he would 
grant them. This faction was ſcarce the fixth 
part of the Inhabitants, but a body politick , as 
well as phyſick, cannot be wounded in one of its 
members, but the whole muſt ſuffer an alterati- 
on, diviſion in a politick body is a gangrene , 
which increaſeth continually and devours the 
foundeſt part. When Taliſmahar underficod of 
this deputation, whith had been witho. t his pri- 
vity, he knew not what remedy to apply to the 


publick dificmper. 
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He ſaw a powerful cnemy at the Gates, a great 
divition in the City, he was loath to increaſe and 
anger it, and cauſc a general revole by the puniſh- 
ment of the guilty. He choſe rather with paticnce 
to withdraw himſclf, and obſerve at a diſtance how 
affairs would be tranſafted. It concerned the ti. 
Gtion of Gmines not to fiop where they had be- 
gun, theretore they concluded with the Emperour, 
though of themſclves they could not make up 
above thirty thouſand men in caſe of need, but 
the Prince nad promiſed them all the affiltance 
that they ſhould want, So that when the Depu- 
tics were returned back , they proclaimed every 
where his mildneſs and goodnefs, that he intend- 
ed not to do-any wrong to the City , and that 
he defired but a ſubmithon from the Inhabitants, 
and that the new Prince ſhonld be yielded up to 
him. They ſaid morcover, that tho ſome fantaltica] 
Fools had clected him, they would not, to pleaſe 
their humour, loſe and deſtroy ſuch a flouriſhing 
City, and fo many brave men. When the tumulr 
increas'd by little and little, the chict Inhabitants 
were perſwaded in their aſſembly to ſend for the 
Depurics of the faction of Gaines, to hear from their 
mouth, what the Emperour had ſpoken to them 
1hey came with a great Train of their followers, 
ard declared publickly, that the Emperour had 
eſlured thei that he would not injure their per» 
ſons or goods. That he would preſerve their Ci- 
ty in all its priviledges, in cafe they would own 
him for their Prince, and forſake him whom they 
had lately ele&cd, and his party. As ſoon as thelc 
words wcre ſpoken every onecricd out, Let the Em 
j creny live, and let themperiſh, who will not acknow- 
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kdge him. The tumult increaſed and becime 
riolent, that neither the Senators nor the other 
Magiſtrates, nor the fear of the Souldicrs were 
thle to hinder it from ſpreading all over the Ci- 
iy.. Taliſmaber was fied into his Palace, and had 
it not been for ſome that defired him to ſtay with- 
in, and not 'meddle with publick buſineſs, he would 
have imployed his Authority to ſtop the Tumule, 
But then he found his own weakneſs, and took 
1 relolution to depart out of the City into the 
Mountains. The Emperour was well informed 
of all thcſe proceedings by Axalls, who went to 
quaint him with his reſolution, if he had ap- 
proved of it, to take Taliſmaber in his retreat, 
aftcr a ſerious conſideration the Emperour choſe 
ather to ſuffer him todepart, and take 7awris with- 
at bloud ſhed, than to draw upon himſelf the 
hatred of the chief Inhabitants by the overthrow 
ind Captivity of their late Prince. Therefore he 
commanded Axalls to let him eſcape, and fuffer- 
i him not that day to ſend his Troops abroad. 
That the Citizens of Tawris might have more con- 
bdence in him, when they ſaw him deal fo mildly 
and lovingly with his Enemies. 

The next night Taliſmabar rted out of Taw- 
» with ſome of his party, after he had governed as 
2 Prince tiftcen dayes, and ns a General cighe and 
twenty years with. a continual proſperity. He had 
tappily appoſed and reliſted the Tyranny and 

rſtition of Gaines. And he might have yet 
ttended himſelf from Tamerlan, had it not been 
for Camaress overthrow and furpriſal in a narrow 
pace, without Walls or Infantry. There is no 
Ktion of our humane lite, which requires 2 gre2- 
Q 2 cf 
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* ter precaution and foreſight than War, and yet 
events are very uncertain, and all things are ha« 
zardous, If Camares had continued in Tawris, znd 
had not miſcmployed the forces that he led away, 
that Town had been able to withſtand Tamerlan a- 
bove ſix months. And in fo long atime there might 
chance ſome misfortiine or alteration in ſo large an 
Empire, as that of this great Monarch, beſides the 
molt numerous Armies are ruined with long Sieges, 
Tamerlan's was tircd out with a tedious march and 
continual labour. And the nicarneſs of their own 
Country, from whence the Souldiers had been ab- 
ſent ſolong, would have obliged many and fempt- 
ed them to disband and forſake their Colours, 
But the Princes good fortune had ordercd matters 
otherwiſe, and the deſtiny of Tawris was that it 
ſhould acknowledge another Lord without bload- 
ſhed, The new Prince Taliſmabar lately elected, 
had doubtleſs many worthy qualities, and was more 
deſerving of this Principality than Gwinez. 

Ac laſt all the City of Twris agreed together, to 
ſcnd Deputics to the Emperour to intreat him to 
grant them cight days of reſpitc, to treat with his 
Majeſty about yielding up of that City into his 
hands, and the itions, He made no. difh- 
culty to grant this requeſt. The Inhabitants had 
dcſired this time, that they might tind a way not 
to fall under the command of Gwines, for they were 
afraid, that he would force upon them his ſuperſt- 
tion, and the reformation of their Prophets Law, 
Their Deputies were ſent, and carried with them 
theſe Articles, which they requeſted of Tamerlat, 
Firſt, they intreated his Imperial Majeſty to gire 


them a Governor x of his own people, ſuch a one 
a5 
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25 he thought moſt he, Promiſing him all obedis 
ehce, as the faithful Subjects of his Majeſty, upon 
condition that they might not be ſeparated trom his 
Majeſties Empire, nor be forced to yield toany other 
Prince, particularly Gwines. This Article pleaſed the 
Emperour well, though he had ſuffered Gzinrs to cx» 
pect,that he would give him the government of thar 
Commonwealth. Secondly, they requeſted, that they 
might be maintained in the enjoyment of all their 
priviledges, as true Subjedts of the Tartarian Em- 
pire, under which they defired to live and die, and 
belong to the ſuceeſſours of Tamerlan, and not to 


the Empire of Perſia, . The third related to the Tri. 


bute, which they were willing to pay, but intreat- 
&d his Majeſty ro moderate the taxes in regard of? 
the continual Wars, which they had maintained a+ 
gain(t Guines, in defence of their own libesties. 

Tite Emperour- after the hearing of theſe re- 
queſts granted them freely, and his deſign was to 
prevent all future miſchiets and diviſions amongſt 
theſe people; he enacted that every one ſhould enjoy 
a freedome to embrace what Religion he liked belt, 
whither that which was according to Gwiney's Rule, 
or the pure Law of Mazbomet , or according to 
Halys interpretation. And that the Jews and 
Chriſtians likewiſe ſhould have full liberty co pro- 
fels their Religions, as they had faxmer!y. 

All things being thus ordered, they ſubmitted to 
the Prince, and the very next day three hundrcd of 
the chiefeſt Citizens, in the name of the other Inha+ 
bitants took the Oath of Allegiance. 

The Emperour was delirous to make his Entry 
into the City, for that purpoſe, he ſent before him 
Axalls, with tive thouſand horſe and thirty thou- 
ſind foot, to provide all things needful, The In- 
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habitants put all the fortifications. intohis hands, 
he took poſſeſſion of the Gates of the Town, and 
cauſcd all the Arms of the Citizens tobe brought,and 
tha: without noiſe, for the people were perſwaded 
thet they ſhould live in peace, under a Prince able 
to keep them in peace, and defend them againit 
all enemics. When all things were ready , the 
Emperour arrived with much Pomp, and attended 
upon by all his Courtiers. He was received with 
great applauſe, and adored by every one. 

Tamerlan was not a little joytul to have gained 
ſo great a City to his Empire without bloudlhed, 
but the next day, the fad news of his Unkles de- 
ccale daſh'd all his joyes. The-Empreſs {cnt him 
word., that his Death had occaſioned ſome (tirs 
in the Enipire, but ſhe had cruſt'd them, by the 
eaking and impriſonment of the;. chiet Authors, 
This loſs afflicted him, but not ſo much as if he 
had not prepared to receive it,- Had it not been 
for the great carcof the Empreſs,the Old-man in his 
prune and tedious ſickneſs had been-carried away 

y Death long, befoxe, Tamerlan wilcly ſuppreſſed 
his prict as well as the news, and would not ſuffer 
it to fly abroad in his Army for tear of - any new 
n.otions: Bur he pitch'd upon Prince Axalla, in 
whom he placcd -his greateſt conhdence, to ſend 
h'm to the Emprcſs to help kcr with his good ad- 
vice, and afhit hcr as Licutcnznt General, with a 
large Commiſhon and Power, for he was well b&+ 
Joved by, and had a great Authority with the Soul- 
dicrs, This faithful Servant left the Army-and 
ict forward with thirty thouſacd horſe, publiſhing 
every where, that the Empcrour followed himat 
the heels. But he ſaid ſometin;g behind to {e 
cure his igtcrel} there, and fruſtrate as much as 

ol 
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he could the intentions and defignes of Guines , 
upon that Country. 

Axalla, who hated all hypocrits, cauſed Tamere 
lm'to be perſwaded, that this devout Knave aim- 
«d at the Monarchy of Perfiz, He wiſhed him, 
therefore to weaken as muchas he could that mans 
faction, The 'Empcrour was alwayes inclinable 
to believe that Gaines was a very real and honelt 
man, whatever was told him by others, therefore 
hecould never be obliged to ruine or crofs his affairs. 
This Indulgence and too great credulity, proved 
hurttul to the Princes Polterity, for while be was 
alive," Guizer kept himſelf within the' bounds of 
moderation, but after his deceaſe, he publiſhed-a- 
broad his ambitious intent. \\This, is an excellent 
Lefſon for the (greateſt Monarchs, who commonly 
lbok no-tarcher than the tune preſent, and are 
content withthe ſubmiſſions and outward horhages 
which their vertue and reputation draw from ſuch 
ftand in awe of them. They neglect to look into 
the time trocome, and endeavour to ſecure for their 
poſterity, things that Death is going to take from 
them. Intruth the ruine of this taction of Guines, 
ſetled peace in the Kingdomes of Perſiz, and cauſ- 
6d Tamerlans (ucceſlours to enjoy it a long while, 

This ſubtil man had won the Chancellowr,andiome 
of che chief of the Emperours Council, by perſwading 
them, that his manner of (ſerving God was themotlt 
agreeable with the Law of the Prophet, Tamerlan 
had no intent to imitate it, but he would not contra « 
dict it, He (cnt tor'fome of the mplt learned perſons 
ia the "Law to xeconcile the differences. At lafi 
when much time kgd been ſpent in vain, and he ſaw 
that the reconciliation was impoflible, and that c- 
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very one held to that interpretation which he fancied 
beſt,he never attempted it any more. After this can- 
ference about Religion, he cauſed the Perfiens to take 
the C athof Allegiance.He paid off his army, and fe- 
ward«d every man according to hisdeſervings. He 
gave the Government of Perſiato the Prince of Ta- 
nais to command there, as his Vice-Koy, and left him 
b. fides, the Troops appointed for the guarding 
of the Province one hundred thouſand foot, with 
orders to fend tham abroad. to Winter in the 
Towns, as wellto refreſh his Squldiers as to oblige, 
by that means the whole Country to continue 
faithful to him. He led with him the reſt of his 
Troops and Priſoners , for he had given a great 
many to Gwuines, to inſtruct themin his Religion, 
hut this Hypocrite trained them up in War, and 
altcr Tamerlans death, uſed them with ſucceſs to fur- 
ther his affairs in Perfia. The Prince had Guin 
then with him , he laboured to perſwade him, 
that his deſire to have Rule, aimed at nothing, but 
the advancement of the Prophets Religion. Tamer- 
lan pretended to believe himyyet nevertheleſs Guiner, 
3 cratty man,perceived that the Emperour ſuſpeRted 
and underſtood him. But to remove out of his mind 
this Jealouſic of his perſon, he followed and attend- 
cd upon him every where, with great care and dilli- 
cnce,He ſaw that his ab{cnce could in no caſe injury 
Fs affairs,and that the 7 artarians wovld furniſh him 
with waycs apd methods to ſucceed in his purpoſes, 
Thc Emperour per{wadcd alſo many great Lords 
pf Perſia to undertake with him a Journy (6$Samarcand, 
He was glad of their Companics,that he might draw 
thum trom their homes and cure Shem of their herce- 
ucts and havghty ſpirits, which made tham wy 
tncm- 
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them({elves, as ſo many petty Princes and Kings, He 
was willing that they ſhould ſee his Court in all 
its glory, his Pomp and Magnihcence, and by his 
mildne(s and kind dealing, oblige them to conti- 
nue faithful to his interett:_ this wrought ſo much 
upon them, that whiles he lived all Perfiz was obc- 
dient to him, and turniſh'd a great many good Soul- 
diers to fight under his banners, and people out of 
its boſome to ſecure Syria, and the Sultans Country. 

T amerlan therefore having left the Prince of Ta- 
nair to govern Perfiz in his abſence, he departed 
with his Troops towards Sacheray. This march 
of the Army was much like a Triumph : The 
priſoners went before, and amongſt them was Bx- 
jazet 'the Turkiſh Emperour, who was chain'd 
for fear that he ſhould offer violence to himſelf. 
This was an inſtance. of the Worlds unconſtan- 
cy , but his misfortune had neither made him 
milder, nor more tractable. In his loweſt miſc- 
ry, he abated nothing of his pride and haughty 
mind, All the le of the Country, through 
which Tamerlan Nalſed, ſung forth his praiſes, and 
loaded him with Prayers and Bleſhngs for his Vi- 
Qorics. At laſt he arrived at Samarcand with all 
the riches and ſpoils, and was received in a molt 
glorious manner. Near two months were ſpent 
in feaſtings, playes, and all manner of publick 
rejoycings. The Empcrour then called to mind a 
Vow that ke had made, to build a molt glorious 
Temple with an Hoſpital, Accordingly he now 
laid the toundations, and Dedicatcd it to the On- 
ly Immutable and Incomprebenfible GOD. And tor 
the better carrying on of the work, he had (cnt 
for all the able Artiſts, ro employ thera in build- 
ng, 
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ing this Temple and Hoſpital, and in other glo- 
rious ſtructures for the embellſbing of this great 
City, for he had an intent to enlarge Samareand 
and to render it as big again as it was before, tor 
that purpoſe, he had marked out the ſtreets, and 
catiſed ground tobe given to ſuch as deſired to build, 
and if perſons, were poor and not able, he de- 
liver'd to them out of his Exchequer monies to 
carry on their work. He gave liberty to all pri- 
forers, that would dwell in the City, and ſettle 
their abode, and grantcd large priviledges.to all 
the Citizens. And though he ſpent much time in 
ordering the 'wfairs of this new City, henceglct- 
eg not to manage and preſerve the affections of 
his Souldiers. He had cauſcd |! thenames of the 
worthicſt of them, who had bchav'd themſelves 
well, to be recorded, which Records he now called 
for, and, when they expccted no fuch matter, he 
ave them gifts and things anfwerable to their 
haviour and ſervices, and promoted ſome to 
employments, ſutable to. their Capacitics and Tar 
knts. | 
Whiles he fraid at Samarcand, the Auxilliary 
Troops of the Moſcovites were retrcſhing, thems 
ſelves. Afterwards he diſmiffted them with their 
full Wapes, and dufircd them to return his thanks 
to their Prince. Sinop:s, a Nephew of Prince Ax- 
«lla, was ordered to condutt them through the 
Emperours Country, that they might not be dif- 
orderly, and to renew the Alliance with the Great 
Duke, that he might be ſecure of the borders of 
Pa'this , whiles he: ſhould be further at a difiance. 
At this time T amerl.mn diſcovered in his privy Couny 
al the vid Emperours dcath, He cauſed his ob»

the Emperours intercit and dchigns. During his 
abſence noching had happencd anufs, but he charg- 
id Nobazer to have a (pcciul care, to cauſe order 
and diſcipline to be obſerved amongtt his Sout-" 

| if diers as the belt means to make rhem capable of 
the ſervices he expected trom them. 

The Empcrour departed tor Qzinzzy with all the 
Court, and his ordinary gnard of forty thouſand 
horſe and threeſcore thoutand foot, After f:veral 
days march, he azrived through the atchmations 
and publick r<joycings of all the people at Cxmb- 
ls, where he received the news of a battle won 
by Odmar, from one of the Generals of the King 
ot China, He gave him an account by letters, that 
in purſuance of che Victory, he had taken three or 
four great Cities of that Kingdome.- So that the 
King had bcen forccd to ſug for peace the ſecond 
time , Odmar detired theretore inſtructions upen 


what conditions he thould grant him peace, 
The 
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The Emperour ſent him thete conditions, which 
he ſhould require. That the King of Chins ſhould 
Pay him all the arrears of the Tribute of the for- 
mer years, unto which he was engaged by the firfi 
peace, That he ſhould be Sliged to come to him 
and render him homage, as a vaſſal of che Em- 
pire. That whiles he ſhould be in the way the 
Army ſhould depart. That alt the Towns taken 
ip this laſt War ſhould be rcltorcd, three onely 
exceptcd at the Emperours choice. That for all 
other things, they ſhould be reduced to the fame 
condition as they were before this laſt break- 
ing out, and that upon this condition, he ſhould 
pey the Emperours Army fix moneths with all the 
charges of this War, which he had kindled of his 
own accord, 

The Emperour at the ſame time confidered how 
to reward Odmar tor his ſervices, he imagin'd no 
better way, than to promote him to the honour of 
his Alliance, by giving him his own Sitter in Mar- 
riage. He ſent hgr therefore with a ſtattly equi» 

and Train. So greata token of his rcſpedts 

lore he conceived, would ingage him the more, 

to be true, faithful, and carctul, for his Princes in» 
tereſt and perſon, and the good of his Empire. 
It is not to be imagin'd with what ſtate and in 
what glory Tamerlan was welcomed into Cambels; 
for the Inhabitants of this great City, to take a- 
way from him the remembrance of their former 
rebellion, endeavoured,beyond all others,to expreſs 
their zeal and affection for him. The Prince was 
ſo well plecaſcd with them, that he reſtored all 
their privilcdges, which had been taken from them 
during Calix's reyolt, Every where when te 
paſſcd

paſſed by, there was nothing heard but Prayers and 
Bleſſings from all the people, and thankful ex- 

from himfclf, for hegJabour'd to win the 
rts of his Subjects of this great Empire, which 
was fallen into his hands. Not only the Towns 
nd Citics did ring with applauſes, and ſhouts of 
joy, but alſo the Country round about were glad 
to ſee him well and ſafely returned, when he paſſed 
by the Herds , theſe arc certain Families, that 
have no ſctled abode, but wander up and down the 
helds, when they are weary in one place, they tra- 
vel to another, and alwayes ſtop where they meet 
with moſt graſs for their Cattle, 

The Empreſs PORN to meet the Em- 
perour, havin ind Axalls at $#inzay, to 
comumand in Apr And hn rew 
City is neareſt to mount Althay, where the Scythian 
Emperours called Great Chanzy, are uſually interred 
from this City. The Emperour cauſed the 
of his deceaſed Unkle to be carried with all « 
Pamp and State imaginable. He himſelf follow- 
ed the Herſc; and though it is not uſual to ſee 
women in ſuch occaſions, he defired (to expreſs 
more honor to her Father) that the Empreſs ſhould 
accompany the body with him, they wa!ked toge» 
ther. This he did, to give a greater authority to 
the Empreſs in the Eyes of the World, that in 
caſe God ſhould take him away, before their Chil- 
dren were at Age. ſhe might be chought worthy 
th govern the Empire during their minority, as he 
himſelf judged her, by all the publick tigns, that 
he could give in all occaftions. "The Prince was (6 
much taken with her behaviour and vertuous carr» 
age, that he would not love any other women, 


nor 
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nor ſuffer his afſctions to wander up and down 
upon meencr obxects, Here he had tixcd his mind, 
herc he had conhned his delires and appetite. He 
look'd with contempt upon all other, neither their 
beauty, nor the charms of Wit, nor the amorous 
inclinations of the temalc Sex, could prevail upon 
his inflexible foul, and oblige hitn to that variety 
of amours, in which mcn ot his Religion and Ele. 
vation commonly indulge themſelves. For as he 
was naturally very chaſt, hc intended no other 
thing by his Marriage, bat to have Children to 
perpetuate his Name and Family, and ſucceed him 
in the Empire. 

As ſoon as the funcral Ceremonies were over, 
and the Emperours Corps laid in the Sepulcher 
of his Anccitors, he returned to Cambals, ſpend- 
ing the Winter in Races, in Tilts, and hunt- 
ing all manner of Beaſts. Hehad pitched upon 
that City , as ncareſt to Chins, trom whence 
he defircd to hear News often, intending to go 
thither the following Summer , if necetficy re- 
quired, for he was reſolved to take care th pre» 
ferve what he had Conquered there by his va» 
Jour and good Fortune, and to enjoy the fruits 
of his 7! He was likewiſe buſre in pers 
ſefting the buildings, that he had begun at $4- 
mareand, and in compleating them as ſoon as he 
could, 

In the mcan while, Axalls dwcit at Jrin- 
zay, well beloved of the Souldicrs and Inhabi- 
tants. They had an affcftion for him , bc- 
cauſe of his Mildneſs, Libcrality , Courage , 
Juſtice, and other «a&1zrible qualities, They all 


knew what c:xcit he had with che Empe* 
rour. 
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rour. Therefore they made their addrefs to him, 
to intreat him, to wade the Emperour thee 
they might have the advantage to (ce him in 
their City, and to chooſe it, for to bring up 
the Prince his Son. At his requeſt the Empe- 
zour granted them their dehire , appointing Ax- 
alla to govern him with all the Country of 
Quinzry, as far as the Sea, beyond Cambale, 
which contains above tour hundred Leagues, 
and more than three hundred. Cities, with 

infinite number of Towns and Villages. i5 
was properly the Empire of his deccafed un- 
kle. He made Axalls Licutenant General un- 
der the Prince his Son, and made him like- 
wiſe the Governour of his perſon, fo great a 
Confidence he had in his Virtue , Fidelity , and 
Abilities. - In this manner he rewarded. him, 
for his notable Services, and for the great Vidto- 
ries that he __ tor _ Y his Vertue , 
Experictice, and Courage, He looked y 

bim therefore as moſt able to teach his Yon, 
the Art of Reeping and Governing thoſe ma- 
ny Nations , which Axa!ls had helped. to Con- 
quer. 
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CHAP. VII. 


Cairo relieved with Provifoens and Sonldiers, when 
beſieged by the Sultan. His overthrow and Death, 
The Emperonrs Journey to Quinzay, The Se- 
thement of bis affairs in China, 


VyY the Emperour was ordering his 
affairs at Cambalu, news was brought 
him, that the Sultan had beflieged Cairo thiee 
moneths with a powerful Army, and that the In- 
habitants of that great City,"were fo far trom fa- 
vouring, his deſigns, that they were very zealous 
and courageous in their defence for Tamerlans in- 
tereſt, For that purpoſe, he had placed there a 

great many ſirarifers. F 
Without this precaution, doubtleſs in this jun- 
Qture, there had been many Seditions and Plots for 
the betraying of the City, becauſe Caliber had not 
then forces enough too oblige the Sultan to raiſe his 
Siege without other afliltarce. Bat in regard this 
bulineſs was of the greateſt conſequence for the Em- 
pircs preſervation, he ſent to the Prince of Tanaiz, 
Vice-Roy of Perfia to ſend hima party. This Princ: 
was alwaycs delirous to purchaſe glary, and ready to 
obcy -his Empcrours orders, who had commanded 
him to afliſt his neighbour in time of need. He ga- 
thcred up theretore his diſperſed Troops, old Soul- 
diers, Parthians, and Tartars, to the Number of about 
one hundrcd thoufand, who had accompanied the 
Emperour in all his Battles and Victories. They 
were dcelirous of Axalla's preſence, but next NIE 
Y 
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they thought none was better able to command 
them than the Prince of Taxair, the Emperours 
Coſen German, who had been trained upunder 
tralla;, for in all the greateſt difficulties an4 
tangers, where Axalla had gained fo much | o- 
zour , this Prince had accompanicd and lcarned, 
from him the” uncafic and, hazardous Trade ot 
War. In which he had in- the Judgements of 
all men, profited ſo much , that Axallz and hc 
vere looked upon, as the two Eyes of the Empire 
ind Tamerlan the Head, they were therefore ſeated 
« the rwo moſt dangerous extremities of this 
great body, one in Syria, theother in Quinzay, 

With this confiderable body of an Army, unto 
which were added ſome Troops of the great Cham- 
krlain, which were at Babylon, the Prince of Tanais 
marched into Syria. towards Aleppo, where he met 
with Caliber, and found that he had got together 
two hundred thouſand good Souldiers. The Sul- 
tar was not ignorant, that this Army was draw- 
ing to him, which had formerly overthrown him, 
but he conceived ſome hopes, becauſe Tamerlan was 
not there in pexſon, nor hus good fortuge, which al- 
waics accompanied himz and becauſe he was to hght 
with a young Prince fell of lite and courage , 
whoſe too greedy detire of honour might oblige 
him to undertake things too haſtily or unadviic.!- 
ly, He reſolved theretore to be wary, and b; 
his late misfortune, to learn not to hazard a bat- 
tle in plain ground, but to wait for his enemies 
hind his Trenches. For that intent he drew 
his Trenches along the River of Nilzs; for onely 
by that way the City expected to be relieved 3 for it 
was not probable that ſo many mouths could be 
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ſupplicd with neceflaries, by Carts, or Camels, or 
by any other carriage by Land, Therefore he 
digg'd his Trenches with caſe, becauſe the Prince 
with his Army marched but foftly. His moſt ju- 
dicious Commanders adviſed him not to approach 
ro6 near the Town, till the proviſions were 
ready to be carried in, For that purpoſe the 
Prince of Tanais and Caliber had ſent Purveyours 
round about Syria, and upon the Sea Coalt, and 
about the Ilands of Greece, to make proviſions of 
Corn, which- was to be carried to Alexandriz,and 
from thence to Cairo. All their orders had becn 
punCtually exccuted. 

In the mcan while, the army was cortiing on, 
which as ſoon as the enemy perceived upon the 
banks of Nilws , where the Sxzltan lay with his 
Souldicrs on both ſides, with a bridge of Boats 
Atretched over the River, he withdrew himſclf 
into his fortifications. When the Prince was in light 
of Cairo, he found that the enemy could not in- 
compals about all che Walls, that were too large, 
but left a paſſage tree to go in orout of the Ci- 
ty. He went therefore in, carrying with him ſc- 
veral. Carts and Bcaſis loaden with proviſions, 
which he diſtributed by his Commiſſarics into all 
places that wanted. 

By this he underſiood, that they had all 
things ſufficient for fifteen daycs. A Council of 
War was thcn called, where it was reſolved that 
they ſhould endeavour to famiſh the Sultan, by 
cutting off his proviſions, which he drew from 
three or tour Towns, which had yielded to him 
again. and follicited him to bcliege Cairo, affur- 
ing him, that it was to be tak-n with the En- 
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gine of Hunger, For this purpoſe, whiles things 
and necclarics were providing at Alexzndria, to 
be (cnt to Cairo, whiles a Fleet of Ships of War 
were making rcady to tight with the Swltans Fleet, 
he poſted himſelf above Cairo, and fent a Sun 
mons to the Inhabitants of Maviare, commanding 
them to yicld go the Emperour of Afia his Maſicr, 
threatning Fire and Sword, it they offercd to xc» 
ſi : Their refuſal, cauſed the Army to beliege them, 
and with all (peed to make their approaches , 
there” was a Tower very firong, that hindered 
the Tartars proceedings, tor from thence the be- 
feged caſt upon them artificial hres and killed a 
great many men. The chiet Engenier went to 
view. this Tower, and offercd the Prince of Tg+ 
wir to undermine it in four dayes, which accord- 
ingly was performed. When the Tower was down 
they ſearched the Wall which was found but weak 
and unable to rcſift the viokence of the Engines, 
which ſoon caſt a great part to the ground. 
This encouraged the Tartars to aſſault the Town, 
They won and plundercd it, and put all to the 
Sword, except Women and Children. The other 
Towns, territied with this ſpeedy expedition,ſ cing 
no likelihood of ſuccours to be expected from the 
Sultan, were yeilded up at the firſt Summons an4 
admitted to compoſition. The Prince of Tarr 
placed in theſe Towns, between two and thre: 
thouſand horic and four thouſand toot, He judg- 
&d next , that he was to loſe+ no time, but 
with all ſpeed relieve Cairo, for fear it ſhould b: 
reduced to neccility with his Army. He ſaw thac 
the Sultan, as a judicious Commander, had fo or- 
dered his affaiss, as cither to cauſe him to peciſh 
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for want, ot to tender his attempts vain. The 
Governour of the Towns lately taken, might 
have held out longer, as they were able and had 
promiſed the Szltan, who had furniſhed them with 
all that they -had required. A delay ot fiftcen 
days had forced Tanais to forſake Cairo and the bei 
part of OP. The Sultan was- not totally dif- 
couraged, though he had reaſon to be troubled at 
this infidelity, and want of refolution. He fent 
tor his Commiſſarics of Proviſions to know what 
he had- in ftore, from them he underſtood that he 
had cnough for thirty days. He drove away from 
his army all uſeleſs 2nd idle perſons, ſetting them 
on the other ſide of the River, there to ſhift for 
themſelves and ly at his enemies mercy, ſuch as 
were not to be uſeful to him in the hght. He 
had news of the coming of the naval Army from 
Alexandria, which cauſed him to provide betimes 
to oppoſe it. 

In the mean time, the Prince of Tanair incamp. 
ed with his Army bencath Ethied and Sebeis, 
near a Rivcr, which was a ſtream or a branch. of 
Nilus, and was fordable in divers places, But 
the Sultan was with his Army at Buldao, where 
tc hed ſtrongly intrenched himſelf near the Ri. 
ver on both ſides of , it, His Army contained 
threeſcore thouſand foot, and forty thouſand horle, 
the only remains of his former unhappy Troops. 
He had cauſed them to expect the retaking of 
Ca.ro, which would probably have open'd him a 
way tor the recovering of his Kingdome. But 
when all paſſages in the upper Agypt were ſtogp'd 
aud rothing came to them trom thence, they be- 
gan then todeſpair of ſucceſs, The Swultarlabourd 
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fo prevent all diſcontents, which might from 
hence ariſe, by affuring his Souldiers, that in nf- 
teen days for the molt, the Tartarian Army would 
be conſtrain'd to depart for want of Proviſions, 
hnd that then the City would be-forccd to yield for 
hunger. This perſwaſion cauſed them to abide ſtill 
in their Trenches without attempting any thing, 
for their chieſeſt care was to provide for their 
own ſecurity near the River. They had a great 
namber of armed boats all over the River to ltop 
the coming of any relief tothe City. When the 
Prince of Tanais taw that the enerny was fo ſtrong» 
ly fortified in his Trenches, that it *was not pol- 
libly to- force him without running the hazard of 
a misfortune, he employed his men in making 2+ 


, nother Trench, and other fortifications for his 


own Camp, like that ot the Enemics. For it is 
againit all policy and prudence, to ſtand with a 


naked Army near and againit an cnemics Army 


well intrench'd, The Tartari ans were three timcs 
ſironger than the Swltan, both in khorle and foot, 
but they were obliged far their fafcry to continue, 
thus incamped near them, becauſe they waited and 
expected the coming of Caliber, who was wich the 
Flect, with an intention to carry in Proviſions into | 
Cairo, And the Prince of Tenis was to afliſt him 
by Land, whiles he ſhould endeavour to make his 
way by-watex to the City. 

Every day ſome parties went out to skirmiſh 
with the Enemies, to oblige them to keepcloſer 
together in their Camp, and to underſtand the 
belt place for to afſault it, when the time ſhould 
ſerve. Art laſt the Prince of Tanair hal news of 
tic coming of Caliber, who deſired him to fend 
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him twelve thouſand of his Army, and imbark 
them privatcly,, at a rendevouz unknown to the 
enemy, for Calibes truſted not too much upon the 
Troops, which he had picked up at Alexandria, 
and becauſe he intended to fight in perſon upon 
the River, to open away tor his Ships, or to periſh 
in the attcmipt , he was reſolved to have (uch 
perſons to aflilt him, whom he knew to be brave 
and reſolute men, The Prince of Tanais could 
have wiſhed that Calibes had yeilded to him the 
honour of cpmmanding the Fleet, but all his Cap. 
gains repreſented to him, that it belonged to him 
to chuſe, bccauſe he was in his own Government, 
and that the chicteſt and herceſt action was like- 
ly to be at Land. That doubtleſs, the Sultan 
would ſend men aboard his Ships to kelp them, 
that in this caſe the Trenches would be leſs guard- 
cd, and more calie to be taken 3 for the two Ar- 
mics were but two thouſand paces from one ano» 
ther. And that in all likelihood the day would 
not paſs without an encounter at Land, 

The Prince of Tanais deſired it with paſſion, 
as a young, Hero patſionate to win honour : But 
to qualihe this natural heat within hin, the Em- 
pcrour had placcd ncar his perſon two great 
Lords, to keep in his courage and not ſufter it 
to run hcadlong, but to adviſe him and lead on 
the Souldiers, who were accuſtomed to Tamerlans 
good fortune, and ready to attempt the greatelt 
difticu.]tics,and overcome the moſt apparcnt dangers, 
Tanais (cnt therctore thirteen or tourtech thou» 
ſand of his: ſfiouteſt Souldicrs to Calibes, under 
the command of Sinopes, Axalla's nephew, Major 
Gcncral pf the Infantry, or rather Axallg's Licu- 
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' tenant, who had that office all over the Empire, 
and when the Empcrour himſelf commanded in 
chick. Sinoper was a man of a great reputation, 
having much improved himſelf in Axalls's tuiti- 
on, When the Prince of Tanais judged that the 
Fleet was at hand, near the Enemies Bridge for- 
tiicd and firengthened with Chains and Ropes, 
-he cauſed all his horſe to be ready, and drew up 
his Infantry, ſending forty thouſand men to a 
place, that he had taken notice. of, leſs guarded 
than the reſt, For the Enemies ſccing him 'in- 
camp'd between them and the City, they *jma- 
gin'd that the greatcit aſſault woald be there , 
therefore they provided that fide accordingly. 
They had neglected to fortifica little Hill, which 
was of a great advantage tothe party that ſhould 
have the command of it, Therefore the Prince 
of Tanais (ent this day to aſſault and take it, He 
had employed his men upon the water only to 
deceive the Sultan, for atter the taking of the 
Hill, he marched forward to the ſecond Trenches, 
as if it had been his deſign to aſſaule and force 
them alſo, but it was onely to cauſe the Sul- 
tan to look that way, for he thoaghte the whole 
Army had bccn there, he preparcd therefore far 
to defend himſclt on that fide. ' 

Whiles the Tartarizn Army by Land, was thus 
at handy-blows with the enemy, their Naval 
forces broke in upon the Boats, aftcr a ſmall re- 
liltance overthrew them, betore they could receive 
any help, For in the beginning ot the diſpute 
the Tartars perg:ived that there was an Ifland in 
the River, where the Sultan had railcd a battery 
to ſhpox againſt them, they aſſaulted and carried ' 
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ie, forcing, their enemies to retreat into their Treq- 
che<. by this means they loſt the advantage of this 
placr.. which was ht to defend their bridge againſt 
' the Tartarian Navy, Next to the Iſland they a(- 
ſuiecd the bridge, but at the firft-onſet, Caliber 
was ſunk and drowned, and: his paityin diforder 
and dilccuraged , but Sinoper, who: commanded 


under him, growing more deſperate by this" lols, - 


icnewed the hght with a greater reſolution, and 
utterly broke the bridge, ſetting the Fire toit with 
a Boat full of Wild-Fire, This courage of Sinopes 
torced Vitory to declare for him, and opencd 2 
paſſage for ' the Navy to the City in viewof the 
Enemics, who could no longer hinder or itop it, 
tor the Fleet lying under the liland, and ſome En: 
gincs that were placed upon the Land ſhot into 
the Camp, fo that they could not litt up nor ſhew 
their heads- 

This loſs of Caliber was much lamented, for he 
was a man that had rendered great ſervices to the 
E mperour, who loved him wcll and truſted him, 
His body was ſought for amongit many others that 
periſhcd in the Waters, but none could diſtinguiſh ir, 

It was thought that twcnty thouſand men 
dicd on both tides that day , tor few eſcaped of 
Calibes lett Wing, Sinopes gain'd much honor 
<nd rcpvtation, by his good condutt and undaunt- 
ed .couragc. This action gavea beginning to his 
prefernyent: It deſerved to be well rewarded, for 
there was no poſhbility of relieving the City, but 
by that way, tor being in great want'and fo large, 
many ccnvoys had been required to furniſh it, with 
Pcovifions till the ſucceeding haryeſt, unto which 
there was then three months.

Afterwards Sinopes incimped in the Uand with 
ſme of the Army, to hinder the enemies paſſage 
over the River. . Nevertheleſs, for all his watch- 
fulneſs, the next night being very dark, they paſſed 
over to the other bank undiſcovered, in order to 
their- retreat, which every one imagin'd\ would 
not be by Land, for they had no Towns on thar 
kde, nor intelligence in Caira nor Alexandria, 
every thing waschanged againlt them, So that had 
they reſolved to go that way, they muſt firſt have 
overthrown the Tartarian Army, which was too 
difficult a -Task for them. They were therefore 
obliged to paſs over. the River, and retreat that: , 
way, for only on that fide they had yet a Town 
that held for them. In the mean” while , the 
Prince of Tanais had alwaics a watchful eye upon 
the Sultan and his deligns. But he was as much 
troubled what to do, In caſe the enemies after 
their paſſage over the River, had obltinately hover- 
ed about Cairo. He had been then (conſtrained 
to remain there alſo, and fo numerousan Army 
had famiſh'd that great City, which had Provilts 
ons but for eight days. It was refolved in 
Council, that the Army ſhould decamp, as ſoon as 
poſſible, ſecing that the City had becn reclicved, 
They thought that the enemies Army being lefs 
in number, and better provided with Provilions, 
would ſtay upon the place a longer time. It was 
therefore concluded that the Army ſhould be di- 
vided into two bodics, 2nd ſhould attend on the 
farther "bank, and thc hither fide, and that Sinopes 
ſhould fay in the Iiland, to favour all the Convoys 
and Ships of Provihon, intended to fail to Cajrs, 
and hinder the cnemics attempts upon them. This 
rclolution 
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reſolution was taken and kept very ſecret, But 
when the enemies had ſpent all their Proviſions, 
they ſought torctreat as well as the Tartars, which 
they cndeavaured to perform in the night. All 
the Boats and Ships, which they had-ncar the 
banks they made ready to go aboard, but the Eve 
before they ſeem'd to reſolve to march into Syria, 
for that purpoſe, they ſent out of their Trenches 
ſome partics to aſſault the moſt advanced Guards, 
as if thcy had intended to open a paſſage that 
way, by torce of Arms. | 
Whiles this is doing, a great part of their 
Army wecre ready at the Rivers fide to go 6+ 


' ver» In the beginning of the night Fires were 


diſcovered more than ordinary upon the bank, 
and molt part of their Army was carried over. 
Sinopes could never hinder them, for the nights 
obſcurity helped them in their retreat. . The Swltar 
paſſed over tirſt, leaving behind him his Licutt- 
nant General 'to keep the Camp with all his 
Intantry. 

As ſoon as the day appeared, it was known 
that a part of their Army was on. the other fide, 
The Prince of Tanais was willing toatrack thoſ: 
that were left bchind in the Camp, but theold- 
elt and moſt experienced Captains were not ot 
his opinion. They faid that it was no cafie mat- 
tcr to face threelcore thouſand men in ſtrong 
Trenches, And that it would be more wiſdome 


. to ſcnd a ſupply of men ang Engines to Smoper, 


to ſixengthen him, that he might ſiop the paſſage 
pf ſuch as would altcywards venture togo over. 
Neverthelcfs, it was reſolved, that when the + 
mainder ſhoulg cndcarour to follow after = 
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TAMERLAN the Gzeat: 251 
Companions and their Prince, that then the Tarts- 
rien Army ſhould break into their Camp, and charge 
them in their retreat. | 
The Saltan, ſecing that his paſſage had been 
ſucceſsful, ſent word to the remainder of hisarmy 
to adventure over the night following, and thae 
4s many as could ſhould get 2board. And to in- 
courage his men the more and haften them, he 
paſſed over again himſelt to them, for he knew 
nothing of the ſapply of men, which Sinopes had 
received from the Land Army. As ſoon as S; 
ſaw the enemies he charged them deſperately with» 
out delay. -Fhe Sxltan himſelf was wounded 
in performing the duty of a great Captain, lt 
paſſed over ;the water with a great number of 
his men to joyn with the other party. In this 
diſpute , the Sultan loſt a' great many men and 
forrc Poats were ſunk; only twenty thouſand were 
remaining behind in their Camp, without any 
hopes of retreat to their Prince, The Tartars 
aſſaulted gnd won their next Trenches , but the 
innermoſt were ſo well fortified and guarded thae 
the Commanders thought it no wiſdome to venture 
upon them, but rathcr to ſtay where they were 
than to hazard all vpon an-uncertainty. They 
incatr;p'd therefore within the Trenches, in cx- 
odaclen of that which they were to have by rea» 
fon and the rules of War, ſooner than by force, 
Which happen'd accordingly, for as ſoon as the 
enemics faw themſelves pen'd up, and not ablg 
to look about, by rcaſon ot the Tartars approaches, 
they ſent to detire to parley with them , which 
was granted. They ſent to the Prince of Tanzis 
a Parthian Officcr, who had a long time ferv-d 
under 
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under him, but bcing left behind fick and taken 
by the Sultan, he enter'd himſelf in his ſervice, 
Aftcr ſome demonſtrations. of his ſtrength, this 
Prince had made him Major General of his In- 
fantry. He delircd to ſpeak with the Prince of Tanair, 
He told him that he had been ſent with his Comrades 
from the Troops, which he bclicged, to intreat him 
to ſhew them mercy, and not to (pill any more 
humane blood , but without it to accept of the 
Victory, which they offered into his hands upon 
the conditions that he ſhould propoſe. As the 
Prince of Tanats was viliting the Trenches he heard 
the offer of this Collonel with - Joy. 

, He gave them liberty upon this condition, 
that, for the time to come, they ſhould be Sub- 
xs and Slaves to the 'Empcrour, and (erve him 
in his Wars whereſocver they (ſhould be command- 
&d. | All which they promifcd to perform. Some 
were commiſſoned by the Prince -of Tarais 10 
xcccive their Oath. , Only: the. Licutcoant Genes 
neral of the Sxltex, and forme other Captains 
departcd in a Ship the niglit before, *to tollow 
after their Malicr. . 

This Prince , as wc have taken notice, was 
woundcd at the paſſage of che River, which caul- 
c4 him to rctrcat with his Cavalry twenty leagues, 
to a place that bclang'd to him yet. As ſoon a5 
he was arrived, he dicd of his wounds, to the 
great ſorrow of his followers. The Prince of T+ 
zais, who, as (oon as hc could, purſucd him, cn- 
tcred into this place, namcd Palema, a few days 
attcr hisdcath, aud nnding that he was not buricd, 
ſhed Tears tor his unhappy cad, commanding that 
he ſhould be interred according to bis Quality, and 
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received very courtcouſly all his Servants. He had 
left behind him a Son, who had carried with him 
all that would not yield to the Emperour. They fled 
to the borders cf Lybia, into certain Towns of a 
diffcale acceſs, becauſe of the Wilderneſs that lics 
in the way to thum. There theſe poor men liv- 
> in hopes to be revenged of the Tarters, and 
| one day to reltore their broken and ruiacd fortuncs. 

In this manner ended this laſt War with the 
Mameln:ks, The Emperour was fo troubled at 
it, that-he once reſolved to march thither him- 
himſelf, but the news of the Victory, and of the 
Sultans death hindered him. The Prince of Ta- 
«ir was mightily applauded for his prudent con+ 
dudt, but Caliber's unhappy death dathr all the 
Empcrours joy. He was ſo worthy a man, that 
he could nor be ſufficiently lamented, chiefly by 
Tamerlan, who loſt in him a faithtul (crvant and 
and a Great Captain. 

The Prince of Tanzis had his Ofhces and Go. 
rernment befiowed upon him, with order to make 
his ordinary abode in Syris and Agypr, to watch 
and look over them, aad kcep thoſe Provinces in 
peace. Sinopes was made Major General of the Im- 
perial army, which was commanded to return in- 
to Perſia, under the leading of the. grtat Chant- 
berlain, who came to the Army at thecloſc of the 
War, with a conliderable body of men. For it 
was Tamerlanscultore tocauſe one Army to march 
after anothcr, towards the places that wantcd af- 
liſtance, This happy ſucceſs of his Licutenants 
hewed' how much it concerns a Prince to dwell 
in the midſt of his Dominions, that he mighe 
with more caſe, and morc ſpeedily {cnd torch 

his 
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his. faccours to- detend any part or Corner, 
The King of Chias was then at the Empcerows 
Court, to wait upon him, according, tothe Arti. 
cles of agreement concluded with him, which he 
confrmecd in the Princes preſence, and ſwore 0- 
b:dience, and did him homage. The Emperour 
endcavoured to render himfclf dreadful to this 
Heathen King, who never kept his promiſes, but 
when he pleaſed by ſhewing him his ſtrong Towns 
well furniſhed with le, He wasaſtoniſhed to 
ſce fo many men cloathed fo ſimply, chicfly the 
Empcrour,that wore nothing but a garment of co- 
lourcd Cloath, without any Ornament. Hetook 
notice alſo, that all his attendants and Officers 2- 
bout him look'd as fo many Kings by their Ma- 
jeſtick contenances and behaviour, Whiles he was 
at the Court, news came of the Victory obtained 

upon the Sxltan, he was cyc witnels ot the 
lick rejoycings, which laticd cight dayes, ſpent 
in ſports, fcatting, and other divertiſcments, at- 
ter that he returned to his own Country, The 
Emperour gave _ _ to diſtribute double 
y to his Army, which was returning out of #- 
- into Perſia, with the Great Chamberlain and 
inopes Major General. Akcrwards he went to 
Dnineay, to fee his Son, and (atishe the impatient 
wiſhes of this great Gity, that dcfircd pathionately to 
enjoy him. His preſence was alſo acedtul to regus 
late all affairs, as he had done in other places, Axalls 
had no mind tobe too buſic, becauſe he had todo 
with a numcrous people, inclinable to commoti- 
ons, He was therefore atraid fo tar to concern him- 
{clt as to give Tamerlan a diſguſt, or cauſe the 
pcoplc to murmur, Therctore he often y”_ 
that

that the ordering of the affairs was a 
great buſineſs, which none was capable of , but 
the Emperour, For the intent of Tamerlan was 
to appoint the fame Laws every where in his 
great Empire, to command the uſe of the fame 
Weights and Meaſures, that the fame Tributes 
hould be ſerled in all parts, according to cach 
mans ability, reſolving as ſoon as his Incomes 
were regulated, that he would make provihon of 
Vietuals, which ſhould be carried trom place to 
place, according as his Army ſhould need, He 
was wont to compare an Army with the humane 
body, faying that the Captains were to be look'd 
upon as the head, the Souldicrs as the feet and 
hands. Mony was the firength and che ſpirits, 
which keeps this body in motion, and food as 

the belly from whence it was cntertain'd, 
Therefore he (aid , that when an Army can 
repreſent 'a perſe&t man, in all reſpects, it is invin- 
cible, becauſe it tights when it plealcthy, and may 
chuſe whether it will hazard any thing, but up- 
on good terms. When an Army maſcarnes, this 
proceeds from ſome imperteQtion in the body, 
which may be lame or wounded, or trom the 
ſtarved belly or the diſcaſed head. Theretore 
when. he ſent the Prince of Tanair againſt the 
Sultan, he was afraid of the head, and of the 
belly of his Army. For the Prince was but young, 
and his men unfurniſhed with ncceflary provitions. 
tor he' was wont a year before hand , when he 
intended to make War, to gather up ftorcs of food 
and fill up his Magazins, now this year they had 
neglefted this picce of policy, his victory theretore 
he aſcribed to his good fortune, which was loath 
. 9 
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w forſake him, rathcy than to the Wiſdome of his 
young General. | | 

When the Emperour was near © rinzry, Axalls 
went out to mcet him at two daycs journey from 
che City, with" the greateſt Lords of the Coun- 
try and the chicf Cicizeas, whiles the xeſt were 
making ready to welcame him in the moſt mag- 
nitcent manner. that they were able. This City is 
one of the richelt in the world, and one of the largs 
elt, very well ſcituated upon ſmall Iſlands or Chan- 
nels, cut from one end to the other, with ſtately 
buildings, and « great many bridges for the con- 
venience of the Inhabitants. It is a place of 6 
great Trade , that there comes to it continually 
all forts of Goods, Stuffs, Precious Stoncs, and 
chiefly ſpices. Tamer/an at his firſt arrival was 
preſented with the richeſt things of - the City; 
They were valued above two Millions of Gold, to 
not reckon many other rare things, which were 
given him, as tokens of their ſubjeCtion to him, 
and affection tor him. 

He ſcem'd to be very deſirous to ſee his- Son; 
who was then but about feven years old. He 
was brought up with much fate, and with the 
care anſwcrable to his Quality. When he wat 
firtt brought to him, he took notice that his head 
was carctully covered , but he commanded that 
they ſhould kecp it uncovered, becauſe as he ſaid, 
He that is called by his birth to govern Nations 
ought to uſe himſclt to heat and cold, and to 
paintul exercilc, and not to indulge himſelf in an 
cfieminate life, Some told him that the Child 
was but tender, what reply'd the Emperour will 
you make him a Woman ?. It he be not able to cn» 
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dure the troubles and inconveniencies «f War, 
he is not worthy to ſucceed me, tor there nuwti be 
80 dainty and fott Prince to keep up the Em- 
pire of the Parthians, He had fcnt th: Empreſs 
i Samarcaxd, to be there brought to bed, ſhe 
was received with all the honours due to her Dig- 
nity, and the affe&tion that the people could cx+ 
preſs, This was the firſt time ot her viliting of 
this City, | 

A little after, the Ermperour had news broughe 
him, that ſhe was ſafely delivered of her fccond 
Son, which he publiſh'd abroad and fcem'd tore 
jyce at it, appointing Tilts and magnificent Sports 
{0 expreſs his gladneſs for feveral dayes. In 
this time, nothing bur feaſtings and publick diver- 
tiſerments were - in all parts: The Emperour 
himſclt took a great delight in fuch paſtimes, be» 
cauſe it gave him an opportunity to ſhew the 
agility of his body, and his dexterity to his Court 
and people, for. he was judged the more worthy 
to command them, the more he excelled in ſuch 
like exerciſes. _ 

Attcr a months abode in Quinzay, and after 
he had viſited the maritine Towns near adjoyn- 
ing, he went to Samarcaxde trayclling lottly, tor 
in the Road he employed himfſclt in hunting al 
forts of beaſts, and yer in the mean while took 2 
great care to provide for the fat ty ot the Em- 
pire, for it was his uſual faying, «hat Pleaſures and 
Sports were to him, as Wings to lift him upand 
eale him from the Labours, which God had pur 
ypon him for the preſervaticn of his Subjccts in 


peace. | | | 
The Inhabitants of Mwinzay had {> fincere a 
$ Love 
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Love for him, that when he called them toge= 
ther to oblige them to reccive and ſubmit to his 
new Laws, they made no difficulty to yeild to 
him, but embrac'd them with as much relpe& and 
devotion, as if they had been commanded by God 
himſelf, for their reverence and affeftion for his per» 
ſon made them ſubmit. Whiles he continucd in the 
City, the moſt part of the people were employed 
in looking upon him, as the chief object ot their 
affeions. Some of his Courtiers took notice of 
it, particularly A#alla, Therefore they told him, 
that this City was worthy of his conſtant abode. 
Not at all , reply'd the Emperour , it they did 
alwayes ſeg me, they would quickly deſpiſe me, 
for it is a Maxime of State, that the Soveraign 
of this great City, mult not come to it oftner 
than once in ten years, and then he muſt at as 
if he were upon a Theatre in view of all the 
World, he muſt a& a frrious and grave perſon, 
becauſe the Inhabitants are naturally apt to be 
diſguſted with their Prince. He ought therefore, 
it he will be eſteem'd, to ſeek to give them the 
beſt impreſſion that he can, 

Before his leaving of Quinzzy, he ſent withall 
ſpeed Prince Axalla ah. no Pg Com- 
miſſion to examine, and end ſome differences be- 
tween- Odmar and the King of that Countrey, 
that he might be able by his Wifdome to com- 
poſe them, and Yive him a juſt account at hisxre- 
furn: As he had a great affection for his faithtul 
fervants, he long'd to ſee Odmar with him who 
had been abſcnt many years. He defired him to 
fake the time of Axalla's abode in thoſe parts. 
The Empcrour was reſolved not tolcave Cambe- 
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ls, till after Axalls's return from Chins, This 
was a very pleaſing, and an honourable Commiſe 
fon to be fent into thoſe parts, where his cou- 
nge was fo well known and freſh in the remem. 
brance of all the Inhabitants, by his late noble ex. 
ploits, but he was overjoyed to go thither that he 
night do ſervice to Odmar, his intimate friend: 
Tamerlan had an excellent maxime, but contrary 
to that of moſt Princes, he laboured to keep all 
his Servants at Unity, and recommended tothem 
bve to. one another, and faichfulne(s in his ſer* 
je, Thechief caule, that obliged the Emperour 
o ſend Axalls into China, was to put a period 
6 a diſpute between that King and Odmar a+ 
bout the reſtitution of a place, which had been 

iſcd to the King. There: ſeem'd to be 

perſonal differences between them. So that, 
dxalla was judged as the molt pleafing perſon to 
this King to terminate this affair, becauſe of his 
nildneſs and courteous behaviour, 

When A4xalla was upon the borders, he met 
with Prince Odmar waiting for him, who-receiv® 
d him with great Pomp and State, and fealted 
kim three dayes. 

Aﬀer this he gave him an account of the pubs» 
ck affairs, and departed tro the Court to ſee Ta- 
merlan, But Axalla went to Pekin, where he was 
welcomed by the Governour in that manacr, 
that becomed the ſecond perſon of the Empire. 
Axalls gathered his Souldiers together and with 
the Army, he marched to Parchio upan the bor» 
ders of both Empires, as had been agreed upon 
before with the King of Chins , bat 1n his way 
paſſed by $anton, that ſtrong and populous Towns, 
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which he had taken in three moneths contrary to 
the expectation of the whole Army, and of the 
Emperour himſelf, who judged that it would have 
held out at leaſt fix moneths. The Report of his 
coming cauſed a great multitude of people to meet 
and welcome him, for every one could have de- 
fired him inſtcad of Odmar, becauſe his way of 
dealing was ſo amicable, and his vertues fo much 
d of all the World. The Emperour, one 
of the wiſeſt Princes of his time, (aw plainly that 
Odmar was not fo fit to govern thoſe Provinces, 
that he was too grave and reſerved, and not flexible, 
but that Axalls was of a contrary diſpoſition, 
that he had the gift co pleaſe all forts of humours, 
and therefore that he would be more grateful to 
theſe people. But Axalls could not be ſpared 
from other places, where his preſence were more 
needful, for he looked upon him as the only per+ 
fon of his Empixe , upon whom he could truſt 
the whole concern of his Kingdomes in caſe any 
accident or a diſeaſe ſhould diſcnable, and take 
him from the publick management of affairs, 
From wanton Axalla march'd directly to the ap- 
pointed rendevouz. whither the King of Chinawas 
going. When he had advanced about hfty leagues 
Into the Country lately conquer'd by Odmar, he 
thought he ſhould wrong the Majeſty of his Em- 
perour, whofe perſon he did then repreſent, by 
proceeding any farther to_meet this Heatheniſh 
Prince, and that it did more become him, to obli 
him to come to htm there, than to advance into 
C ountry, which had bcen reſtored to. this King by 
the laſt Treaty, ard for which hc paid Tamerlan 2 
conliderable Tribute, 4 tas 
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When the King was arrived with all his Coure 
to a licgle Town, at a leaguediſtane frong, Porchio, 
he wenHur into a large Field where Ax4!12 mer 
lim, with more attendants than he had. H- 
pave place to Axalls, and reſpeQted him as much 
8 if he had been the Em r, Three times 
they met to confer together , for the King of 
(hins infilted alwayes upon the rendition of a 
Town, which the Emperour had granted him, but 
Omar refuſcd to yield it, becauſe it wasa ſtrong place 
of importance. At laſt he ſeem'd to be content with 
mother, farther in his Country, than th: former, 
which ſtood in the midit of the Tartari :n dominions, 
Axallsa the judge of this controverhie put him in 
offedlion of the latter, becauſe he perceived that 
the King had no ſiniſter detign, and that all 
lis aim was , but to have a place, where he 
ight divert himſelf gnd take his pleaſure, Bur 
, an old Jealous pate, having been of- 

ten deceived by this unconſtant Prince, had a 
wntrary opinion of him, for he thought that he 
tired that place, but to plot and contrive new 
&lignes to diſturb the State, He had fufficiently 
yanithed him for the. laſt commotion, when the 
Emperour was in Perfiz, for by one battle he won 
om him tive and twen'y or thirty Towns, and 
tbove fourſcore leagues of good land. So that 
$iinancifs was yeilded up to him, according to 
hs deſire. This Town he {cem'd to like better 
than the other, for it is ſituate upon a River, 
it the entry of a beautitul Lake, which ſurrounds it, 
ind is full of many little Mlands, wl-ece many ftate- 
ly houſes were built for the pleafure of the former 
Kings of Chins,who after preterr'd this abode to their 
S 3 glorious 
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glorious Palaces in their great Cities, 
The Jaſt mecting was under a ri nopy 


which 'Zxalla caus'd to be cxedted : King 


of China came to him with the chief Officers « 


his Court. + After ſome diſputes , this agreement 


was concluded 3 that the King ſhould have liber 
ty to dwell in Dwinancy, as often and as long a 
he plcaſed, but thould not put in it any Garri 
ſon or fortific it, that he ſhould live in it as a pri 


vate perſon, or a Subject to the Emperour: -That 


be might have three hundred men to guard him 
but that he ſhould have no other mark of Soyc 
raignty, but with the'conſent of -the Governou 
for the Emperour. That he ſhould be obligd c 
. very time, that he intended to go to Duinancytc 
give notice of it to the Governour, and that þ 

tore he ſet foot upon any of this Imperial Maje- 
ſties Lands. That he ſhould nevertheleſs, enjoy 
all the Lordſhip of the City, without any moleſia» 
tion from the Emperours Officers. This Heathen 
King accepted theſe offers in ſuch a manner as 
diſcoverced plainly, that all his engagements, 
promiſes, and oaths, would not hinder him from 
a rcbcllion, nor from an endeavour to f1eze upon 
that pleaſant abode, if an opportunity wereoffer- 
&d to him, that: he might ſhut himfclf up in that 
City, the reſt of his daycs, for he had an intent 
to give: over the Kingdome .to one of his Bro- 
thers, becauſe he. was «weary to. ſuffer the Tarta- 
rian bondage. In -this particular, he ſhewed the 
ſigns of a noble courage, which: deſerves a better 
name than that of a bazbarian: or a heathen, u- 
ſually given*to all his people, who are neverthe- 
leis, lovers of Learning and Civility, As foonas

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tince Axalls had diſpatched theſe weighty affairs, 
DY he ſent news to the Emperour, to underſtand how 
ved! be would like his ations, and know when 
he ſhould return, In expectation of an anſwer 
he viſited all the places newly Conquered in 


Tamerlans cuſtome was to xemove often the 
Governours of Cities and Provinces, and to pro- 
note ſuch as had well behaved themſelves to better 
Y cmployments, or moxe honourable and more pro- 
itable Governments: Odmar, being very old and 
kckly, and therefore not ft to be uppn the bor-

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@40 a ſtrong Temptation, he kept him near his per» 


+ ſon, for ſome other' employment. 


He had not forgotten alſo the brother of this 
Lor.|, who had becn uſeful to him in his Armies, 
T.m:r'/an had no need of recommendations or (o- 
lic i-2 ions, to oblige him to recompence his faith- 
ful Ecrvants; ' He alwaids kept in mind every 
6ne that had well bchaved himſelf infome brave 
ation. © Many times, when they 'never* thonght 
upon” any ſuch matter , he would ſend for them, 
to place them amongſt his Counſellours, or give 
them a Government or an Office. No bcdy was 
ſo bold as to ask theſe things trom him, for he 
knew for ccrtain, that thoſe that bribe theſe ho- 
nours and advantages, will fcyer behave them- 
ſclves in them for 'the Princes good or the be- 
netit of the SubjeQs, but onely to gratifie their 
own Ambition and Covctouſnels ,” tor this cauſe 
he was wont to change his Governours often, 
that their Governments might not become here- 
ditary to their Poſicrity.” Thoſe, whom he thus 
removed , were not thereby diſpleas'd; nor did 
they think, that it was a'token'ot 'the Empcrours 
?rgcr, for it was a tare thing, if 'when he had 
thus removed "a Govcrnour, hedid not beſtow up- 
cn him znother,'or ſome employment'in his la 
mily. Bur when he pitch'd upon a man to at- 
tend upon him, or commard im his Armics, & 
vcr y one lock'd upon*this choice, to be the highs 
eſt honour and promotion, tor all over the En» 
pirc, that man' was obeyed as the Emperour hin- 
ſelf. '1 have, faith Albacent, fecn in the beginning 
of his Reign two Men, choſen in this manner, af- 
terwards tour, at laſt he increafſed- them to feven, 


s who 
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who were as the ſeven P.llars of this large Empizg. 
For the Prince truſted all his greateſt and moſt 
weighty affairs in their hands. They were obliged 
to give an account of their actions only to him and 
at'fuch times only, when they were called toge- 
ther to adviſe about the great affairs of Peace 
and War. Theſe were the things that could be 
asked from him, which he would grant without 
{cruple, Gold, Silver, Moveables, Houſes, Lands, 
and other ſuch things, which were not of (uch 
concernment, as to belong to the publick manage- 
ment of his Empire. 

To end this digreſſion, and return to Cambals, 
where the Empcrour was with Odmar and Axalls, 
we mult know, that the former being grown hea- 
vy, by the number of his years, and unht for aQi- 
on, whiſper'd to him nothing but Pzace, and 
wiſh'd him to ſettle the affairs of his Empire. But 
the latter was dcfirous of War and Battles, an 
enemy of reſt, He diſcours'd to him of nothing 
but of new expeditions and copgqueliss This fu- 
rious paſſion nade him wiſh heartily, that the 
Prince would honour him, with an employment 
ſutable to his temper and inclinations, and to be- 
ſlow upon Odmar a Government in a peaceable 
Countrey far from the borders. In regard Odmar 
was rclated to the Emperour, Axalla judged him 
the fitteſt perſon, becauſe of his Age, Wiſdome, 
and Experience in all affairs, to be Govcrnour of 
the young Prince brought up at Quinzay, for he 
would be able to keep-the people with caſe in o- 
bedience. But this change cou!d not come but 
from the Emperours own inclination. No per- 
fon was fo bold, 2s to preſume to motion it to 
A | "2-7 
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him. Put providence favour'd Axalla's wiſhes 
by giving hum this opportunity to diſcover his 
mind 


The Idleneſs and Wantonnels, which the Ge- 
neral Peace all over the Empire had begot, cauſ. 
ed ſome troubles and wutinies in the Army, which 
was as the ſoul of the Empire, and the terrour of 
the whole World, for the Cheiftains had been care- 
leſs and negligent to keep the Souldiers in or- 
der. The irregularity was fo great, that the 
ancient diſcipline was lighted, and the Souldiers 
grown inſolent in regard oft their late ſervices 
and vieories, refuſed to perform their duties, or 
mutinied whenſoever they had a defire, They cal- 
led in a threatning manner, for the Emperour him- 
{clf. ro command them in perſon. 

When he heard firſt-of theſe diſorders, he was 
not a little troubled. Muſt he to gratihe a hand- 
ful of Muriniers, forſake that relt and quiet, which 
he deſires to enjoy for the few years that he hath 
to live in the World ? Muſt he now expoſe him- 
fclf and undergo new labours and pains, which he 
hath cndurcd fo long, and by which he hath with 
the hazard of his Lite (cried the whole World in 
Peace? In this unquictneſs of his mind, he ſent 
tor Odmar and Axalla to adviſe with them, A4x- 
als without delay endeavoured to perſwade the 
Emperour to go to his Army, and leave the ma- 
nagement of affairs at home to Odmars Wiſdone 
and Conduct. Now Tamerlan had begun to reliſh 
in the Citics a ſweetneſs and pleaſure differin 
from that life, which men lead in the midſt 
Souldiers, and the djfiurbances and dangers of War, 
though the 12tter had been formerly more pleaſing 
f ww 
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to him. This made him loath to ingage himſelf 
afreſh in ſuch* pcrils and ſuch an unquiet life, 
He was more delirous to enjoy inpeace the fruits 
of his Valour and Courage. -And the rather, be+ 
cauſe he was then- about titty yezrs of Age: an 
Age that called upon him to ſee topreſerye and fe» 
Cure what he had purchaſed by his Victories, Ar lafi 
he titrhcd himſelf rowards Axalls with theſe words, 
I ſhould be efteem'd ungratefil to Od mar. for all bis 
and faithful Services, if in bis Old age, I did not 
contrive a way to ſettle him in peace the reſt of bis 
dayes, The gdvice, that you have given me in relati» 
on to bim, 1 accept, and ſhall follow it, I conſent 
therefore, that Odmar take the Government of my Son, 
and of all the Country of Quinzay and Cambalu, 
and that be end there bis praceably in my ſer. 
vice. © But T intend to in Sachctay , that I 
might be nearer Perſia, where I will have my Army 
incamp, wnto which I ſhall add thirty thonſand borſe 
more, that it may be able to keep the Country fram 
Rebelling, But for you, I will bave you go and con» 
mand it in perſon, I look upon you as the only man 
of my Empire beſt able to perform the duties of this 
Office with credit, not only becauſe the Souldiers have 
an affetlion for you, but becauſe I*=bave alwayes ſee: 
you careful to obſerve the diſcipline of War. I truſt 
my whole Empire in your hands by truſting you with 
mine Army, which only is able to keep quiet ſo many 
large Provinces , and ſo many Natwons differing te 
manners, language, and cuftomes, which you have belp- 
ed to ſubdue, 1 will take care, that nothing ſhall be 
wanting to this Army, and that the cleareſt and moſt 
certain part of my Revenues ſpall be appointed to pay 
them, and to reward thoſe whom you (hall judze wor- 
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thy: I would have take a great care to obl! 
#he Troops, to obſerve the + jan feipline a 
alteration. Let them lodge alwayes in the Camp in 
the open Field. Tow ſhall change this Camp every 
three moneths. Let them buy all neceſſaries themſelver 
and pay for them , without wronging any body, and 
let thoſe that ſhall break, theſe orders be puniſh'd ſeverely, I 
woxld bave alſo my Army bs incamp'd in Perſia, becauſe 
the people are there more inclinable to rebellion than elſe- 
where, and not ſo willing te obey, and becauſe Syria is 
near adjoynitig. The Army therefore, will be ſooner ready to 
carry a remedy to the troubles that may ariſe in thoſe parts. 


Aſter this diſcourſe to Axalls, the Emperour 
told Odmar, that by putting as he did, his Son 
into his hands, he did put his deareſt treaſure, 
and the chict of all his Riches, and gave him 
the command of the two thirds of his Empire, 
That he could not ſhew him a greater aſſurance 
of being well ſatished with his tormer ſervices, 
than by delivering unto him this precious Pawn. 
That he ſhould command in Chict in his richett 
Provinces, where the pcople ſhould honour and 
reſpe&t him as himſelf. That all things were 
quiet and in peace, and ft for his weakneſs 
and years, He fent alſo for his Chanccllour, who 
was not preſent, when theſe things were con- 
cluded. He commanded him to caulke two Cons 
m:ſſhons ro be drawn, one for Odmar to be Go- 
vernour of his Eldeſt Son, and his Vice-Roy in 
all the Country of Qwinzay, and Cambols, as far as 


the Seca, and the Mountains bordering upon Chi- 
nay and another for Axalla to be Lieutenant Ge» 
neral ot his Army, with gn expreſs command to 

eycry 
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every Province , where it was to march, to obey 
him as himſelf. , | 

The news of this Commiſſion, given to Prince 
Axella, being noiſed abroad every where as far as 
the Camp, made the Souldiers and Captains re» 
pyce in an extraordinary manner. Every one 
was glad of it, not only becauſe of the worth and 
dc{ervings of the General, but alſo becauſe of the 
good turns and exprethons of his afteQtion, which 
he had given to every one. Chictly Sinoper, was 
overjoyed to hear this plealing news, becauſe 
he was related to A4xalls, andghad been promoted 
by him to the chiefeſt Commands of the Army. 
Odmar was left at Cambals, to prepare for his 
Journey to Quinzay, and was mightily glad of 
his employment. The Emperour gave him In- 
firutions, how he ſhould behave himſelf in his 
Government, for the publick good. He command- 
ed him, that as ſoon as the Young Prince his 
Son ſhould attain to ten years of Age, that he 
ſhould bring him up in buſineſs, and that he ſhould 
acquaint him with all affairs, that he might learn 
bertimes to do ſervice to his Country 3 but before 
that Age, he would not ſuffer him to know any 
thing ot bufineſs,but that he ſhould live as Children 
of his Age. He was called Cam Sentrochio or Ta« 
jochien, which word in the Parthian tongue ligni« 
hes, the Love of Men. This Name had been given. 
him by the Old Emperour his Grand-Father in 
his Fathers abſence. And this Name was not 
improper, for he was mighty well beloved, chiefly 
in the Provihce gf his Nativity, from whence his 
Father could never take him, to carry him to 
Samarcande, where the Empreſs his Mother lived, 
tor 
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for the Inhabitants of Nuinzay ithagin'd that if 
they loſt the fight of him- they (hould loſe all, 
Therefore the Emperour, was willing to gratifie ſo 
extraordinary an affection, and their carneſt intrea- 
ties, to leave him at Wwinzay, - | 
When Tamerlan had ictled all his affairs, he took 
the way to Samercande,where he intended to make his 
conſtant abode,and toenrich and embelliſh this place 
of his Nativity, that it might be worthy of- his ſuc- 
ceflours, and that there they" might, conſtantly 
dwell. The Prince was grown ſolitary , for his 
inclination to devagion had mclined him to a me- 
lancholly temper- He was fo much delighted with 
contemplation, and was weancd ſo much from the 
diſturbances of Courts and Armies, that ſome 
think that he would have forſaken the ſociety of 
men, had nota Principle of honour, and the in- 
tereſt of his Family retained him £ He was there- 
fore, ſo far from thinking upon any new expe- 
dition, that all his thoughts were employed how 
to kecp what he had Conquer'd, for he was afraid 
of the urconfiancy of Fortune, that had alwayes 
ſiniled upon him. He knew that her frowns are not 
to be avoided, if men are not contented with 
the favours that ſhe hath beſtowed upon them, 
but fiill preſs her for more, and weary her by 
their importunitics. Bur we muſt not aſcribe to 
Fortunc alone, all the happineſs and the conti- 
nual ſucceſſes of Tamerlan, but to God, to the 
Great God of Hoſis, for whom he had a great 
reſpe&t and reverence» Therefore God favourcd all 
his deſigns, gave victory to his Agmies, and defeat- 
ed all his enemies. 
In the mean while, Axallz was glad of his Com- 
mitlton 
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miſſion, was bufie in reducing the Imperial Army to 
that poſture that the Emperour defired. For 
this purpoſe , he gathered together all the Old 
iers, who had becn disbanded, and who had 
been long at reſt in his judgement, with theth 
ww a new Militis, He ſent towards Moſs 
wvy. to take from the Frontiers, ſome Troops of 
horſe for his own Guard, for he kiew their faith 
fulneſs and courage ! He march'd ſome dayes in 
the way with the Emperour, diſcourſing with him 
about the concerns of his Army. And to that 
which he ſed to the Prince , he either di- 
miniſh'd or what he judged convenient, for 
without flattery one may tely ſay, that no 
man, was more $kiltul in affairs of War than Tamer- 
lan, Axalla was eſtcem'd next tohim; beſtable to 
contrive or Exccute in the farne maniner, and as pun-« 
n 


Qually as the Prince was wont todo great 

The Emperour in his march was very flow, t 
all his-attendants, who were many in number 
might follow him, and becauſe of a great deal of 
baggage and carriages. Axalla only was weaty of 
this flow pace, he long'd to be at Samarcande, where 
he was to enter into his office. So that when the 
Prince, who loved hunting, becauſe it isan image 
of War, and an exerciſe that prepares the body 
for greater labours, was delirous to ſtay in any 
place fie for this ſport, Axalls endeavonred to 
draw him from it as much as he could towards 
Samarearnde. Tamirlan arrived thicher about the 
end of the Summer. ky” 

The Empreſs had been brought to bed, and 
was up again. The whole City for the birth of 
this young Prince, .and tor the late arrival of the 
Em 
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Empcrour was full of ſports, playes, and othce 
divertiſements, which were again renewed at rhe 
Childs Circumcifion, But Axalls cndeavourcd to 
loſe no time, he follicitcd the Emperour and his 
Miniſters to furniſh him with his Inſtructiogs, for 
in the greatclt times of pleaſures the Empero@ had 
his hours, which he ſpent in the publick affairs, from 
which nothing could take him off, When all 
things were ready, Axalla took his leeve of his Im- 
ial Majcliy, to go tothe Camp, He had with 
imtwenty thouſand horſe, moſt young men of the 
Court, for the Empcrour delired thele young blades 
to be brought up rather in the exergile of Arms, 
than in the plcaſuses of a Town. It was his cu» 
liome not to promote any to an employment, till 
after he had been actually in Arms. Thoſe perſons 
only excepted, who attended upon him. 

About his time the Emprrour received news, 
from the Prince of Tanair, Ge vernour of Syria 
and Ap yp, that all things were quiet in his Pro- 
vinces, which gave him a great content. He took 
then a delight - to embell-ſh his City of Samar- 
cande, and chicfly in building a moſt glorious Temes 
ple, which he named the Temple of Solomon; and 
appointed it to be his own and his Succeſſours 
Tomb. 

He cauſcd the chick ſpoils, which he had taken 
from his cncmics to be hung up in it, and cauſed 
the ſcvcral battles that he had won, and the Na- 
tions chat he had conquered to be ingraven for 
Polſtcrity to view. (And as he faid ) tor to ac- 
knowledge to his great God, the favours that he 
had received from him, He had with him a great 
many Chriltzans, skiltul in ſcvcral Arts and Sciences, 

whom 
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whom he had brought from 'all places, where he 

had \ been with his Armies, or who had beenre- 
commended to him for their skill.- Fort them he 

built. a Temple- and-called ic by the Name of /Fe- 
ſas Chriſt the Soni of Gods ' Axalls, and many 0- 

thers of "the Jarhe Religion ,'were the beſt and 

chiefeſt Souldiers bf His Army, for the Prince had 

confidence in the, He trutied-them as much as 

his natural Subjects, and more than' the moſt af the. 
walous tollowers 'of Mahomet.: ' He had given 

or1:1s, all over his Empire, that Ghriftians ſhould. 
ve tree liberty | to exerciſe: their Religion, and 

mac Jeſus Chriſt, the Son of God, be ho» 
wourcd and  reverenced by all the World. The 

Chriftian devotions were performed every day jn 

the. Army ,, without moleſtation or hindrance. 
And' the Emperour had in his dominions many 
Countries where the Inhabitants were all Chtilti- 
ans.. ' He gave orders that they ſhould have hber- 
ty to profeſs their own Rceligion.j- and be in as 
much eſtcem and» favour as thoſe of the Arhomes 
tan profcfſion, - becauſe , as he faid, they worſhip= 
ped but one only God, and that .they denied all 
pluralitics as well as himſelf, He hatcd: all 1do- 
lategs in ſuch a manner ,* that wherever: he went 
he juilled down their Idols, he enſlaved their perſons, 
andcommanded them to be cfteent'd fo.He could not 
have a greater joy than when any of his own'gr the 
Chrittian Religion diſcourſed to him of holy prigci- 
ples and precepts. When their lives were withogz 
vain-glory heeſtcem'd them theanerc,. When they 
were nut [like certain hypocrites, , who» had nothing, 
but an outward ſandtity, by which thicy endcavaiir'd 
t© furpriſe the mindsof the people ard to ger anc» 
- T 
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fieem amongſt men, He wondred moſt at the relation 
that was given him of men, who ot their own a<cord 
have forſaken the World, for Jcſus Chriſts ſake, ro 
live only upon dry meats and without taſte, in loan» 


ſome Defſarts, denying to thetnſcives all the plea- 


ſures of life, to embrace that which Gy judgd 
to be moſt pleaſing to God, When he heard of 
the (ſtrange which Chriſtians ſuffered 
under the Heathen Emperours, he was grieved, and 
this grief ſtirred up in him an inward affection 
for thoſe that were of that Religi 

So that this great Prince had in him two good 
qualities, which cauſed him to be well beloved by 
all the World, Piety —_—— Three times 6+ 
very week, he executed Juſtice to his SubjeRts in 
the City of Samarcande, ſeating himſelf in his 
Throne with a Majeſty well the Mo- 
narch of the greateſt part of the World : But all 
this glory, in which he appeared, hinder'd him not 
from - ny caſe ot the poor and deſpicable, 
more than that of the rich. Other days were 
dehgned to fit in Council with his chiet Mini- 
ſters, to conſider of his weighty affairs of Seate. 
In that place no perſon could be fo bold as to 
diſguiſe the Truth, or to a& or ſpeak paſſionate- 
ly without hazarding his Princes diſpleaſure. In this 
occaſion,he ſhewed not that indulgence, which he cx. 


preſſed in all other occafions and aGtions of his liſe- 

In this-manner, he cauſed himſelf tobe dread- 
ed and beloved of all his SubjeRts , and chiefly 
of his Domeſticks, whom henever put out of their 
cmployments, but when he was thereunto forced 
by ſome ill behaviour or relapſes in wickedneſs, 
which could not well be pardoned. 


He ncver 
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difmiſs'd thoſe who had ſerved the Emperour his 
unkle, but retain'd them all in his Grvice and in- 
creaſed their wages, to remove or quallitein forne 
reſpets, = —_— they had conceived for fo 
a loſs. beſtowed great ftrang- 
Sw win their adetions, and 4_ titnes 
of need. This wiſc and judicious dealing was not 
unknown to many great men of the Moſcovites 
Court and Council, who were the better every 
year for _ Tribute, which their Malter ſent in 
monies to the Emperour. For he ſcarce keptany 
= of it for himſelf, but gave it to han at 
might oblige ther the more to be his Crea- 
and ſend him intelHigence of any thing that 
to his intereſt, He was ſo punQual and 
exact in his Revenues, that thoſe, who had the 
management of them, were obliged to give him 
I Ons WT ds 7 re 

viewed over the Reccipts xpences of his lar 
ire, He had a great reſpect for his _ 
Intendant or Lord Treaſurer, for he was 4 man of 
noted integrity , free from bribes or corruption, 
He received his orders from the Princes onemouth 
at every moment» He had orders © pay off the 
Penſions of the Princes, and chief Othcers of the 
Crown without leaving this buſincls to under A- 
gents : Such perſons were to fatithe meaner Of: 
hcers, and pay off the other expences of the Em- 
pite, But of all theſe payments the chick Trea- 
ſurer was to be aafwerable in his own perſon, 
and of all the mildemeanours of his underlings: 
Therefore this Employment, was very dangerous 
in this t mpire. Two were put to death by the Ex- 
ecutioncr, becauſe they had not preter'd the Princes 
T > 1aterch 
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intereſt to their own private. benefit. Now the 
Revenues of the Emperour were not certain, for 
he increaſed or diminiſh'd them according as necd 


required, 

Iiter the death: of the laſt Emperour, he cauſed 
all che currant Coyn to be Stamp'd with his own 
Image, prohibiting all other of any former impreſ- 
fion.. When he was at Samarcande, he reformed 
many, things in his Incomes. The report went 
about that he was refolved ro make a great ſtock 
of monics, but no man knew the cauſe. He was 
naturally very liberal, which gain'd him the hearty 
of all the World. When he had paſled over a 
day without beſtowing ſome Gift, he commonly 
ſaid that he had ſpent it in vain. By giving, he 
ſaid, 'Men became like God, whoſe Gitts never 
any ' body refuſcd, 

But to zeturn to Axalla, As ſoon as he wasin 
the Army , he cauſcd all the Old Orders to be 
renewed and publiſh'd, which the Emperour ob- 
ferved, when he was with thetn. They had been 
veglected every where through the Chicftains fault, 
who, to deſtroy the ancient diſcipline, had brought 
in fofreign cuſtores not ft to be obſerved by 
the Parthians and Tartarians. When therefore he 
had callcd together all the Chief Commandersand 
ather Officers, he repreſented to them the diſor- 
ders” intreating them to endeavour with him are- 
{ormation, to bring all things to their firſt State, 
and. re-cltabliſh the ancient diſcipline, which ob- 
liged! them to be conhned within their Camp,and 
theze to cauſe their Souldiers to ſubtiſt, who were 
grown heavy and idle- by their. abode in Citics 
and Gerrifors, whereas in the Camp the S0.11di- 
41 
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er is' uſed} to work , every one in his tyrn' fa 
rengtten their fortifications. For which-, pur- 
poſe, there were alwaies in the Impetial Armics 
thirty thouſand men appointed. To avoid all con- 
fuſion in the receiving of orders, amongit the Tn- 
fantry, he gave an under Officer to every teri Squl- 
diefs, which Officer was to” be governed by ang- 
ther, who was over one hundred men: _Ar ky 
was' to be commanded by a Collonel, who hala 
thouſand , and he by another Superior Officer, 
who had ten thouſand under him” but all, Were 
to be govern'd by the Major General;” Among 
the Cavalry there was this Order, one hun 
horſe men were commanded by a Captain, who 
was under a Collonel that was to be over a thou- 
ſand, and he to be under a Superior Officer, that 
commanded ten thouſand. * So. that” orders were 
to be diltributed all over the Camp, by the (evex 
ral Otffcers from the Generat.” "That he might. 
better eſtabliſh this order, he "muſter'd all his Ar=- 
my, and ſetled it" in that manner. It contain» 
ed threeſcore thouſand foot, * commanded by fix 
chief Collonels under the General, and forty thou- 
ſand horſe with four chict Officers: Amongſt 
them were a thouſand light horſe named Stradiots, 
Beſides theſe, - the General had his particular 
Guards to wait upon' his perſon, , they were in 
number two thouſand horſe and four thouſand 
foot, This was the condition of the Army fiyled 
Imperial, the others had not that name. That 
which was in Syria was compoſed of tweaty 
thouſand horſe and forty thouſand foot. That 
of- China had the ſame number, and that about 
Cambaln were as many. There were two others,

me the borders of Moſe - and the 
one $ cavy , O- 
thet x dr the Cherſoneſus , each containing 
the ſame number of men. Theſe inferior Ar- 
tmics were not to keep the Field, but when need 
required, but the Imperial Army was one entire 
in one Body , governed as we have faid before, 
and able to ſtrengthen the others, and aſſiſt them 
in caſe of need. 

* Axalls, who could by no means endure idleneſs, 
employed all his care to ſettle in good order the 
Artny under his Command, and endeavoured to find 
out all the Engines of War, and Artillery uſed by 
Chriſtians with ſo much ſucceſs, as well to attack as 
ro defend Cities and Towns. In theſe arts he en- 
deavoured to be skilful, and for that purpoſe, he 
made uſe of, the Jews. For by their Trade 
in all parts, they brought to him all the new 
Inventions, that they could meer with in forreign 
Countries to communicate them to others , to 
whom they were unknown, That which pleaſed 
him moſt was the Invention of Gurs, which a 
Gretian brought him, after the death of Andro- 
nicw with Powder , which he tried in the pre- 
ſence of all the Army to their great aſtoniſhment, 
for they could not imagine how it came to paſs, 
that it ſhould have ſo great a power and ſtrength,

This. foreſight of; the time to come, proved ta 
be- well grounded,for-in a moment this great Mo» 
marchy was overthrown, by the diviſions: and ha- 
tred'of the two. brethren; who could neyer be -re- 
conciled, About this time news came of a revolt 
at Babylon, but Prince Axalls's faddain appearance 
there ſtifled all commotions intheir beginning and 
.xcturned -to his: Camp. - A little after , he had 
another occaſion _ offered bhimz. to expreſs his va- 
lour 3.for Natolia, began to- revolt to the Turks 
with ſome of; the acighbouring Proyinces. He 
ſegt , to Tamerlan to giye him intoxmation and 1c- 
ccive his orders'to march; thither' with his Army 
to pacific all trpubles. and fcttle the Country in 
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Callepiz, Bajazet's Son promoted to the Empire, after 
bis Fathers death. His War with Tamerlan, Heis 
. defeated by Axalla. Tamerlan's firkneſt and death. 


S ſoon as (Bajazet had ended his dayes in 
| the City of; Samarcande, and the news was 
broughe to the Jrrky, they took his ſecond Son 
named —_ to- advance him upon his Fathers 
Thrope. + This promotion, together with the fair 
hopes, that he gave of his perſon, had encourag- 
ed them to raiſe a powerful Army to retake again - 
Natolia, which they judged the eafter to accoms 
pliſh, becauſe the divifions of -the 'Greek Emprronrs 
family would not ſuffer him to intermedle 'in 
the War, for his Brothers were in Rebellion a- 
gainſt him, and kept him ſo employed, thatthe 
had no- leaſure to look abroad 'to the affairs of 
Aſia. But 'A4xalla being informed of their de- 
ligns, ſent word to the Emperour to acquaint 
him with all their proccedings. This attempt 
of the Twrks was not only againſt the Greek Em- 
pire, but alſo againſt Tamerlan, who ſaw himſelf 
obliged to- prevent the miſchief intended. 1 De- 
mocares was ſecretly employed to gather togeth-r 
Souldiers in: Perſia, . to ſend them to Callepin, 35h 
whom he purxpeled to joyn with his party, £4x- 
alla could not well proceed , before he had the 
Emperours orders in ſo weighty 2 bulineſs. He 
ſent him word, that his Army was in as good a 
condition, as could be expected and ready for adti- 
on -

on. Andthat he thought it beſt to meet the e- 
nemy in his own Country, and not expe@ his'com- 
ing into Perſiz: for all the frontiers were ſecure 
and in peace, but in Perſia the Inhabitants were 
unconſtant and not well confirmed in their obe- 
gdiencc. 

He ſent word alſo to the Emperour that Li. 
chibanes the Governour of Natolia, had taken away 
all his Souldiers out of Buyſa, pulled down the 
fortifications, becauſe he was not able to keep it, 
and that he was retreated with all his Cava 
and Infantry to the foot of the Monntains, whi 
he had ſciſed with a reſolution there to expe 
the orders of his Imperial Majeſty with more 
men, which he wonted, becauſe in all the Pro- 
vinces, there was no Town of any ſtrength to 
make a reſiſtance againſt the enemy. When the 
Emperour heard all theſe things, he called toge- 
ther his Council, where it was reſolved that Prince 
Axalls ſhould without delay with his Army march 
into Natolis to joyn with Lichibanes, That Odwur, 
with the forces of Quinzay and Cambaln, ſhould go 
thither through the borders of Meſcovia, and Zeri- 
Jenes ſhould ſtrengthen his Army with twenty thou- 
ſand horſe. That an Embaſſadour ſhould be diCl- 
patched to the Prince of Moſcovis, to deſire the 
ten thouſand horſe, which he was obliged by his 
Treaty of Peace to fend in ſuch like occafions to 
affitt Temer/zn. That the Prince of Tanais like- 
wiſe ſbould ſecure his Government, and take 
with him all his horſe to meet the Army at 
the rendevouz, 

That in the mean while, the Governour of 
Babylon ſhould raiſe twenty thouſand horſe - 

hitty 
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fifty thouſand ſoot in Perſia, beſides other levies 
ſhould be made in all other Provinces. That to 
haſten him the more, Commithons ſhould be ſent 
him from the Emperour with Commiſſioners to 
chooſe proper and able men, ſome to bear arms, 
others for the works and labours of the 
Orders were alſo fent to » the chicf Cities of 
the Empire, gr Magiſtrates to make 
proviſions of vituals and other neceſſaries, and 
_ them ſafe to hy by men appoint- 
Zamay alſo the Governour

thither with the proviſions for the belly, and other 


neceſſaries for Souldiers, and ſend them to the 
Army. ny ag cauſed it to be raiſed a- 
Ro that he would be himſelf at the Head 
of his Army, and PO OE Jn Ni 


was overjoyed to be employed in this mmm 
expedition, he had ſecret orders to put a period 


to this War, and not to expect the Emperours 
coming, who advanced towards the Array with a 
flow pace, being retarded by the indiſpoſition of 
his body tormented with a diſeaſe. He was de- 
lirous x Bb Axalla ſhould put an end to this War 3 
for that purpoſe , he had given him the whole 
Command over ſo much of his Treaſure as was 
needful, as well as over the Army. 

The Prince of Tanair, who wr orders to ſe- 
cure his Government, and then to joyn —_ 
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alla, ſent ſeveral parties of horſe before him to 
the Imperial Army, with ten thouſand foot, which 
.he took out of Tawris, and .cight thouſand horſe, 
They were commanded by a Lord named Abi. 
ran, a faithful Servant of the Emperours, and 
Axalls's real Friend, 

In his way through Armenia, he drew out of 
the Garriſons -twtnty thouſand horſe to joyn 
them with the Iniperial Army , which conliſted 
then of fourſcore thouſand horſe and one hundred 
thouſand foot. Tamerlan had as many more gathered 
out of Moſcovy and the province of Sachetay, but he 
could not in (1x months. joyn with 4xala, tor he 
was f{o diſcaſed, that he could notmake more haſte, 
There were ſome tcars amongſt bis Courtiers, that 
his diſttemper would increaſe and/grow more dange- 
rous, and that it-would oblige: ham to return to 
Samarcande, beeautc the pain; which he telt in his 
ſide, became every day worle and worle, fo that 
it tormented 'his body , abd had taken away his 
ſiomack, by degrees he grew feebler.. None but 
his chief Officers and Domeltticks knew this, they 
wcre all afraid of dcath ,- which was not to be 
avoided, A certain Altrologet had foretold that 
inmcdiatcly before his death he ſhould win a 
battle againſt all the Eaſt, - Another ſent him 
word to take heed of the thirteenth day of the 
Moan and the ninth moneth of the year. Theſe 
predjctions made the Emperour believe, that he 
thoulg dic in a battle and not in his bed, but this 
thought of leaving the. World, did: in nv- wile 
trouble him, but-often would ſpeak. of his mors 
tality, and. of the debe he owed to. Nature, He 
was expcCting every day Odmar, : who was com» 
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ing to him with the Young Prince his Son, for 
2s he faid, he:intended to preſent bins to the Ar-" 
my, and to ſhew him thoſe perſons who were 
to ſerve him 5. as (oon as - ſhould take him 
out. of the World. But he was very defirous to 
embrace him once rhore, before he gave up the 
Ghoſt,» and fend him» afterwards to the Empreſs; 
his Mothcr,. to- \Samarcande with Odmar., And 
thought his diſeaſe was very troubleſome, he had 
taken a reſolution (if need required to go over the 
Boſpbore of Thracis,'to Canſtantinople and into Greece, 
to encourage: his men by his preſence, tocndea- 
vout - to cut off, and root out all that dangerous 
brood of Trwrks and ſecure his intereſt by that means 
in his new Conquelts from all tuture invaſion. 

Whiles the -Emperour ſtaid for the Prince his 
Son. with a great longing, Axalle was bulic in his 
Army, ſpur'd on with an carneſt defire of Glory, 
He wes ſo ſpeedy, that he entered into Twrcomanis 
at the ſame time, as hftecn thouſand Georgiaar, 
lirong and warlike men ,  overtook his Army, 
He marched to Gorgs , where the Governour of 
the Provinces met him to welcome him and re- 
ceive from him, the Orders that Axalls had to 
deliver to him in the Emperours name, but he 
would not undertake any thing till the com- 
ing of the Prince of Tanais, for that purpoſe, 
he made all ſpeed poſſible with fifecen thouſand 
horſe and thirty thouſand foor, which he broughe 
with him, As ſoon as he was come up with his 
party to the Imperial Army, Axallz according 
to Tamerlans orders, gave the Prince the command 
of the Vanguard, The Governour of the Coun- 
try had the Rear. He was aperſon well clicer'd 
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by the Emperour, becauſe of his virtuous diſpoliti- 
His Government reached as far as Perfiaand 
"Bur that we may better underſtapd this part of 
the Hiſtory, we muſt take notice, that as as 
Tamerlan had conquered all Natolis, be gave a 
gxeat part of it back to the Greek Em 
upon condition, that he ſhould 25 a Tribute 
every year four hundred Ducatsof Gold, 
and cight hundred thouſands Livers of Silver. 
Axalls ſent therefore to this Prince to acquaint 
him with his coming to Gorga, _——— 
ed all the Troops together, which 7; ſcne 
from all parts to make up the body of an Army, 
which he himſelf was in his march to command 
to do him the ſame good Offices, which he had 
formerly done to his Father, therefore he intreats 
cd him to reconcile the differences of his own fa» 
mily to prevent a forreign evil, which increaſed 
viſibly to the eye, and which would caſt him in- 
© the ſarne tnconveniency as his Father was before 
him, if he did not remedy it betimes, He ſent 
to adviſe him, that it he did not the 
domeſtick difſentions and troubles of bis family, 
he would but give an advantage to his mortal 
enemy, who would become ftronger through his 
weakneſs and troubles. This ſcaſonable and whole- 
ſome advice, made no impreſſion upon the minds 
of this Prince or of his Brothers. They had ſhar- 
cd the Empire amongſt themſelves, and were at 
variznce about their portions contrary to their de- 
fires, they help'd to increaſe and enlarge the Tur- 
kith Empire, whereof the Prince was likely to 
lvcceed their Father, without bcing any be or 
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related to him. They were {o fooliſh as to be 
- of Tamerlan's ym y a 
at meſſage , for t at e 
the ſuccours that Axells brought, were not a- 
bove ten or twelve thouſand horſe , but when 
they underſtood from the meuth of the Embaſ. 
fador, an able and a wiſe man , that the Army 
had ſo many thouſand horſe and foot as to make 
2 dreadful body, inſtead of rejoycing or expred- 
 fing their thankfulneſs , they began to tear that 
Tamerlan had ſent his men againſt them, as well 
as againſt Callepin: Neicher the remembrance of 
Tamerlans former generolity expreſſed to their de- 
ceaſed Father, nor the Embafſadours endeavours, 
to aſſure them of the Emperours good aad fin- 
cere intentiqns to do them no karm, coald not 
remove theſe ill grounded ſuſpitions out of their 
minds. They were fo blind and brutiſh, that 
they would not admit of a Truce amongſt them- 
ſelves, ſo great was their hatred for one another, 
At the return of this uſeleſs Embaſhe , A4xzllo 
underſtood where Callepix lay with his Army, 
and how many men he had. Therefore after the 
general muſters, he marched to ſeek out the Enemy 
in Caramania. Callepin was at firſt aſtoniſhed at 
the dilligent proceedings of the Army, but much 
more, when at the return of the ſcouts , he un- 
derſtood its order, diſcipline and number of men 5 
tor he had imagined that it would not be above ten 
or twelve thouſand men. When he had learned 
the truth, he called together his Council, All the 
Commanders adviſed that Eallepin, who was the 
only perſon alive of the Ottoman tamily, hould 
not hazard his perſon in the batcle, that he was 
to 
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to bedefired to ſtay at a diftance, and ſee theconſee 
guence and end of the tight. That though his 
was ſtrong and powerful, becauſe the Perfiantand 
Mamelucks, two warlike Nations, made up the grea- 
teſt part of it: It was to be feared it things ſucceeded 
rot well with them, they would conclude a 
to the prejudice of the Tarks with the victorious 
enemy. When Callepin underſtood that the Em- 
perour in perfon , was advancing after Axalls 
with another Army , as nutncerous and as brave 
as the former, he began to repent that he had 
awakened the drowbe Lyon. The Greek Empe- 
rour alſo imagining,that all this Army was deligned 
to take from him his Country, as well as Ty 
away the Twrks, (ent to conclude a league with 
Callepin, which . after it was agreed, too the Turk 
deſired ſome fuccours, to help him againſt Tamer. 
lans Army, which was there purpoſely todetend the 
Greek, from the Turk, the common enemy of both, 
He alleadged theſe reaſons to ſtrengthen his ridi- 
culous. fancy : That in all appearance the Empe- 
rour would not be content, with ſuch narrow li- 
mirs to his Empire as the Egean Sea, but would 
enlarge it beyond Conftantinople, That they ought 
to joyn rogether, tor the ſecurity of their domi- 
nions, and repulſe that ambitious Prince into his 
own Nett in Tart wy. That he could not approve his 
Fathers. procecdings, nor would follow his toot- 
lieps, for atter tis Fathcrs deceaſe, he had retub 
ed-40 - give any encouragement to Tamerlans Go- 
vernour in Natolia: That his Army had advanc- 
«-into that Province without his knowledge 
and- conſent, and theretors he ſhould endeavour 
to, beat him out. He labourcd to make the Twrk 
ſcnlible 
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{:nſible of theſe things, that he might conclude a 
contederacy with him to his own ruin 3 but « 
Tartars were (© advanced, that tho: they had bot 
a deſire to joyn, they could not- have then the 
means 3 for the Ottoman Army could not give back 
without deſtroying themſelves. There was a nc+ 
ceficy for ther to fight. The greateſt part were 
Perfians and Mamelucks, and baniſh'd men driven 
out of their Counrry, becauſe they would not ſubs 
mit to Tamerlan, It was therefore very danges 
rous for them to delay the battle, or to retreat. 

The Baſs, who commanded ift the Turkiſh ar- 
my, had hiftceri thouſand Perfian Horſe, good tigh- 
ting men, and thirty thouſand 'Fobt Icd by, the 
Prince of Tawris, one of the baniſhed men. : 
Mamelucks were in number about twenty thouſand 
Horſe commanded by him that was choſen their 
Szltan,who hear hve years had been making war in 
Arabia, but had been driven from thence by Tamers 
lan's men, and cntertained by Callepia , whoſt 
Confederate he was, in hopes, that if their affairs 
lucceeded, he - might receive from him fuch aiſi- 
ſtance as might help him to recover Syrie and 
Egypt, and ajl the Dominions of the Mamelacky, 
Bctides theſe, there were twenty five thouſand Tur- 
kiſh Horſe, and thirty thouſand foot, with fix thous 
land more, that Callepin had choten for his Guard. 
The grand Bafſs was an experienced Warriour ; 
and a brave Comfnander. With theſe Troops he 
imagin'd himfclt able to overthrow the cncmies 
Army. And was the more encouraged to tight, 
becauſe, he ſuppoſed, that the greateir part or che 
Tartarian Forces were no al Friends ot the 
Parthians , nor well wiſhers to their Empire. = 
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Boſs was the ſame who had been taken the day 
betore the great Battle, where Bajazet was made 
Priſoner, unto whom Tamerlan gave his freedom 
and a ſtately horſe. He boaſted amongſt his own 
men, that he was acquainted with the Tartarians 
manner of fighting, and that the greateſt advan- 


tage which they had obtaincd was by the taking of 


Bajazet, but that more had been killed on their tide 
than on the Tarks, which was very true. There« 
fore in the Counſel of affairs, which Callepin had 
called together , this was his advice , that they 
ſhould not ſuffer*theix Prince to be in the Army 
the day of the hght, for fear that he ſhould fall 
=_ the ſame misfortune as his Father before 

Now in the Survey and Muſt of the Empe- 
rours Army, Axalla found rae fob yur 
thouſand Horſe, and one hundred and threeſcore 
thouſand Foot. Threeſcore thouſand were old 
Troops kept in pay by Tamerlan ; brave Souldiers 
accult to hight. Sinoper, an excellent and a 
$killful Commander, led fourſcore thouſand Foot, 
choſen men, of a ſtout reſolution, 

As ſoon therefore as the cncmy drew fo near, 
that Axalla had notice of theis tnarch, he called a 
Council of War, and cauſed his Army to ad- 
vance ſoftly towards them. He knew that Gomalach, 
about thirty leagues off from the place where he 
was, with his men, was an advantageous poſt 
ro him, who ſhould firſt recover it 3 he cauſed 
cheretore all his Army , very deſirous of a bat- 
tle, to march thither. The Turks went ſlowly 
and would not forſake the Sca-lide, that tur- 
wihcd them with plenty of a!l mavoner of p10- 
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vifons, In the Tartarian Army there was no 
ſuch abundance , for want began to be @ com 
mint, 
: Axalls commanded a Parthian Captain , na- 
med Stzcan, a Collonel oPthe light hoxſe, to- ad- 
vance.towards the Taxky, and to obſerve their wo- 
tion , that he mjght not be ſurprized unawares. 
This Officer, a-man fit for a great undertaking, 
very attive and ingenious, had under his com- 
mand a Soldier of that Country, where the Turks 
were then incamp'd, who, undezſtanding the lan- 
guage of the place, and being faithful to his Lea. 
ns, os able to do vn Roos oo » that 
he t t upon, and imagin'd to be tejfable. 
But before he would attempt it he took adviſe 
with Prince Axalla, who approved of it, and en- 
couraged him to accompliſh it, For that purpoſe 
Stxc in with three thouſand Horſe advanccs betore 
his Army ten leagues, as far as Regeni, where he 
met with ſome Tarks, whom he made Priloners, 
and by them he underſtood, that the Van of the 
Tatrkg Army was in fight. He went-out upon a 
high ground to take notice of it, and reſolved in 
the dark to cnter into their Camp by the means of 
this Souldier, that knew the language, and ſhould 
pretend, that he had been ſent to thew the way 
to two thouſand Perfian Horſe, which he brought 
with him, and at the fame moment Stwcan with 
his followers* ſhould enter in amongſt the Twrky, 
and ſurpriſe ther in diſorder. All this happened 
according to the projeFÞand their expeQtation for 
two hundred men going before with this Souldier, 
they entered in amongſt the Turks, and were imme- 
diately followed by Stucan and his party; that -=— 
V 2 
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ed above three thouſand of the Van-guard, The 


veſt were afraid to ſtir, for though all the Caval- 


ry mounted at the firſt Alarm, they were not 
fo bold as to purſue afgge Stwcar in his retreat, but 
ſivod to their ground, imagining that the whole 
Artny was at hand. They «choſe rather to loſe a 
tew Rec-tubaerand looſe Troops, than to indan- 
& their whole body. When day began to break 
Trrks Baſſa wondered at his miftake, and to 
underſtand that onely three thouſand Horſe had 
done that execution and diforder'd his Army, for 
he learn'd that the Tartarians were yet about ten 
kagues from his Camp, He was highly incenſed 
at*this affront : When therefore he underſtood, 
by ſome Runawaycs, that proviſions were but ſcarce 
inthe Tartarian Army, he reſolved to wait for it, 
in the place where he was and to fortife himſelf in 
fuch a manner, that he might not be forced to fight 
againſt his will. For by that delay, he hopedto 
waſte all Axallz*s proviſions and fo to weary him.as 
eo oblige him-toretreat back again. Now Axall: 
imagin'd notthat the Baſſa was ſo well informed of 
the condition of his Army, but to prevent that de- 
ſign, he purpoſed to lay a ſnare for him, and cc 
him to fall into it. A little after his Army marchd 
within hve leagues of 'the Turks, Whiles the 
Trenches were making, Axalls drew up his men 
in order of battle, and advanced with them , 
within two leagues of the Turks Army in a plain 
ground, from whence he went in perſon to take 
notice, how they lay infrenched im their Camp, 
. trom whence they had their proviſions, and what 
70ad their Convoys of victuals and their Purveyours 
kept. When he had wwe'l obſerved all particulars, te 
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reſolved either to force the enemies to aght him, 
or to lodge between them and the Sea, fo to cut 
off. their proviſions : For that purpoſe, he ad- 
vanced with his Army to their Trenches, as if he 
had an intent to'afſault them... .. In the mean white, 
without. noiſe, he had employed ſome to fortihe a 
Camp and e lodgings for his Army, to- 
—_ the The Baſſe would not look out 
of his Camp, therefore he knew not what was 
preparing. - He had taken notice, that the Tar- 
tarian Army had faced him cight hours -in or-' 
der of battle, and expected to be aflaulted in his 
Trenckes, which he carneftly defired, 'but when 
inſtead of that, news came to him that they were 
incamp'd near his fortifications, between himand. 
the Sea, in a place where-they- would intercept 
a]l his proviſions, and that. he ſhould not be. a- 
ble to recover any without great danger and dif- 
* ficulty, he was ſtrangely ſurpriſed and aftoniſhed, 

which cauſed him to call together the Officers of 
his Army, to viſe what to do in this juncture, 
It was there reſolved, that it they underſtood 
that the Tartars would hinder them from all cor- 
reſpond with the Sea, that then they muſe 
hght, aq So. it was reſolved to endeavour by 
ſirong Guards and parties todraw proviſions into 
the Camp 3 according to this advice the Baſſe, as 
ſoon as day appeared, ſent out fix thouſand Horſe 
of his beſt Souldiers, towards the Sea, with orders 
if they met with any oppoſition that then they 
ſhould return into the Camp. They hapned to 
light upon the Tartarian main Guard, that charg- 
them fo vigorouſly* that they were beaten 
hack, and forced to return 4alter than they came 
V 3 on, 
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ons 'When the Bafſs faw what had happen'd he 
underkicod the Fartars defign, and that there was 
a neceflity for bimy to hazard a fight. There- 
fore the next night the drew out forne of his 
Army to take poffeſſion of a Hill , which was 
neaxer to him 'than-to his enemies; with an in- 
rent to annoy them with his Artillery, which he 
cauſed to be planted rhere, as likewiſe to hin- 
cor pence wy. hop ee te ob 
beciuſe it was able to s Lindnef, to hit that 
ſbould have it firſt. 'As ſoon as it was day 4x- 
alla had news that there was a fiirring in" the 
Turks Camp- more than ordinaty, as if they in- 
tended tv 1 decamp- -- To underſtand the ttuth, he 
t himfelf at the head of twenty thouſand 
orſe , and with 'them He advanced to obſerve 
their motion, reſolved to fight them if they in- 
tended to retreat. '' But when he took notice 
nearer of their Aftions, he perceived theirpur- 
pole; he called therefore the Prince of Tanais, and 
Sinoper , teſling ther that he was not willing 
that the Tarks ſhould intrench themſelves upon 
the Hill which he ſhewed them, becauſe it would 
be prejudicial to his Army, and that therefore 
it was requilite to drive them from thence, be- 
fore they - were there well ſctled, 
' Sinopes had immediately orders to aſſault them 
with twenty thouſand of the ſtouteſt Infantry of 
the Army. Axalla doubted not of the Victory, 
it ke could but ſucceed in this attempt vpon thoſe 
that were upon the Hill, which was ſcituate in 
ſuch a place, that the Horſe were not able to get 
near it, becauſe of a moriſh ground lying round 
about, , near a league from the Hill I 
| oot 
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foot could march up with caſe, Axallz had great 

of ſucceſs, becauſe he knew the courages 
of his Infantry that he employed, which was the 
ſtouteſt in the World, = the noble and brave 
foul of Sinopes their Captain who led them on, 
and would do- all that could be-expected from a 
Skilful and refolute Conimander, 

The Tartarian Army flood in order of battle 
over againſt the Turks. The Infantry was Com- 
manded to advance, that it might back Sins- 
per, and be ready at his motion to aflifthim. He 
was reſolved, if the Enemy was obſtinate tode- 
tend this Hill to fight on foot, and to employ 
all his might and force to drive him from thence. 
The Prince of Tanais was at the Head of his 
Cavalry over againſt the Txrks Horſe, Neither 
ot them was able to do _ 4 to thoſe thar 
were to 'hghe for the po of the Hill. 
Sinopes by Axalla's advice, had taken a Compaſs 
round under a high piece of ground, which hia« 
dered the enemies from receiving his motion , 
whiles he ſiood ready to affift them. 

So that Sinoper broke in upon them with his 
twenty thouſand foot and diſordered them, before 
they were aware. An Encmy ſurpriſed; ishalf over- 
come, The Turks, aſtoniſhed with this fuddain on- 
ſet, knew not whither all the Infantry or but apart, 
had aſſaulted them. This conceit hlled them with ap- 
prchenſions, At that time thereſt of the Army ſtood®* 
in order ot battle at one «nd of the Marſh, and both 
Armies were in ſight of one another very filent, but 
when the Tarks, perceived what was ated upon the 
Hill , they made all haſte to help their Com- 
rades and refſift the Tartars, The Baſſs being a 


u 4 very 
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very $kiful Commander, ſent away all his Infanwy 
to luccour his men, who had been broken at the hit 
' thaxge of the Tartarian foot, and had left them the 
policikan of the Top, of the Hill. By this means, 
they got the: advantage of the ground, fo that 
they encountered the Tarks with more caſe, where- 
as the Twrks ſtood upon ſhelving ground, which 
hindered them from uſing their Weapons with 
that advantage as the —_ could. But the 
great companies of Janiſarier, who were march- 
ing to the affiſtance of their companions, had 
doubtleſs oyerpowr'd the Tartarian foot, in poſ- 
{ſſion of the Mountain, it Axslls, upon fight of 
their approach ; had not diſpatch'd away at the 
fame moment, twenty thouſand. more to renew 
the hght, and keep,up his mens courages againſt 
the 7anifaries. And after them he provided five 
and twenty thouſand more, that he might march 
himſelf at their Head, as ſoon as he ſce 

- more. adyancing the Hill from the Ottoman 
Axmy > for that purpoſe , he alighted off from 
his Horſe to command them in perſon. Whey 


the Prince of Tanais underſtood: his intent, that - 


he would -hazard his perſon in the battle upon 
the Hill, he ſent to intreat him to leave that to 
one of his Collonels of the foot; and to ſiay be- 
hind to give his orders z telling him, That' the 
whole Army made. him the ſame. requeſt. Ax- 
alla reply'd, that the bulincls then in aGtion was of 
a high concernment, and that if the Hill were once 
gain'd, the Victory would follow with caſe. And 
that he was reſolved to obey his orders that day 
and become his Souldier. At that inſtant the 
xelt of the Turks foot was obſerved to B__ 
. | Thc 
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Theſe were moſt of them Faniſaries, they gave 
z furjous aſſault to the Tartarian foot, but when 
Axalls came in with a choſen-party , he beat 
them back and won all the Hill. Before his de- 
parture , he cauſed Trenches to be drawn 'on 
that fide which look'd towards the Tarks Army, 
and left there to command Sinoper, who had pur- 
chaſed to himſelf much honour and glory , by 
his brave conduct, Po 
The Tarteriens loſt in the ſeveral aſſaults he- 
tween hfteen and ſixteen thouſand men, but the 
Turks near thirty thouſand. The tight laſied from 
eight a Clock in the morning till night. The 
Cavalry all that while ffood fill without acti- 
on looking upon the paſſages upon the Hill, for 
they not: advance to it, becauſe of the deep 


Marſh. 

The Turks diſcouraged with this loſs depart- 
ed the next night, marching back ten 1o 
leagues before, they fiop'd. The Prince of Tas 
nais , Stucan and the light Horſe followed them 
cloſe at 'the heels, and. Axalls with the reſt of 
his Army made after them, and incamped near the 
Sca, about two leagues diſtant fromthe Turks, who 
were drawing towards Caramania. 

As ſoon as the Baſſz, had recolleQted: his Spir 
rits and was returned to hignſclf, he reſolved to 
incamp and intrench his Arniy. . But the Prinee 
of Tanais, -angry. that he had not been congerned 
in the Glory ;ot the day betore,, would not give 
him the leaſure to fortitie himſclt. Theretore he 
advanced foxward to hghte him, fo far and with 
ſuch indiſcretion, that when. the reſt of his Ar- 
my behind were aboilt to tix their Tents, news 
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came to them, that the Prince was ingaged a« 


gainſt the Turks , and that unleſs he was ſpec- 
dily relieved, he would be cut off with his par- 
ry. This Report caus'd Axa/ls toſound a march 
and with his Cavalry to advange before , when 
he was come to the banks of a ſmall River in 
his way, he ſaw the Prince of Tanairs miſtake 
in venturing over , before he had ſent to ſee 
whih cncmics- were on the other ſide ; for the 
crafty Tarks had. ordercd ten thouſand Perſian 
Horſe to ſtop the Princes party , by skirmiſhing 
with them, They behaved themſelves fo brave» 
ly, that it the B:ſſa had not ſent away more to 
xelicve the Perſians, the Tartariaris had cut them all 
in pieces. Buf as his intent was but to keep 
them buſie and employed , and to hinder them 
from all poſſbilitics of a retrcat , he diſpatched 
away twenty thouſand Horſe more, te ſecond 
the Perſians , who ſeem'd to be almoſt all broke 
en. ' Then the Tartars were forced £6 give back 
with great loſs, it the Lord D” Halicen had not 
come in with a freſh- party, to aſſiſt the Prince 
of Tanais, they had'bcen routed, for ''the Prince 
loſt two' Horſes winder him , and 'was mounted 
upon the third," Stwean was kilPd ; and all his 
I'ght Horſemen overthrown. When Axalla pcr- 
ceived the fault of the Prince of Tandis; he was 
in'difpair to ſee (6 glorious a Victory, "which 
God had given him uſclefs or 16ſt through o- 
ther mens miſcarriage, and folly. Turning there- 
fore- to' his men in haſte, Now my dear Com- 
rader, Cryed he ,' we muſt fight not ſo much for 
the. glory of the Parthians, as for their lives and 
ſafety, and for the, preſervation of the whole —_

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G&, fait he; to a body of ten thouſand Hoſe, 
which he commanded to ride forward, Go and keep 
of the fight, I will follow v0 relieve you or dye wi 
jou, that oxer enemies may ſce that we will not part 
with the Viftory out of our bands, at ſo cheap a rate, 
& few minates after, he advanced.at the Head 
of forty thouſand Horſe, divided. into three bo. 
dies, which marched all three in a front keep- 
ing: a*Ttot. And with them he charged t 
Turky,, who were alrcady grown inſolent and 
proud of cheir ſucceſs For ſince the firſt onſet” 
of the Prince of | Tanais , they had alwaies had: 
an advantage upon him, and overthrown him in 
the third charge, this poor Prince was caſt to 
the ground and left as dead, fo that. his fall had 
left them the Victory, had not the ten thouſand 
Horſe ſent by Axallz given a furious onſet and 
beaten the enernies back. By this means Axalls 
had time to advance, He was delirous torevenge 
the Parthians loſſes and ſnatch the Victory out 
of the Turks hands, and becauſe it was then 
within two hours of night, the ſhortneſs of the 
time required them to make haſte, . He marched 
therefore ſrait to the Enemy with an intent to 
oblige him to hght. 

At that time the Baſſas having yet had no 
hand .in the action, wondered to fee his men, in- 
ſtead of Myiving - before the ten thouſand Horſe 
led by thELord of Halicen, give back and retreat,

Axalla, remaining (till behind upon the blou 

dy held, caus'd all the dead to be put intd- 
the ground, the wounded to be taken care of, 
and ne the Prince'of Tanais into a'ſecure place 
to be healed of a dangerous wound in his Leg, 
Greccived by an Arrow. He marched next after 
the Trwrks, for he had heard that the Biff: had 
got together near fourteen thouſand Horſe, 
And that he might be able to follow them with 
more ſpeed, he left behind him all his bag and 
baggage. And to ſeparate thein from the 'bo= 
dy of Janiſaries, he took a nearer way tothe 
that he might get in with them , before they 
were joyned together, 

The Janiſarier alfo marching a_ great pact 
got as far as the Seca fide. Axalls had con 
manded ten thouſand Horſe to*'follow thin, 
and all his foot, that had not yer been ingagetl to 
purſue and hinder them from eſcaping it it, were 
poſſible. They - had marched” a' great way b4- 
tore and fruftrated all the ſpeed that could' be 
made after them , at Gallipoli they took Ship- 
ping and failed over into Europe to ſeek for 
Callepin, who was mightily incenſcd againſt the 
Baſſe 3, for he accuied him. for having «forſaken 
his Army by a ſhameful Night ; becauſe he had 
not choſen an Honotrable death to the ſafecy 
of his Life. 

In this laſt ingagement, the Turks Loſt above

and proteſted that he imagined not the body of 
the enctnics Army ſo near him aSit was. Prince 
* Axalla told him-that the fear of what might 
happen, had "obliged him to draw with his Ar- 
my as ncar to the River as he could. 

All theſe great ſucceſſes and Victories, which 
were able to puff up the minds of the ambi-. 
tious, raiſcd in him no fign of joy, his Soul 
was rather drooping in a great ſadneſs, which 
proceeded from the news of the Emperours 
ſickneſs, of which the Phyſicians had no good 
opinion, The great fcar of the miſchiefs chat 
were 
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of the Arty, for he wiſhed he could ſpeedily 
put an end to this War. , 
The Perſians \came in every day -by Troops, 
to ſubmit them(tlves, and deſire the Co 
tours Mercy and Pardon for their Revolt. Tacy 
fajd, that they had been earneſtly follicited by 
their Prince, who was killed in the laſt ingage- 
ment. But that which ſurpriſed and rejoyced 
the Tartarian Army moſt was the Head of the 
Grand Baſſs, which was brought into the Camp 
by a Souldicr, who had "killed him as he en- 
deavourcd -to fly away, after that the Perſians 
had left him.

: beſt Benefg&hr.. He foon recovered all the 
Towns*thathe had .taken from the Tartary. 
The Prince 'of Tanais was not advanccd a- 
bove twenty Leagues from the Army , when 
the news of the Emperours death was brought 
to Axalla, He had been long, m "expectation of 
change, he was deſirous of news; and yet afraid 
to hear what would grieve him to the heavr. 
He 
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He underſtood by the meſſenger, that this great 
Prince was dead two dayes after he had re- 
ctived Axalla's Letters of the, Victory, which 
he had won. They cauſed him to rejoyce, for 
he had a ſound judgement, till the laſt moment 
of his- Life , and gave orders for the Govern- 
ment of the Empire, with as much care as he 
had ever done before. 

When Axalla received firſt this fad news , 
which he expected, he withdrew himſelf aſide 
to give way to his tears and violent grief: but 
he would not ſuffer the Army to know what 
they had loſt for ſome dayes , he ſuffered not 
therefore his ſorrow to appear before them, 
but ſent ſpecdily after the Prince of Tanais, to 
acquaint him with the news, and intreat him 
to. appoint him a place, where-he might meet 
and ſpeak with hitn, that they together might 
conſult about their private concerns. Accor- 
ding. to his deſire they met at a rendevouz; 

The diſpatch that 4xalls received was figni- 
fied by Sentrochio the flew Emperour, who ſent 
him orders to leave, with the Governour of the 
borders, forty thouſand men, and to return with 
the reſt of the Army __ Perſia, «This 
meſſenger was followed by a favourite of the

This mc(- 
fenger gave him an account of all the paſ- 
ſages of the two ingagements, which had becn 
manag'd with Wildottie an4 valour by hig 
brave General » he to14 the Emperqur at lali 
that - his Valliant Soldiers were in hopes to 
ſee his- Majeſty amongt them afſoon' as the

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ſeaſon of [he year would , . to. ſubdue 


the Empire of Greece , which would. be eaſily 
accompliſhed, becauſe the enemics were. diſ- 
couraged and in 2 great fear. But the Em» 
ur,” who was then no longer defirqus of 
__ honours, anſwered with a ſmiling coun- 
tenance That he had never queſtioned the 
affections that his Soldiers to promote 
his glory, but that he knew himſelf called by 
a greater Lord than himſelf to a happyer 
conqueſt and to a higher place, unto whi 
he -was going. Tell, faid he, to that - Lord, 
Tell Axalla, that I defire him, far the time to 
tome," to obey my Son. Then taking from his 
finger a Ring of a great value , he delivered 
it to him with this order. Carry this token 
of my Love to your General, and let him taky it 
as an aſſurance, that I am well ſatirfied with 
bis ſarvices and fidelity. He inquired after- 
wards whether all the Officers, that were 
known to him in his Army were in health, 
and recoimmended every one of them to his 
Son according to his quality and deſervings. 
Then the Prince of Tanais came again into 
his mind. He 'delixed his Son to love him 
as his Kinſman , and to maintain him in the 
Offices arid Governgments, which he had 
given him, becauſe he was worthy of them 
for he *aſſured him, that the Prince would be 
faithful ro him.” Then with a louder voice 
than before he told 'Semtrechio. That if ever 
he had any reaſon to be abſcnt from his 
Army in times of War, he ſhould not truſt 
it

Bit he adviſed him to conumand it himſelf 
25 "often as he could, for it was dan 
rotuſt it in other hands, and it was the 
duty of the Parthian Emperours to dwell 
with their Souldicrs in the Army, as a Fa- 
ther a t his Children. He cold him 
by the practice of this leſſon he ſhould be 
able to keep the great Empire that he lefe 
him, and render himfclf by his vertue wor- 
thy to ſucceed him. Ar laſt he adviſed 
him to be mild, courteous to his friends, 
dreadful to' his cncmices,, but when they hall 
ſie for | Peace refieſe them not , forgive your pri- 
vate wrongs, but puniſh ſeverely the wi e 
committed againſt the ſtate of your Subjetir, 
All this while che young Prince wept bit- 
terly, but Tamerlan, when he held this dif 
courſe, had a greater Majeſty and , beauty 
upon his countenance than ordinary. He 
(ent away afterwards his Son to the Em- 
reſs his Mother to cndcavour to comfort her 
y his preſence. 

When the young Prince was gone he cal- 
led for Odmar , and recommended to his 
care his young Son, intreatmg him to Love 
him, and to be faithful to Rims He told 
him alſo, that it was his will that his ſ- 
cond Son ſhould be brought up and taught 
to obey his Elder Brother. I know for cer-

The Emperour paſſed the next y 
quietly, about break of day, wot. of oo 
his cuſtogie he called for thoſe perſons who 
had any: bufineſs with him. The Letters, 
that were to be ſent to Axalla, concerning 
the victories that he had got, were brought 
to him, which he ſigned without pain or 
without diſcovering any alteration - in his 
countenance, But a few minutes after, when 
ſleep began to teaſe upon his ſen{es, they 
that were about him perceived that his ſoul 
was departing to another world. They ſent 
to call for the young Emperour, who came 
in good time to cloſe his eye lids, ſhedding 
a fountain of tears as well as the reſt of his 
Servants. 
Two hours after Sentrochio was proclam- 
: ed 
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ed Empetonr; and Letters were diſpatched + 
to all the Governours of the Provinces, 
ſigned with his hand: After this the 
was called together by his orders, to the 
Souldiers - he gave mony and great gifts, to 
his Fathers old Servants entertaining them 
with a ſpeech.

But the too great affection 
of the Empreſs for Lerrochio cauſed a jeal- 
ouſie in the eldeſt Brother, which fet them 
at a diſtance, and divided them and the Em- 
pire. In this particular, They became like 
their fore-fathers, and imitated their follics, 
for they ruined, by the diviſions and hatred 
of Brothers, the Empire of their predeceſſors, 
which Tamerlan had recovered and raiſed up 
by his vertue and courage, and render'd the 
molt glorious and molt flouriſhing Empire 
of the world, 
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
